cliolaievltcli and M. Chtchoglovltoff, 
niliiister of jii.stice. 

A new trial /.'or (lie condennicd men 
bad hecn a.skert on tlu; ground tluit tin; 
verdict of tlio nillitary court is in 
valid since tlie state of e.\traordinary 
insecurity ceased to exist In ,St. Peters 
buvK nn Jan. 15. Tho Koneral. statute 
establishing \'iiri(iii>i classes-, of ^-.nilU' 
tary law, pronnilKated in 1881, had'OX' 
pired in August, 1307. 

In addition, delay in the execution 
of the sentence as It effected tho Kal- 
ian Calvino was originally sought for 
by the Italian anibassatlor, but today 
the ambassador dropped all bis efforts 
In behalf of the nii-.n, liavluEr received 
conllrniatlon of the previous report, 
that the Italian Is not the oiorson ho 
representcu himself to be. When ho 
was arrested tho police found on tho 
man a ])a.'^.sport apparently Issued to 
Sifjnor Calvino, tho .St. Peter.sburg 
correspondent of two Italian news 
papers. The real Calvino is Uvliifr In 
Italy, and tlio docninent.s the terrorist 
had in his possession have been found 
to bo forgeries.

The ItallMu 
who has been pusln.cr as ("alvino wa.s 
present at thi.s session with a bomb in 
bis pocket. lie lay in wait for Me 
premier In tlio restaurant, but fortun- 
ately for himself, the premier left the 
building early and did not run across 
the man.

Lisbon, ■Feb; 29.---Kln$r| Manuel to- 
da,y Issued, a doprco fixihiif March- B as 
the date ofjtho *h6xt':>5eneral-;ei&ctIon, 
and another convoking;' the regular 
cortos for'A'prll 28.' At the same: time 
tho decree Issued . :by ox-Premier 
Franco for tho 'reorganization of tho 
houso of peers, and glylng the new 
chamber of deputies VconstltutloiuU 
liowers, uro revolted. Kranco's decree 
auRmentlng tho civil llsSiand liquidat- 
ing tho advances' from treasury to 
tho royal hou.-:e, also Have boon an- 
nulled by tho King. 

An olllcial note .appended to the 
decrees of the Klnfr./^nlahU'd that the 
cortes, according t'JTmi^ conHtH.ntioi\ 
Is charged with. an investlKntlon of tho 
lato reign upon the death of the ruler, 
and that it shall correct abuses If any 
aro found. 

Tho decrees have produced a good 
Initial imi)resslon, but tiieir ulterior 
effect upon the fortunes of tho juon- 
archy are doubtful. 

AVbile tho leaders of tlic old "rota- 
tive |)artles," who now surround tho 
youthful n'.oiiarcli, are conlident that 
tliey can control the coming cortes, the 
I'eiiublicans assert that an investiga- 
tion of icing Carlo's reign will afford 
tiieni every opp(H-luuIty to (Unnon- 
.;trato tho corruption of tho monarchy 
and the necessity for a change of re- 
gime. The return of the monarchy to 
strictly constitutional methods, how- 
ever, robs tho republicans of an excu.«e 
to resort to violence.

Japan Insists on Receiving an 
Apology and ^Reparation 
; VrFrom^China: ' 



Toklo, Feb. 29. — Tho Japane.'^e gov- 
ernment Is maintaining a determined 
attitude concerning the seizure, of the 
Tatsu maru, and demands both an 
apology and an indemnity from China. 

The Chinese foreign office wants to 
submit the entire question to a mixed 
court. This is refused by the Japanese 
government unless the vessel has first 
been releastJrt and an apology made 
for the iii.sult to' tho flag. 

It appears that the Tatsu maru was 
regularly cleared from Kobe with a 
consignment of arms and ammunition 
for Macao. The P.ortuguose minister 
at Pekln .supports the contention of 
Vit^count Havashl, thu Japacieso min- 
ister of foreign affair*'; thatjctli'^-vess- 
sel was seized In Portuguese ; waters. 
It Is .said by Japanese oiticlals .tha.t iio 
ultimatum has been is^ued.Sandlthat 
the sailing of the Japaiiese' cruiser 
Idezuml for Hongkong Is not Intend- 
ed as a threats \? 

It l3ievldent,'however, that the Jap- 
anese will resort lo force unless her 
demands are conceded within a rea- 
sonable time.

Thou- 
sands of settlers from all parts of the 
United States will make their homes 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan this 
year.

The terms . of 
lh(; settlement were made public yoa- 
l(;rday, wlien Hon. Kichard McBride in- 
troduced a bill' brought down by a spe- 
cliil message ratifying the agreement. 
By it the railway agrees to begin actual 
construction before Juno 1 of this year. 

Tho province disposes of its rever- 
sionary rights to the 14,118 acres 
bought from tho Indians of Metlakatla 
by the railway company at the rate of 
S2.50 uti acre. One-q'uartor ot the lots 
and blocks into which this land may 
be subdivldedi:by.ithe ..cpmp^ny. Is,, to 
be reconvciyedvttfithe provlricei-Hhe chlef 
commissioner '' to ' selebt one :■ lot' ^ first 
and the railway company three until', 
the entire one-quarter Is reconveyed. 
The province pays one-quarter of the 
cost of the survey and subdlvisipn. '; 

A free grant of a right-of-way not 
exceeding 100 feet in width througli 
from the coast to the eastern boun- 
dary of tho province is made to tho 
company. Through the land.s on Kaien 
island and the Tslmpsean reserve tho 
right-of-way is to be but GO feet In 
width and tha plans must be approved 
by the lleutenant-govornor-ln-council.

. Upon' tije opening .of tho afternoon 
•session Hon. Mr. JIcBride brought 
down the bill respecting the Grand 
Trunk' Pacific Railway, and when tne 
houso went into coinmitteo made tho 
following explanatory statement: 

Some time ago the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Hallway company acciuired from 
the Domii:iion government all rights in 
the 32,000 acres which are generally 
kiiown as the Tsimiisian reserve, and 
subsequently the company ajiproachcd 
the provincial governmen*. w-ith tho 
view cf adju.sting any claim that might 
bo advanced on the' part. Of the prov- 
ince with respeet'Tto this'.'! section'' of 
land. The government met the com- ■ 
pany In a friendly spirit,- but flrmlyji; : 
insisted that the rights of tlie province' .-fc' 
must be upheld, arid that' befoi-o ^It 
would be compietent, .for tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific compariy to take pos- 
session and enter Into occupation ot! 
these lands It was absolutely essential 
that a crown grant should be Issued by 
hto government of the 'province of 
British Columbia. (Hear, hear.) Tho 
company protested that at Ottawa it 
was held that it was fully within tho 
conipotcncy of tlie federal authoritlc.?

Tlie company also agrees to procure 
all its suiiplles that will be required 
during the construction of tho road 
from the local ^narkets whene-vrer^clr- . . 
cumstances will, permit. , The ; compariy - 
also agrees to - o'briinionc'ev the actual 
construction of tho.rdad not later than 
the first dayVof.'fJune'rieixt, and to pro- 
ceed vsteadily with the work until tho 
road is completed In this province. I 
might, in addition, state that all 
tiirough these negotiations tho officials 
of the company have impressed upon 
tiio government the fact that unless 
this matter was adjusted at an earl.v 
date the work of construction would 
not he begun during tho present year, 
nnd that it was absolutely essential to 
the conclusion of the comp;iny's other 
;irr!ingomonts that antecedent to tho 
work of construction in this provinca 
the terminal facilities must be definite-" 
ly settled upon.

Full Court's Decision in Appeal 
of Bridgman vs. , 



Beluw will ho found the text of tho 
jud^menls recently delivered by tiio 
full court in tlie case of Bridgman vs. 
Hepburn. The .suit \va,s one for som- 
inl.^sion for tlie .-sale of real estate and 
lia.-j been walelied witli y;reaL Intei'et-t 
by the brokers botli here and in Van- 
couver. iMr. Justice Irvlnt; originally 
gave judgniant for the dofeiidant, and 
Ilia decision has been upheld by tho 
chief Justice and Mr. Justice Clement, 
Mr. .lustlce ilorrison dissenting. ■ 
Chief Justice Hunter. 

In the Supreme Court of British Co- 
lumbia in the i'''ull Coart. 

Judgment of Hunter, C. J. 

'.I'he i'act,s In this appeal arc .simple 
and, for tho most part, not in dispute. 

On ,^\prii 2ard last the defendant, be- 
ing pres.-ied by mortKagees, reciiiested 
the plaintiff to procure a loan of $ijS,- 
000, on four properties in tho city of 
Victoria. Tho plaintiff introduced tho 
matter in hia office to Meredith, a 
capitalist, who said he did not wish to 
lend but would go and look at tho 
proiiertles. On tho way back thoy mot 
ilepburn, to whom Meredith was In- 
troriuc(!d by tho plaintiff, and they dls- 
cus.sod an offer by Meirodlth to lend 
tho money on certain terms, which ot- 
ter, utter .consideration, was declined. 
A few days later, It transpired that 
there was some defect in tho title to 
one of the properties, tender having 
been advertised for by tho mortgugeo.^i, 
Hepburn suggested to Bridgman that 
lio should try to get Meredith to pur- 
chase two of the properties, one known 
as the Bightliousc saloon and the other 
as the Prince of Wales saloon, herein- 
after referred to as tho Saloon.^, The 
price named by lleiiburn was J.'iG.OOO, 
and according to tho plaintiff ho 
agreed to pay three j^er cent commis- 
sion. Jleredlth, however, would not 
give $50,000, but Bridgman says )io 
thinks he stated he would give $46,000. 
At anv rate the sale was not put 
llirough at Sfiti.OOO. 

About this time Jlerertltli, through 
his banker had got into negotiation 
with Jones, the agent for the niortg- 
agei-s, and tliese n(^gotlatlons culmi- 
nated in the purchase by him of the 
saloons for $50,000 from Hepburn, who 
paid Jonc; a commission. 

There l,s no evidence to show that 
Hepburn expressly agreed with Bridg- 
man to pav a couiniis.sion on any sale 
that might be effected with Meredith. 
All that apiiears Is that Bridgman 
communicated a reciuest for a loan, 
and an offer of sale at JBG.OOO In re- 
spect of wliich Ileiiburn agreed to pay 
a commission, both of which offers 
came to nothing, 

Mr, Bodv.ell, however, contended 
that when Jfepburn agreed to pay a 
three per cent cominisiJlon on $50,000 
he thereby also agreed to pay a com- 
mission on iiny lesser sum at which 
the sale went through, and -this al- 
though the flual negotiations were 
comi)lcted through tho other agent, 
Jone.^; and for this proposition 
cited! tho following' remarks •credited 
to Bord \Vat.s6n in Toulmlit v. 'Millar 
(isss) r.s L,T. N,a. oT; _ 

"When a proprietor, with the vlbw 
of- selling his estate, goes to an agent 
and requests him to find a purchaser, 
naming at tho same time the sum 
which he Is willing to accept, that will 
constitute a general employment; and 
should the estate be eventually sold 
to a purchaser Introduced by the agent 
the latter will bo entitled 'to his com- 
mission, although the price T);ild 
iibould be less than the sum named at 
the time the employment was given. 
The mention of a specific sum pre- 
vents the agent from selling for a low- 
er price without tno consent ol his 
employer; but It is given mei-ely as 
the basis of future negotiations, leav- 
ing tho actual price to tie sot; led In 
tho course uf these iK'got iatlons." 

This .:(peech of Lord Watson is not 
to bo found in the rcuort of the cat-e 
In the Law Reports, and It Is evident 
from tljat report that the Bords decid- 
ed the case on the ground that the 
Court of Appeals and Divisional Court 
wore wrong In setting aside ;i verdict 
for the defendant who i-eslsted an 
agent's claim for a commission. The 
remarks of Bord Watson are thcrelo'-e 
obiter dicta; but oven it they \vere 
not, I do not think that ho Intended to 
lai'lt down as an unvarying rule that 
where an intending vendor names a 
price and agrees to ,)ay a commission 
on that price, he ipso facto obligates 
himself to pav a commission on a les- 
ser sum. It is in all cases a que.slion 
of intention, and I quite concede that 
there might well bo a case In which 
tlie court could see from the circum- 
stances surrounding the negotiation* 
that It was the real Intention of the 
[iiirties that the agent should receive 
ii commission wha,}ever the. amount 
realized might be, am. that the price 
given the agent was only n- working 
basis, In other words, that the agree- 
ment was to pay, In the event of sale, 
and not In the event of sale at a 
specified price. 

But I deny tho right ol any court to 
Imply an obligation to pay in the (nent 
of a sale when tlie only eviclcnce b(^- 
fore It Is that of an obligation to j.ay, 
in the event of a sale at a named lirice 
as nothing would be betler calculaled 
to Introduce doubt and insecurity into 
tho law of contract. When prima 
f'ude as here, the agreement was to 
pav a (•OM-imls,"lon on a named figure, 
it 'is for the agoul lo .sliow m the 
clearest way that the real intentUm 
of the parties was tliat lio should 
receive a commission on any ligiire at 
Which the sale goes through, 'l'l"->-';- 
fore, In all cases tho agent will, 11 
prudent, before he introduces liis eus- 
unuer have a (dear nnderstaudmg as 
to whetlier he is to get a coi,|nil.ssion 
on a named l>rice or on the flgme at 
whlcli tlie sale goe.-i through 

The above su.fielent lo dispose of 
the appeal, but asHuminK an agree- 
ment Up.'iy on any figure at which 
ti e sale went through, there Is another 
eroiind wdiich, as at present advised, I 
th s alHO fatal to the plaintiffs 
e -u. although it is 'not necessary to 
come to a final conclusion. What wn,-< 
(he contract? Was It to pay a com- 
mission cor the Introduction of .the 
urchaser, or was It to pay a coni- 
dssi n in tho event of the sale going 
lOT^^^ Y reason of the plaint ff per- 
K 1 I mr the purchaser to buy? Here 
again I ullnk It Is for .the plaintiff to 
-Vmv what the contract was, but the 
matter Is left In doubt, as according 
to Bridgman's own testimony Hep-, 
bum'Sald: "Why don't you get your 
man td purchu.'c the other 'two 
prooertles?''" Whlio I admit that a 
jury might nnd either way, I must say 
that If -It were left to me to find what 
tho agrocmcril was I should be. strong- 
ly Inclined to think that the wofd 
'got" Implied that tho plaiutltt was to 



bb pald-.a commlsslon-only In the-event 
of ;-'theSpurchaser being persuaded to 
huy-^throtig'li the efforts , of the plain- 
tiff; 'In bther words, that he Y.-an,jiot 
merely tiie man who ultimately pur- 
chased, but that ho was also, in real 
estate parlance, to wor'c up the sale, 
a^d this especially as it hi undeniable 
that Hepburn was lit his wits end for 
money, and wa.s .so to tho knowledge of 
tho plaintiff. If so. tho plaititlff did not 
earn the commission, us if ho did not 
actually drop the matter after tho re- 
fusal of the $56,000 offer, the sale was 
at any rate llnally hrouglit about by 
Jones, 

I would dijtniss tlie appeal. 

G. HUNTER, C. J.- 
Mr, Justice Morrison 

Tho folldwlrig, IS the. Judgment of the 
Hon, Air. ' J,us tle^ 'Jildrrlson :.'x 

The defehdarit was the owrier of cer- 
tain properties in Victoria: over which 
tho Flnla>'son estate held a mortgage. 
A. AV. Jones being trustee and agent 
for tho estate. This property was ad- 
vertised for salt! pursuant to the mort- 
gage, payment.-; havini^ been long over 
due and the defendant, though urged, 
seemetl unable to moot them. Whilst 
ill this predicament, ha went to the 
plaintiff Bridgman, a real estate and 
llnanclal agent, hoping to secure a loan 
to obviate the sacrllce of his properties 
under a mortgage sale. This proposi- 
tion for a loan fell throughi and very 
shortly after a sale was effected to one 
Jleredlth who had been Introduced to 
Hepburn tho defendant by the plain- 
tiff. It is in rospect to tho commission 
claimed upon that sale that the action 
was brought. 

The tlate;i material to the issue as 
far as can bo gathered I'rom the evi- 
dence are as . follows': 

On tliB 23rd of Apr.ll, 1907, the de- 
fendant Hepburn Instructed the plain- 
tiff Bridgman to negotiate, a, loan on 
all his encumbered properties for |B8,- 
000. Bridgman thereupon s6ught put 
Meredith, a client of his to whom Hep- 
burn was introduced' and all three 
inspected the properties. Then Mere- 
dith, with a view of making arrange-^ 
■ments for flnanclng the proposlton 
which ho was seriously considering, 
went to his banker, Mackenzie, who 
called up by tolcpliono Messrs, Pooley, 
Buxton & I'ooloy, solicitors for the 
D'hilayson estate and through them al- 
so communicated v,-ith Jones, tho 
agent, for the estate. It may bo slated 
parenthetically that Jones was also 
carrying the business of a real estate 
agent. From these iutervicw,s It was 
made clear to Moredltli by Jones and 
the solicitors that the estate wanted 
the cash and that without delay. The 
,-:ame livening Jleredltli went again to 
his banlcer, Ilepburn accomi)anylng 
him, bat was not i)resent at their in- 
terview, iMcroaith now being fortitied 
with the knowledge that Hepburn , was 
forced, In regard to the disposal of his 
properties. 

This all occurred on the 23rd accord- 
ing to .Meredith's evidence. 

After tho lapso of a few days tho 
matter of tho loan fell through. In 
tho meantime. Jleredl^h had met Jones 
about the 25lh or 26tii pf April, being 
introduced by Mackenzie, ., who seems 
to have been assistlng-S^eredlth in get- 
ting as advantageous, terms as possi- 
ble In his negotiations :respecting^.the 
property. At no time fropi Bridgman's 
introduoton does he .relinquish the Idea 
of acquiring an interest of some sort In 
those properties, as he, 'says himself, 
where hp , could get It .cheapest. Hav- 
.liig., ascertdlhed,, ith'rdiigh .Mackenzie, 
. jonea'. oo3neotl'oa,,wKH>* th»' FInlayson 
estal*. .he„)bFgj?.n .(Jooling 'with him, 
Hepburn bfeing, .present on oeca.sions. 
And during tlicse negotiallons with 
Jone.s, Hepburn went to Bridgman and 
asked him to try and get .Aleredlth to 
buy, nienlionhig the price at 550,000. 
.\ow what look iilace between the 
l>laintll'f anil defendant is tho determ- 
ining Incident of the case. 

Bridgman's evidence, pp. 7 and S: 

•'Q. WlH',"o did you ticc him again, 
iind what was the occasion of that in- 
terview, and what look place? A. I 
met Jlr, Hepburn in Bastion iUvet, 

"Q, About how long afterwards 
would that bo? A. I cannot fix the 
date bi.'yond that It wa,s after the ten- 
ders had been opened, I met him at 
llie corner of Bangley and Bastion 
streets, and had a conversation with 
liim, and he told me that there was a 
hitch In, with rcg.-ird to the sale of 
tlie property under tho tenders, that 
there was some defecL In his title to 
the Pitlier & Belscr building, that 
tliero were some deeds missing' re- 
lating to tlic tlllo to a portion of that 
propertv, a gore or slice o£ the prop- 
ertv, to which the title deeds could not 
he found, and In conseiiuence the ten- 
derer had withdraw his tender, or 
the person who was buying had with- 
drawn. 

Q. Then what else? A. And ne 
s.iid that he was being pressed by the 
i-'iniavson estate, and he asked me, ho 
said:' "Why don't you get your man 
deferring to Meredith) to purchase 
the olher two properties?" 

Q. He asked you if you could not 
get your ma;i to buy these two pieces? 
A. "i'es. 

Q. What was- mentioned about 
them? A. He mentioned the price; 
said $58,000. And we discussed the 
question ot commisslnn. He said: 
"You must not be haid on the com- 
nilasion." I said that I thought that 
three per cent, commission reasonable, 
and he agreed to three per cent, com- 
mission,' 

O. Agreed to a. three per cent, com- 
•■ui.sslon? A, Yes. 

Q. What did you do in con,ic queiu?e 
of th:it eonvei-sallon .' A, 1 saw Jlr, 
.Moredltli and liut the matter before 
hiai, a.nd he .said he v/ould not give 
?,'ii;,000 for tho property, l.iiil be nien- 
lliined a figure; I do:i'i remcMiibor ex- 
actly whetlier it was forty-six or for- 
ty-eight, 1 tlilnic ^lii.OOO, ho said ho 
would give for the property. And ho 
went on to say thai at any rate It 
would be nece.ssary for him to s-iC 
what financial arrangements could b.i 
made, and that lie would go. and see 
I lie trustee of the FlnUiyson estate. 
■ Q. ( Iuli>rrui)tiiig) Who was the 
trustee of the h'lnlayson catato? A. 
.Mr. .■\, W. Jones. 

Q. He said he would go and see A. 
W, Jones',' A. Yes. 

Hepburn's ver.-.lon can bo gathered 
from iiages (12 and fiO. 

A. iMr, Jones caino to mo and says: 
"1 can get you fSO.OOO for those two 
propvrlics"— although I am getting a 
little alicad; you .see tha Grand theatre 
in the meantime was sold out of that 
property; there were four properties, 
and tho Grand theatre sold for $12,500; 
there was a commission of $500 on It, 
and $12,000 was paid In to tho account 
of the FInlaysons; I think It was $11,- 
SOO was paid tn; In fact I am positive 
ot It, for which I got credit on tho 
mortgage. That left a balance or $46,- 
200. 

Q. Go ahead. - A. Now then, when 
tho other two pieces of property — 11 
had to be sold for to cover up tho 
$4(;,000 — and when Mr. Jones got tne 
the offer ot fifty thousand from Mr. 
Meredith, which I did not know who 
made tlio offer or anything about thai 
part of it— I. never knew until after Mr. 
Jone.s had got iiuthorlty from mo to 
dispose of It — and when Mr. Jones told 
mo that night, ho says:. "My people 
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arc going away, and this thing has got 
to be fixed np tonight." So I went 
straight from" there to Mr. Bridgman 
for to see If he could not do something, 
and on my way- down I ran across this 
man Meredlthi' and I went right 
straight from there to Mr. Bridgman's 
office and ho was, not In; I started to 
go- down to Mr. Pooley & Luxton's of- 
fice and I met him in Bastion square, 
at tho corner. I says to him, I says: 
"If you can sell this property inside of 
two hours for $l'iC,000," I said, "you can 
go ahead and do it, and I will allow 
you a commission on It ot $1500." 

Jlr. Elliott: Then what took place? 
A. I .went into — I went back lo Mr. 
Bridgman's olllce— and he said , ho 
couldn't do anything. I went from 
there to Mr. Jones, and the two of us 
went down to Buxton i<i Pooloy's of- 
lico, ;ind 1 g.ive him authority to sell 
the j)roi',erty for the fifty thousand. 

•So as I looked upon it, I was losing 
(.wenty or thirty thousand dollars by 
being comiielled to take It, but 1 could 
not raise that money, do you see. ' So 
1 goes to IMr, Bridgman's olllce twice 
the same day, the same afternoon: I 
went twice and could not find him in, 
and finally 1 was going down to Pool- 
ey & Buxton's to find out 1- there was 
a" chance to raise this money in some 
other way, do you see, ami on my way 
down I met Mr. Bridgman, and I said: 
".Mr. Bridgman, if you think for one 
moment that you can go and raise me 
fifty-five or fifty-six thousand dollars 
on that property," I says, "you can 
have to this evening to do It" — which 
was only about an hour. "Now," I 
says, "this man Meredith"— I saw him 
standing on the corner of Government 
and Fort, right on the corner — and I 
told him. I says; "You go over and 
see whether he will not buy instead 
of . . . " so he went In and short- 
ly afterwards Mr. Bridgman told me: 
"I am not able to do anything In such 
a short time." So that the man you 
told him to go and see on that occa- 
sion was Mr. Meredith? A. Yos sir. 

Q. Now the only difference between 
you and Mr. Bridgman on that point Is 
that you fixed the date of the time 
that you closed with Mr. Jones, and he 
said this .■lulliorily look place some 
time before that? A, Yes; well, it was 
the same evening, / 

Q, How do you know- it was the 
san'ie e\-eiiing''' A. Because it was; I 
know it was the same evening, 

Q. How c;in you acc.-aiai. for the 
fact th.it Mr, Brldgmin ^vas negoliat- 
iiig for this with .■Meredith, and for se- 
veral thousand dollars Higher? Do 
you admit you made tho offer to him? 
A. iN'o sir, 

(,), Bridgm;ui says you did? A, 
IBrldgman, 1 don't think, said anything 
of the kind. 

Q. Ho said it this mornng, that you 
gave him that offer? A. I think he 
will tell you the same. , 

Q. Didn't you hear Mr. Bridgman 
this morning? A. No. 

Q. .Mr. Biliigman said you mot him 
on the street and told him to go and 
make an offer ot $58,000 to Meredith, 
and that he did, and that Meredith 
said ho would not give that much, and 
they negotiated for several days about 
It, and Anally you came in Mr. Bridg- 
man's office and st^id: "How Is It that 
Meredith, has thrown you over and Is 
doing business with Jones?" Now, ap- 
parently you have got mixed on tho 
dales? A. I have not got mixed on 
the d.ates at all. 

o. You have no memorandum of 
dates at all, nothing to aid your mem- 
ory by? A. "Wo have got the books 
here; that shows what occurred. 

Q. But the books do not help us on 
this point. What memorandum have 
you got to convince you that this of- 
fer to Bridgman was on tho d.ay you 
wont to Fooloy & Luxton's ofllce? A. 
It occurred on tho same day, and with- 
in two hours, the wliolo transaction. 

tj That Is only a matter of recol- 
lection with you? A. That Is all true. 

As to tho other parties, J\lprodllh 
disavowK any Intention of having rc- 
lidncd any agent. He was endeavor- 
ing to get the jiropci-ties. on the best 
tei-ms to himself and with that object 
ho dealt with Jone.i qua agent for the 
Flnlayson estate. Ho was not dealing 
with hlni as an jndepondont real ca- 
tato agont. Hor frankly admits that 
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Bridgman was the inedium through 
v.'hom he was introduced to the- de- 
fendant and his property. 

TIi.e defendant .occupied a peculiar 
situatio.n of dependence.* Ho was in 
Jeopardy, ap.d not la a position to make 
a specal arrans^-.;M-nent or contract with 
tho plaintiff. But rather went to lim, 
and in effect said, lielp nie with :\Iore- 
dlth— got hiin to buy the renia.iuing 
l)orlions. The proi)ert.y will be sold and 
1 must at lea.st raise the amount -duo 
under tho mortprage, hut try and got 
your man to sivo S50,000. When 
ilridgman Llion saw Meredith again, 
the latter was reasonably cerlalii lie 
-.vciuld get tin; properly for ies.s llian 
that llgure, ;in(l so he detiined to Kive 
it, but again the infer^^nco is that were 
it not for BridKma/.rs efforts in sccltlng 
this maximum price :Moiedllh would 
not have raised to ,'i;5O.O00; that Hep- 
burn would iKtv'O declined to consider 
Merediti-.'s llrst offer of S15,000, and 
\yould instead take his chance on a 
forced sale undc-r the mortgage. 

As to \.-hat would be the position 
h.id the defendant kept away from the 
plaintiff after t:lio ncEotlallons for n 
loan tell thron.5-h, I am not jirepurcd 
to say, j)Ul his arrangement wltb lihn 
for a .sale to Meredith, it seoniB te me, 
linlied the previous retainer and In- 
troduction to the second contract con- 
stituting a continuous retainer and 
one Introduction, which Introduction 
was the efllclent cause In consum- 
muiing a sale. MlHer va. Badford, 19 
T B.R., p. 576 (1903). It wfiB more than 
a dry Introduction — ^It was the foun- 
dation on which tho negotiations pro- 
cecdGd and without which' they would 
not have proceeded. AVilklnson vs, 
Martin, 8 C.P.P., p. 5. In Toulinin \s. 
Millar, 58 ^..T.^,^S., p. !)G (ISS.I) Bord 
Watson held "that when a proprietor 
with a view of selling ■hi.'; estate goe.i 
to an agen'. and requests, him to llnd 
a purchaser, naming at the same time 
the sum which he Is willing to' accept, 



that wJU constituto a general omploy- 
ment; and should the estate bo even- 
tually sold to a purchaser introduced 
by tlie agent, ho, the latter, will be 
entitled to Ids commission although 
tho price paid should be less than the 
.sum iianud at the time the employ- 
ment was given." 

If tho relation of buyer and seller 
i.s brought about by llie act ot tlie 
ngcnt. lio Is entitled to his oomniis- 
.sion. Green vs. Bartlcy, 14 C.B., 686, 

Bridgman, in my opinion, waa em- 
ployed to bring about privity, of eon- 
tract between the pjalntl^ and de- 
fendant and I think, having regard to 
the circumstances peculiar pa this case, 
he succeeded In doing 00.' 

AULAY (MOI»«SON,J. 
Mr. Justice Clement 

Judgment of the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Clement: 

I think this appual should be dis- 
missed, I can see no good reasop.for 
disiui-hiiig the liiiiung of the leafued 
trial judge that tiio contract of emr 
plovment here was in no sense gen- 
er<ii, viz; to llrid a purchaser, but was 
e.-isentlally particular, vlsi: to find a 
purchaser at a named figure, Tho 
plaintiff made the attempt and failed, 
and so cannot recover. 

In this view. It is unnoces.sary to 
consider the question how far or in 
what sense tho actual purchaser, 
Meredith, was procuriMl by the pliiln- 
tiff. On the evidence, however, I 
should .say that while the plaintiffs 
original Introduction to Moredltli of 
the siibjuct of the availability of the 
property In question as a good mort- 
gage investment may possibly have 
been a causa sine tpia non it was 
clearlv not tho c.ausji causans ot tlit 
.s.alo which, afterwards was brought 
about by Jones.

V ; The contract maae between' the pro - 
^vlncial government and the Grand 
'X'runlc Pacllic Railway company, 
■^vhich the leglslaturo is asked to con- 
llrn-i. Is nublidhed in another' column 
oC today's paper. Its ijrovislons are 
■.uot many, but they are intqrestlii? and 
."iiTiportant. It v^lll'bo recalled that the 
})omlnlon jjroverninont undertook to 
tr.ansl'or to the railway company tho 
cnvncrahlp of an Indian reservation 
SfUtyited adjacent to tho slto of Prince 
iJiipert, but that the provincial gov 
ci-nnienl ubjcctod to tho tr,Tn.<for, oven 
tlioug-l; till' lndi:i.n.s hud parted with 
their rights, taking the pcsltlon that 
tho reversionary right of the provinc 
pouUI not be alienated without Us con 
:ieiit. It i.s understood that tho Jlln 
lur.er of Justlci' holds a very strong 
opinion to tho contrary, and that the 
railway company was .■uU-i.sort that it 
could dustuln a case against the prov 
ince in tho courts, but, acting on the 
'pHnolple that an amicable a.(ljustment 
of the Qiiostion wa.s to bo preferred 
even to successful lltlg.nldn, tiie com- 
pany approached the government and 
i jcnterod Into nogoUatlons of . which the 
'ifbntract mentioned Is the result., By 
this contract the company agrpo.^ to 
pay $2.50 per acre for the land in 
question, which Is something le;j3 than 
15,000 acres, and to reconvey to tho 
government one-fourth of the area as 
^It Is surveyed. Whatrwould be a rea- 
sonable price for a reversionary inter- 
est in land, which might not become 
an Interest in po.^.scssion in upwards 
of a century, must remain very prob- 
lematical, and If we are to understand 
that the government In Insisting upon 
any price being paid was more deter- 
mined to assort ;i principle than to 
drive a bargain, we do not tliinlt there 
■ any cause for complaint. The price 
charged, is what any prlviate I'ndivld- 
• ual would have to pay for I^nd of the 
''.■iamo claas in any other part oi: the 
IMinlnce, but in tlie latter case, the 
purclia,Her would be in a position to 
enter into inmiediate possession, 
Avhereas the purchaser of the rever- 
sionary Interest In an Indian Reserva- 
tion would liave to wait Indefinitely 
for the right to occupy it, if indeed the 
veverslon ever fell in. The only point 
about the payment of any price at all

riglit of way across the province, one 
hundred feot ■v^-lile, ;ind sncli other land 
n.s may bo luccHsary for .-tatlons, sid- 
ings and other purposes directly 
incidental to the construction of a 
railway, and they may take material 
from crown lands adjacent to their 
line for the purposes of constrpcting 
the railway. Those are the usual 
privileges conferred upon railway 
companies. The company's line Is ex- 
empted from taxation for ten years. 
Tho granting of a right of way 
through tlie province to a, company 
incorporated by the Dominion P.nrlia- 
Inent^s something lor which a.^ far a.s 
we know, there" are not many 'preco- 
deifts. In some of the provinces the 
idea prevailing ip that a chaitor [grant- 
ed by parliament carries \\ ith it tin- 
right of w;iy over crown lands. It luis 
always Ixnii cnn t i-mUrl in tliis prov- 
ince tliat tlie Dominion Parliament 
cannot grant a right of way over pro- 
vincial crown lands, and this principle 
!c also i-cco.gnized in the contract. It 
li proiier to .T.iy that tills jiiirt of tho 
ari'»TiKeme.it witli the company Is only 
*7hai would be made In the case of 
any oilier company, although doubt- 
less, a.s in this case, the government 
would insi.'3t upon some quid pro quo, 
ii' It waa thouglit to bo desirable. 

Ill this instance the government ha.s 
beon able to secure a very substantial 
cciKcession from tho company. The 
company has bound itself to bogln 
construction from it.^ wo.-itcrn tor- 
mlm:s on or betVirc tiie Isi of Suu^■. 
ntixt, and to prosecute the work diil- 
Kcntly towards the, eastern boundary 
of the- province. Work having already 
begun from Kdinonlon west, the oon~ 
atructlon of the line bftwern tliat city 
and Prince Rupert will be well ur..!i r 
way from both ends by the ilmo Hinn- 
mer 'sets in. In addition to aKiccinK 
to begin work by the date mentioned, 
the comiitny agrees, other things be- 
ing equal, to purchase mnterini and 
uup plies in tills provln<}e. These iire 
iiubstantial and valuable conccsslon.s, 
and tho govorninenf'has been very 
fortunate In having been able to se- 
cure; them.

$5,000,000 of G. T. P. bonds in London 
will- provide the fundw ):or rhis work, 
but It Is an open secret that the Lon- 
don management would have preferred 
to baVjO seen the money employed in 
the con-struetion of branch linos in tha 
pmirie region, whore immediate re- 
sults would be available in tlio form of 
a prolitablo trad'.o, ratliei' than In 
building a line 'in British. Columbia at 
the' present' time. '/Wo have re'ason to 
believe that it was only tlirough the 
persistent effort of the C^anadian man- 
agement that the majority of tho dl- 
roctora.to- was. Induced tb;'i£igrpe..-tQ the 
beglifriihg' of cons'truction 'at' this end 
of tho line, provided the open ques- 
tions with the province could lie sat- 
isfactorily adjusted. Our information 
is that if negotla.tions had;faile°d here, 
and the company 'had been compell'ed 
to resort to litigation to enforce what 
it was advised are Its rights by reason 
of the purchase o£ tiie Reservation 
from tho Indians, it would liavo been 
impossible for President Hays to have 
secured the assent 'of hl.s directorate 
to the letting of contracts at the pres- 
ent tlmt; for mountain work in this 
province, which will cost souu^thing 
like $85,000 per mile. We are advised 
that a contract will soon be lot for 
one hundred miles of the line, and that 
the estimated cost of it will lie $8,500,- 
000. It is certainly an o\ccllont tiling 
that such a great undertaking v.lU be 
put. in hand In the course of a few 
months. We think we .are safe in say- 
ing tliat the contract made with the 
government ensures the completion of 
the railway hy 1911. 

The negotiations on b(.'lialf of the 
company were carried on by Air. Wil- 
liam W^ainwright and have extended 
over many weeks. The points to bo 
discus.sed wore numerous and diincult, 
and for a tim(.' there was a wide dif- 
ference between the parties^ .and it is 
only right to say that the company 
has shown Itself as anxious to meet 
the wishes of the government as the 
government was 'to see that tho rights 
of the province were properly safe- 
guarded, iind as many .advaulagos a.s 
possible were secured tor what was 
conceded to the company. 

We feel that we can congratulate 
the partlo.? to the negotiations upon 
the business-like agreement to which 
they have come. Mr. Wainwriglit has 
cei;talnly.jnade- ail ■ exiiefedingly favor- 
able impression lipon' all with whom 
he has come In contact, and lias con- 
vinced every one wlio has discus.?ed 
matters witli him of tlic doternilnaHon 
of the company to do what is right by 
the province of British Columbia. 
Alore is Implied in ..the. ^construction of 
this railway 'than appe'ars ' upon the 
face of tilings. The government occu- 
pied a position of no small dilliculty. 
It was the earnest desire of the min- 
isters tor seC',.thQ^w<>rk; b£';oon's.trUction 
begun at the.^ean'lest pbssi6le'*rfafe; but 
at the same time tliey wierC deter- 
mined thai the public Intcre.sta should 
not be sacrificed for a present advan- 
tage. The negotiations were naturally 
chiefly carried on by. the Premier, but 
his colleagues share .with him , in the 
credit attaching to* , their successful 
termination. We also congr.atulate tlie 
people of British Columbia upon the 
fact that tills great work will be begun 
in this province within so short a time. 
The stimulating effect upon business 
must be very great.

TREATING 



Tlie few observations ni.'ide by tlie 
Colonist in regard to the need of re- 
form in the use of intoxicating liquors 
have called forth a great deal of com- 
ment. We have a letter from a cor- 
respondent in which ho suggests that 
we should dtl-ect our efforts chiefly 
against treating, and another Colonist 
reader asks us to urge the passage ot 
a law making treating at a bar a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine. Neither 
of the por.soiis referred to Is a total 
abstainer; but they both Insist lliat 
the chief liarm from tlie drinking 
habit comes from treating. As our 
correspondent says, the majority of 
young fellows, who get the worse fr,r 
llquur, do not iiidiil,i,'e lo i:.-ccc.':s hpcaii.'^e 
tliey w'anl to, but because they "were 
m with a bunch," and by the time 
each member of it had stood treat 
they all had taken a good "Js^' more 
than was ;;()od for them. The Church 
of ICngland Ti-mperance Socie'.y, wliieh 
was ill oiieration in llu' ('.istfrn prov- 
inces aliout a quarter of a century ago, 
administered two pledges to its mem- 
ber.s, who might take either or both 
as they saw fit. One was to alistain 
totally from drinluiif;; the -:tlier to 
abstain from treating. Candor com- 
pels the statement that It was not as 
successful as Its founders hoped. 
Whether a law against treating would 
accomplish very much no one can tell 
in advance. A lav,' forbidding loitering 
in saloons has been reconimended. 
The difficulty about tlioae things lies 
in the enforcement ot them. Persons 
who have had experience in the work- 
ing of i.aws restricting the Ihpior tcaf- 
fic know liow c-zceediim'ly dlfiiciilt it 
1.-; to secure evidence. Hundreds of 
mnn, who In most cases feel the obll- 
i.-o lory character of an oath, secni to 
lose sigilt of It to a very large «'xtent i 
v.'lien anything effecllng what they re- 
gard as their natural ri.t^lil \o iniliili;i' [ 
tlu'ir aiipetite is interfered witli. .\ny- 
tliing !lke espionnso upon the iiablls 
of other people Is obnoxious, and it Is 
considered the worst possible fofrn for 
anyone who has been treated by n. 
friend to ,:,'ive eiidence against him. 
;\'o doubt soiMGthIng can be di^no by 
legislation to restrain this prip,ctl<3e, 
!)ut tho most potprifc>influenco'must lie 
the personal determination of Individ- 
uals not to indulge In It. 



Our evening contemporary thinks 
iMr.

Replying to a query put to n," some 
days ago by a reader of. the Colonist, 
a.s to the stains of lieutenant-gover- 
nors of the various provinces in re- 
spect to the recognition which official 
etiquette provides shall be accorded 
them, we have to say that we have 
made ln<iulries of comiietent authori- 
ties, who inform us tliat the rule 
should be as follows: I..leutenant- 
Governors are entitled to the firpt part 
of the National Anthem and artillery 
and naval salute on the assembling 
and closing of their provincial legisla- 
tures. But this Is an exception to tho 
general rule, whicli is, that salutes are 
not accorded to lieutenant-governors, 
who do not hold a commission direct 
from the King. On tlio occaslon.s 
mentioned the s.-iliiles are not so much 
a jiersonal honor to tho official, as a 
mark of tho Importance of th9 occa- 
sion. Wo are rather glad that our 
I'orrespondent has raised the point, as 
no doubt the lnforma.ti()n lli.al we are 
aide to give; liiin will pro\e of interest 
to iiKiiiv others beside himself.

Professor Ernest Haockle, the dos- 
tingulshed German biologist has Just 
attained the age of seventy- lour yeuir, 
Notwithstanding more rcinuinenilivc 
offers from other universities, he lia.s 
worked Indefuti.gably since ISlil in tho 
biological institute wliicli ho founded 
at Jean. Some idea of tlu; output of 
his wtn-k may be gatlipreil from the 
lact that In tliirt\--tliree yetirs lie has 
published no fi-.wer than f.irty-two 
volumes, .some nf \\ liieli are nionuincn- 
tal ti-eatises. The elieap translation 
of his most iiopiilar liook in this coiiii- 
ti-y— "The Riddle of the Unlverie"— 
has sold to tlic extent of over one hun- 
dred thousand copies. The thorougli- 
ness of Hacckel'.s systematic labors In 
biological research received Statu rec- 
ognition in tho spring of last year, 
wlien ho was elected a member of tho 
Kaiser's Privy Council.— Belfast Whig. 

Chelmsford, which Is to be elevated 
to the dignity of a calliedral (-ity, de- 
.sorves the distinction as a progres-< 
sivo municipality, for, says tho 
"Westminster Gazette," • this was the 
first town In Kngland that was pub- 
licly lighted with electricity. It also 
possesses previous episcopal associti- 
tlon.<, for both town anil manor lie- 
longcd to tlie Bishops of liondon until 
in-is, wlien Bishop Bonner, perhaiis 
priidcntlv, resigned them to Henry 
Vlir. Tlio church of St. Mary's, in 
wliich the new Bishop's throne will be 
placed, collap.ied about a century ago, 
having been undormihSd by grav.-- 
dlggors, and was rebuilt in the bustard 
Gothie style, thfit then prevailed. It 
has ^ately 'been restored and beauti- 
fied, and will now be metamorphosed 
into a cathedral. 

Less than two months, -.says the 
"Globe," has separated the lives of tho 
two brotiiers Sir .Tolm and Sir. Richard 
Strachoy, v.dio rendered such Ininiense 
service to India. .Sir Richard, wliose 
death is Just announced ut the age of 
ninety-one, was an old Addiscomlie ca- 
det, and from the time he left the mil- 
itary school of "John Company" on 
the hills above Croydon and Joiiu-d the 
Bombay l-Ingincers his services to our 
great rOasteni jiossessioii, Ijcgun In thfv 
reign of. William JV'., covered what the 
"'IMmes" described as the iirobalily un- 
paralleled period of over seventy years. 

No man bore a \vortliier share in 
tho task of developing the resourees of 
India, and he il w-as who secured ac- 
ceptance of till! princijile that where 
funds cmild not be otlierwlse jjrovlded 
it was proper to i-arry on tlie Irrigation 
W(,rks and railway enterprise liy loan. 
The story is told tliat when he took 
the first of the famous despatches 
pressing: this policy upon the Secretary 
of .State to Lord (then Sir John) 
Bawrence the Viceroy, having read it 
through carefully, put his Initials at 
the foot, and then remarked, with a 
.shake of the head, "Strachey, they w ill 
think me very clever."

was also known that both tlic Kisilinea 
and Osillni-a rivers, tributary to the 
Omlneea, and .sonio fifty miles south 
"f Fort Graham., hud gold-bearhiK 
sand in tlieni.

S. T. Bastedo oC the Dominion fKsh- 
erlos department to meet the provin- 
cial llshcry comnilHaionor, lion. W. 
J. Bow.ser, witli a view to effecting a 
-settlement of tin; iiue.stlons at issue 
between province and Dominion. Mr. 
Tiastedo was formerly the Ontario 
ijrovlnclal lishery commissioner but 
for the last couple Of years he has 
been associated with the Ottawa de- 
partment. . •- 

-The-rlghts of the province to con- 
trol Its own fisheries was established 
by Ontario some years ago in a case 
which was taken to tho i)rlvy coun- 
cil and the claims of British Colum- 
bia are based upon that decision. 

While the province does not -stck 
to Interfere with the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion over deep sea lishcries, 
it- is felt tliat in tho light of tho ad- 
ministration of the other departments 
of tills important Industry by tho Do- 
minion, it is necoSsaVy for tho local 
authorities to assert, and . to exercise 
their control.

WHEN BUYING A RUG 

Actually jid rugs are scarce nowa- 
d.'iys, and tlie few which iiro on the 
marled are lield at a high value, fays 
a r.-r;ter in the New York Post. Hence 
it follows that rugs which can bo 
bought cheaply are in most cases of 
the modern run. 

It does not necessarily follow that 
the newer rugs are Inferior In -wear- 
ing quality. But, ordinarily, the 
modern rug, made In haste to meet tlu; 
Occidental demand, Is much less ag- 
reeable to color. .The use of aniline 
dycis In place' of. the .vegetable, ones 
formerly employed has nearly destroy- 
ed the soft charm of the ancient fab- 
ric. 

A Constantluoijie rug merchant, now 
extensively engaged in the business in 
this country made a fortune by In- 
venting a way of ^softening the colors 
of modern rugs. It consisted in 
"washing" the rugs with a 'solution 
of chloride of lime, which, belnc; a 
bleaching agent, toned down the 
blatant yellows, reds and greens into 
tho graceful pastel shades, ■\vhlcli are 
so much admired In really tlmc- 
bleached pieces. 

Many of these artificially bleached 
rugs when Ironed and put on the auc- 
tioneer's easel under a.ypowertul clus- 
ter of incandescent, lamps, exhibit a 
most gdrgeous coloring and an ox- 
qulsito lustre, comparable to, Indeed 
sometimes superior, that of an ancient 
treasure. Many a mediocre Bokhara 
or filoluchlslan has been given a real- 
ly siiperb appearance in this manner. 
Many an Impossible Cablstan or 
Khazak has been made into a work oC 
art. 

Among people who are acquainted 
with rugs, the practice Is not consid- 
ered reprehensible. It improves the 
appearance of the rugs and does not 
injure them. The ease with which 
the doctoring l.s detected nullifioK any 
charge of f'llsc pretences. Separate 
the pill- of the nig and look carefully 
at the rno'is. If the rug has been 
bleached, the rooto will be of ;i. dis- 
tinctly deeper color. Try each color 
in the design, for sometimes tho 
bleacher applies his chemical to one 
color only. 

The fad that a rug is doctored need 
not prevent a person from buying It 
if lie is pleased In other rospoct.s. Af- 
ter a year of wear, the fir.;t lustre 
will wear off, and the colors will re- 
vert part wa.v, but not wholly, to their 
original hardness. A cailital way to 
restore tlie color and a I the sani-o 
time clean llio rug is to scrub it tlior- 
oiiglil\- Willi a inixtiirc consisting of a 
cup of kerosene in ;i iiailftil of \vater. 
Rub the mixtm-c off with a dry rag. 

The thickness of a riig has nothing 
to do with its quality — indeed, .some 
of the most valuable pieces are of 
sliawl-like thinness. Some Caucasian 
rugs an Inch or more thick are com- 
paratively worthless, while most six- 
teenth century Ohlordezes, with their 
much admired mosaic quality and 
their extreme thinness, are literally 
worth their weight In gold. If .one Is 
buying a rug to jump out of bed on, 
the thick one has the advantage. If 
too beautiful for a drawing-room tho 
gossamer variety is usually more suit- 
able. 

Neither Is tho fineness of the weave 
a posltlvG criterion. The nierehanl 
will talk about the number of knots 
to tho siiuare Indi, but some rugs nro 
naturally of a coarse weave. To boast 
of tholr fineness would bo like declar- 
ing that a ocrlalii improssloni.st's 
|..iiiiting was finished in every detail. 
A Hokliara or a Serebeud of ininnle 
weave is a treasuro: :'-!k riigs .uiil the 
f lower-l-.edocked products u( the I'er- 
siiiii looms grow dearer as th<; number 
of stitches to the square-'' Inch in- 
cronsos; hut tho rule does not hold 
impartially. 

Coiiiiolsseiii-s. ill buying, alwa.vs look 
al the miller side of a rug to get the 
original colors and the weave. Ft is 
not necessarily Irne that a rug iiuisl 
he as clear In design on the back as 
on the front to be good. Some rugs, 
such as Irnns. are milnrally cheap 
looking on Ihe back, the warp usually 
lieiiig of oi-ilinary eollon twine. Cabi- 
slaii.^ I laglieslaiis, Kermansliahs and 
T.-ibriz rugs are ofleii more lieantirul 
on Hie reverse lliaii on the right side. 

'I'lie selvage or fi-ln,;e — when llie 
1-iig has has a fringe --eon ve\s a gre.ii 
deal of inforinallon colieerning tin- 
age. .N'ew sel\-ag('s, \\liicli have been 
dipped ill coffee to give them an an 
liipie air are readily detectable.

TiMiple who like rugs for their aes- 
tlielic value u.5ually do not complain 
over little Irregularities In shape or 
patterns. It Is a more serious matter, 
however, If a rug will not lie flat.

STEAMER AUGUSTUS 

COMES FOR OVERHAUL 



Tramp With a History at Esquimalt 
From Acapuico to Enter the 
Dry Dock 



The German steam freighter .Augus- 
tus arrived yesterday at Ksipiiinait to 
enter the dr ydock to be cleaned and 
painted and generally overhauled. The 
Augustus, which came from Acapuico 
via Port Townsend. is a steamer with 
a history, having been for nictlis buf- 
feted in the Indian ocean ;is a derelict 
and almost given up as lost when 
picked up. 

As the Australian steamship Arieat- 
ta; eight years ago after an insurance 
risk on the vessel had been paid, and 
the steamer was picked up many 
months after having been reported 
lost and a wreck, and later she was re- 
paired Into one of the most substan- 
tial craft on the Pacific. 

The Augustus comes to the Sound 
for the first time, and will take cargo 
at the Tacoma Mill company's plant for 
Australian delivery. The steam.slilp is 
commanded by Capt. Buckholdt, re- 
presenting German owners who ac- 
quired the vessel after insurance com- 
panies had taken her over as a loss 
from the New Zealand Steamship com- 
pany. Sixteen days were used by the 
steamship in sailing from Acapuico.

from tlio ill-fated ship. 

Jlr. Lukovitcli said: "Tlie live life 
belts I found with liic other \er,;ikage 
each had their straps broken, sliowing 
they hala been used, and, to my mind, 
this seems to show that the unfortun- 
ate sailors had tried vainly to save 
themselves. There docs not seem any 
doubt, to my mind, but that these life 
belts had been used by some oC the 
members of the drowned crew."

Tho proposed enactment of a ship 
subsidy bill by tho United States, the 
provisions of which are to authorl/.e 
the payment of first-class /mall rates 
to second-class -steamers to ■ South 
America, Australasia .and. the Orient, 
and to pay '4a- per ' mile f^^ the car- 
riage of malls on outward voyages 
exceeding 4,000 miles for third-class 
vessels; Is being criticized by United 
States shipping papers. George L. Du- 
val, cliairman ^f tlio IMcrchunls' As- 
sociation <!omiiiittee of ship subsidies, 
points out that the method proposed 
would not have the effect of encour- 
aging American shipbuilding. He 
says: 

"The manifest effect would be to 
confine any increase of tonnage of tlie 
United Sta'tes to tlie second grade ton- 
nage, which is le.ss costly to construct 
and costs less to niaiutain an.l ojier- 
ate. Tiiore is a very limited suiiply 
of the class of tonnage which tliu bill 
propo.'^es to favor — not more than fit'- 
tei'ii sieaiiK'r.y, according to Lloyd's 
Kegisicr of Sliiiiplng, come within the 
designation of -tonnage of the second 
class that would meet tho reciulre- 
ments of the bill. Thirteen of these 
steamers are already employed on 
mail routes, some of them to Cuban 
ports and the others to transiiaclCic 
por* -, which would leave only two ves- 
sels available for the additional mall 
service contemplated. Tliere could, 
therefore, be no improvement in. the 
mail service as a result of this bill, un- 
less foreign tonnage Is admitted to 
United States registry and thereby be- 
comes entitled to tho subsidy provided 
for in tne bill, .or until tonnage can bo 
constructed In our. own shipyards.

MAKES FIGHT AGAINST 

~ . RiLOTAtjE CHARGE 



Campaign ' Being/ Waged 'fat^ 
Virginia, by Shipowriisrsi— Say 
Tolls Aro Excessive 

A fight .igainst pilotage cliarges, 
considered unfair and excessive, which, 
for olivious reasons, will not bo with- 
out Intere.-it In Victoria, is being waged 
at Norfolk, Virginia, from where a 
correspondent of Shipping Illustrated 
writes: Foreign shipowners have 
joined In the tight against ..the Vir- 
ginian pilots and are- burning tip space 
In t.ho' local, newspapers :in'> the. shape 
of half-pagf) advertisements.' ^tending 
to show that, while tKe pilots 'are, wil- 
ling to surrender !>astwlse fees,- they 
are adding to their Incomer by taxing 
foreign steamers 'higher. • Under the 
caption "Tho Pilotage Bill," tho for- 
eign steamer rciire.-ientatives say: 
'•$l.')9,0i)0 received liy the pilot.s last 
.vrar from foreign shipping alone; 
$21-1,000 demanded from this s-onrce 
lipreafler. Pilots receive twice as 
much as captains of ocean steam- 
ships." After charging the pilots witli 
being "dumb as oysters" as regards 
tlieir income, tlie agents aslc "What do 
they re(!eivi!V" "The pilot.s alone know 
accurately and they don't tell. Some 
items, liowever, are known. The .-Am- 
erican and i'orelgn vos;;els engaged In 
foreign comiiiercc .alone jiaid to tho 
Virginia Pilot.s' Association in the year 
1907 over $1 ,")!.»,000. In the some year 
the association received, from the tax 
on coastwise Rhii)|)ing (according to 
i-eiiort) $27,0(10." it is alleged that this 
tax was iiald under the liiws of Vir- 
ginia as a gratuity to the pilots for 
no servico rendered. "What is the 
e.\penso lo ho deducted?" asked the 
agents for tho foreign steamers. "Tlio 
pilots are at an expense of keeping up 
two pilot boats. How many pilots 
divide the riet, st«m collected? There 
are jail togoflicr only about 3C pilots 
to divide. the fund." - It |is charged In 
the arllclo- refei^ried 'to that the A^r- 
glhla pilots' have , jwhat Is known in 
modern parlance as a. "cinch," and 
that 'their risk la'not.ncar as great as 
the sklppoi-' that takes a steamer out 
of tho Virginia Capos for New York 
or Boston, and who lias passengers in 
his care.' This is another rap at the 
pilots: "It is not so much the skill of 
the Virginia pilots in navigating ves- 
sels In tho Cliesapeakc Bay as their 
skill in piloting bills in legislative 
halls that challenge our admiration. 
The number of hours of service pcr- 
formed by tlie Virginia Pilots' Associa- 
tion." tlie article goes on lo say, "in 
return f.^r the $150,000 collected last 
vear from American and foreign ves- 
sels engaged in, foreign eoiiimerco, can 
be roughly estimaled. Over 1,800 sucli 
vessel.^ entered and cleared. About 
three hours is consumed between tho 
Virginia Capes and Korl'olk.or New- 
port News. This would make ip.800 
hours' .'ictually consumed both coming 
and going. Of course there Is time 
consumed waiting at tho capes. Sup- 
liose the time isi doubled and say 21,- 
iioo hours. On an average each pilot 
worKetl or waited 60ft hours a year, or 
on an average of less than two hours 
a day return for $159,000. The. House 
of Delegates declined to recommit the 
bill so that the shipping agencies 
might be heard. Will the legislature, 
without the knowledge of the effect on 
our ports, permit the pilots to put this 
additional burden on shipping and 
drive commerce from Virginia?" asij 
the foreign agents in conclusion. The 
Newport News Chamber of Commcrco 
has taken a stand against the pilot.s, 
but there Is not -an organization in 
this city that has been heard In the 
matter. All of the fighting is being 
done by the agents for foreign vessels. 
The bill will shortly be acted upon by 
the general assembly and many ship- 
owners are eagerly watching the re- 
sult.

A' lurgo and cnthusiustlo mcotliiB 
\\vas licld at Motchosln last eveuiiiK 
wlic-n ttio Conservatives of the :\Iot- 
Ohosln In tho electoral dUtrlct o£ 10s- 
qulmalt, gathered to the number oC 
fllxty-llvo for tho purpose of orfjanlz- 
1ns for tho coming federal fight. Tho 
attendance at tho meeting was tho 
largest In tho history of the district, 
and the greatest enthusiasm , pre- 
vailed. A number or laaies were pres- 
ent at tho meeting, and a number ol! 
prominent city Colservatlves drove 
dow/n and assisted In tno work of or- 
ganization. Arthur Peatt, of Cohvood, 

■ oeoupled the chair.' Owing to a provl 
.'ous.!engagenient, Premier McBrldc was 

- lihable to be present, and sent his re 
gretd at his Inability to attend. 

W. H. Hayward, member for Cowl 
'Chan, was tho first speaker. He do 
Uvored a most effective address deal- 
ing, in detail, with the varioii;.' acts of 
Iho provincial (jovcrnmont, and deal- 
ing with tho qunstion of Oriental ini- 
migriition, tho liniinclal policy of the 
government, the tishery licenses and 
ihc action of the government in pro- 
vonilng tho depletion, by the federal 
uovuinuitiit, of tho inland waters of 
the province. Ho cited the nctlon of 
l!:o "government at Cowlchan bay in 
prcventim; the federal favorites from 
encroaching on the lisherics there. The 
natter of Indian reserves wa.s also 
dealt v.-ith by Idr. Hayward. who spuko 
■uu tlcularly of Kaien l.sland, citing the 
terms on which the bargain with the 
Grand Trunk Paciiic was consum- 
mated, and quoted in detail from the 
legislative reports as published m an- 
other column. Mr. Hayward referred, 
to tho kindly treatment that he had 
received at the hands of the people of 
Metchosln district while he was a 
resident of that section. 

Need of Ornanization. 
M.-yor A. E. Planta, of Nanaimo, the 
member of the executive of the Pi_o- 
vinoial Conservative association foi 
the 'federal electoral division, empha- 
sixcd the determination of the Coii- 
'^■rrvatlve party to thoroughly organize 
v;\ pi\- part of British Columbia, and 
he felt confident that the ','soUd Grit 
spvt'Ti," wliich now represents British 
Cohiiiibla in the federal house, ■wiU'too 
conv'eried into a solid Conservative 
contingent at Ottawa. 
V h; Dallas Hclmckon, K, C, said he 
felt that the lack of organization in 
tho district had been the cause of the 
present member having been returned. 
He was -certain that as soon as the 
provincial governinent could do so, it 
would reduce tho taxes on farm prop- 
erty. Mr. Helmcken thanked tho 
meeting for the honor conferred upon 
him in electing him president of the 
Central Conservative club. He com- 
plimented tho ladles and young men 
on their attendance at the meeting, 
pointing out that the Issues before tlie 
people of British Columbia were ■of 
vital Importance to them. ' 

William Blakcmore made a short but 
telling speech, in which ho pointed ou^t 
tho great necessity of proper OTganl:- 
zatlon, and ho urged that tllo club do 
^U in Us power to see that ■sucli ort' 
rtinization was made oftectlve. If this 
work were properly done 'in every di- 
vision of the Vancouver federal riding, 
Ralph Smith's defeat would be as- 
Bured. 

Elections This Year. 

G.' H. Barnard, K. C, spoIte..on or- 
Pianization raattero in general. He re- 
ferred to tho letter which Premier Mc- 
lirldc had recently received from RL. 
Borden, Conservjitiye leader in tho 
ledeial house, ip Which Mr... Borden 
Ktatijd that the federal electlond woi'ld 
bo lield within the year. . He pointed 
out ithe supreme necessity of proper 
organization, if the party was to be 
Buccfessful at the coming elections. 

J. 'A. Harvey, K. C, of Cranbrook 
madia one of the best speeches of tho 
evening. In a clear and concise man- 
ner he arraigned tho federal govern- 
ment for its maladministration of the 
country's affairs. He contrasted the 
action of tho federal and provincial 
governments in connection with the 
settlement with the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific *ilway, and referred to the great 
loyalty of the Conservative party in 
ell matters touching the welfare of 
the Empire. He felt, a.i.sured that at 
the coming federal elections a Coii- 
norvative majority would bo giviMi in 
the ilistrlct, and that, at the .iiLvxt pro- 
\iijclal oloctlon the riding would he 
rciiroscnted by a Conservative meiil- 
lu-r. 

B. v. Green dealt snorliy wilii the 
great benelils of organization, and ho 
:mi)reised ui,on .the exeoutivo thu ucc- 
e.islty of all Conservatives not now on 
l!;e voters' lists iminediately register- 
ing, llo felt assured tliat if th,; right 
i:andiiiatos were .selected in the vari- 
ous ridings, the ron.^erviitivcs could I 
carry evr-ry seat In British Columbia. | 
Harry I'ooley regretted that hi.s 
lather, C. ]■;. I'ooley, was unable to be 
present. 

Election of Officers. 

The election of otlicers and execu- 
tive committee of the club was effeci- 
cd at the beginning of the meeting, 
and resulted as follows:

motors of other industrial -projects to 
come to tho ministry lor similar aid. 
(Hear, hear.) For I- can quite con- 
ceive of all manner of applications 
being made to us If praietlceS: of tins 
kind were to be encouraged, but there 
happens In this instance, however, to 
be a score of conditions which eom- 
mend to tho government of the day 
tlio proposal which Is made In this 
bill, and these are to be found in the 
conditions whieii at the present time, 
concern the Kootenay country with re- 
gard to tho treatment of ores that 
carry zinc mixed with galena. About 
two and a half years ago Mr. Hobert 
Irving waited on .me as minister of 
mines, and at somo lengfth -outlined a 
plan of treating such ores in a practi- 
cal way, with Prof. Snyder's electri- 
cal smelting process, Mr. Irving per- 
sonally advanced a considerable 'sum 
of money to help towards tho solu- 
tion of this important problem, and 
the reason why he then approached 
the govornment was simply because 
It tho experiments whicli were then 
on foot were to prove successful tho 
r(!sult would Inevitably be almost to 
revolutionize tho conditions, whicli 
exist in the Kootenay country, as far 
as this class of ores is concerned, and 
this being the case, the project must 
certainly commend Itself to tlje ad- 
ministration. (Hear, hear.) And in 
order to render such assistance as it 
was possible for us to give at tho 
fime, :\Ir. Robertson, tho provincial 
mineralogist, was instructed to go to 
Vancouver raid lake some part in 
those experiments, and in this, j\lr. 
Irving readily occurred. Now, sir, 
tho result of tho experiments, which 
were carried on at the time, and I 
may say that this experimental work 
was of a very extensive character in- 
deed, was that the provincial mineral- 
ogist concurred in the belief tliat tho 
experiment wa,s a yery. practical one, 
Vvhlch •would eventually meet with 
success. 

Mr. Irving, Who was very zealous 
in his efforts, was fortunate enough 
to interest a few friends in tho 
scheme, and I believe that altogether 
some .$55,000 • or $«0,000 liave so far 
been advanced by private individuals 
in tho endeavor to see iiow far they 
could go with tho process. Now, It 
so happens that these iiorsons have 
exhausted their private means, and 
thoy have given us the assurance, 
\vhlch from their reputation, I can 
readily accept, that it is impossible, 
under present conditions, to go any 
further with these importanj; experi- 
ments, and they have asked me in 
view of the extraordinary condition 
that ohtnlns at tho present time, for 
a loan from the provincial govern- 
ment of SIO.OOO on a fair basis of 
arrangement. (Hear, hear.) 

I have gone carefully into the mat- 
ter, and, sir, wdth the 'counsel and ad- 
vice of the different members from the 
Ivootenay and may I say. of the hon. 
the leader of tho opposition, as well, 
(hoar, hear), all of whom have 
throughout afforded every possblo as- 
sistance, I felt that I was able to com- 
mend this matter to my colle.-igues-, 
with tho result, which Is today placed 
before the house in tho sliape of this 
bill. (Applause). 

Technical Part. 
Now, sir, a word or two with re- 
spect to the technical part of'the.pro- 
.position. I might explain to the house 
thalt the ores of the Sloean carr>:, as 
a rule, zinc in considerable quantities, 
associated with galena; while both. ores 
carry silver.

the magnetic separation of these ores 
Is only partially successful. The lead 
concentrates obtained go to the ex- 
isting ^ead smelter. Just a,s soon as 
they are got into shape. But the zinc 
concentrates contain so.'much lead and 
iron, that no zinc smelter really wants 
them at all, .unless they can get them 
at- a Very low price, which allows no- 
thing whiitever for the lead. These 
ores also carry aboi)t 25 oz. of sliver 
to the ton; for which not over half 
its value is allowed by the smelter at 
the present time. This is, I believe, 
moreover a, very conservative esti- 
mate, and these ores are now as a 
consequence of tills condition of af- 
fairs practically worthless, because of 
the 'heavy penalties which are visited 
on their zinc constituents. The treat- 
ment of these ores by an improved 
method becomes as is evident in these 
circumstances, highly desirable. And 
this Is the' class of ore which through 
an electrical iM-ocess of smelting, Mr. 
Irving and his colleagues have. at the 
present time undertaken to handle, and 
this Is the class of ore'which will re- 
ceive the benefit If the experiment now 
in question proves, as we hope It will 
prove, to be a success. It must fur- 
ther bb" bomb in mind that If it bo 
successful this electrical process of 
-.citing these ores will not enter into 



Now, fjir, : I have found, in looking 
over the records of the mining oitice, 
. 'that:, to a certain . extent- wo nave a 
precedent for what we are asking the 
house- to do rto.day,^ and- -this lies in 
iho fact that" some 20 years £;so, in 
1SS7, legislation was enacted provid- 
ing for tho construction of a mill for 
the treatment of ores in the Carlhoo 
district in connection with the opera- 
tiG:::3 of th.e Island Mount Mining 
company In tho endeavor to place the 
treatment -of tjie" ores v.'hlch were 
tlicu in question upon a satisfactory 
commercial basis. And there Is, sir, 
tho further fa^ct that tho Dominion 
governn;ent lias, and somewhat re- 
cently, undertaken .some, very, costly 
experiments at.''',ii8aultt5.,iSte.:'-;-;IrIarle, 
where, under the ' direction of iMr. 
Templcman, tho minister In charge, a 
largo sum of money lias has been 
spent, and, as I am further informed 
and am very glad to say, to very good 
purpose. (Hear, hear.) However, 
there Is this dlftoronco between those 
Instances and the case which Is now 
before us that in tho Island ISIountaln 
and tho Soo experiments direct grants 
of money were made, while iiore .all 
that these people are asking for is a 
loan. (Hear, hear.) 

Justified by CiiV.jumstanoes. 
I -repeat that this Is rather ;i. dan- 
gerous typo of legislation, but con- 
sidering all the circumstances which 
surround this application, and keep- 
ing in mind tho tremendous import- 
ance of tho result to the groat Okana- 
gan region If this most intei'ostlng ex- 
porlniout should bring about tho suc- 
cessful and pros])ero_iis treatment of 
those essentially valuable ores upon 
a thoroughly siitlsfactory and a 'com- 
mercial Ijasis, hon.- gentlemen can well 
have no hesitation wliatever in sup- 
porting this proposition.

which are to be found in combination 
with lead and zinc. For the process 
which is required to extract the load 
Is totally different from that which i.s 
necessary to extract the zinc.

Crown Land Laws 
In moving the second reading of the 
bin to amend and consolidate the laws 
affecting crown lands, Hon. Mr. Pul- 
ton explained that this bill was a very 
necessary consolidation rather than an 
amendment of existing statutes; while 
many of the proposed amendment were 
of a minor character section il dealt 
with such sales of land as had been 
made at Point Grey and at Hastings. 
It ran as follows: 

All crown grants hereafter Issued of 
lands, tho right to which was acquired 
subsequent to the 17th day of April, 
1S96, slmll contain a provision that in 
the event of any lands thereby granted 
beinq: divided Into town lots, one- 
tourtlii of all the blocks of lots shall be 
re -conveyed to tho crown. The blocks 
to bo so re-convoyed to the crown shall 
be ascertained us follows: The Chief 
commissioner of lands and works shall 
(Irst select one block and the owner 
three, and so on In turn, the chief 
commissioner selecting one and tho 
owner throe of the unchosoii blocks 
until tho division Is made. Such crown 
grant sh.ill bo in tho form No. 7 in the 
scluKlule henUo; provided, however, 
that tho lieiitonant-govornor In coun- 
cil may i)rovlde that, when any lots, 
blocks of lots or lands belonging to 
the crown In or near any I'lty or town- 
site are to be sold by i)ubllc .auction, 
such lots, block.s of lots or liindt? siiall 
not be subject to the provl.Mlons of this 
section. It is further i)revl(lod that the 
provisions of this section sh.'ill not ap- 
ply to the lands of the crown In the 
town.'.-iiti' of ll.'istings, .Vortli Vam.'oa- 
ver and at I'ullit Crey, sold hy jiubllc 
.auction bt'foro tln! llr.«l day of .I.'uiuar.v, 
1007, and the; right of the crown to a 
reS(;i'vatloii of one-fourth of the blocks 
of lots of said lands Is hereby released 
and abaniliuicil lu cases In which crown 
gr;mts have Issueil containing said re- 
servations. 

;S.'ild reservations at ])resent .survey- 
ed lands could bo purchased without 
llniltatbms, wiilli^ In tho case of un- 
surveyed land.s the ;iurcliascr was lliii- 
itad to 6i0 acres. In the future this 



limitation would be also applied to sur- 
veyed lands. 

Reservation Question. 

Sec. 4S dealt with .timber lands, 
which were now under reservation, and 
lie might say .tliat this reservation 
would remain in force until the govern- 
ment had decided upon a sound, wise 
and definite policy in respect to them. 
He hoped that this declpion would be 
reached by next session. 

Hand Loggers' Licenses. 

Sec. 59 dealt with hand loggers' li- 
censes, which had In tho past occa- 
sioned a good deal of trouble to tho 
department, as they had been granted 
without restrictions and were opera- 
tive in any -part of the province. In 
many parts In the north however tho 
timber was too sparse to be taken u|) 
under tho regular timber llc(!nKe, and 
as they did not wdsh to do away with 
this $10 license altogether, owing to 
the fact that many mills depended up-:^(n 
on this source of supply for their logs, ' 
they had limited the district In which 
In tho future these licenses would be 
operative. 

Sec. 5D Is as follows: 

(1) In addition to the .'=iieclal licenses 
authorized by section EL" of this act, 
and notwithstanding the reserve plac- 
ed unon thnber by order in council dat- 
ed :;4th December, 1907, the chief com- 
missioner of lands and work:; may, up- 
on payment of the sum of lifty dollars 
therefor, grant a general licoiK-^o to 
any person to cut Limber from such 
crown lands, not being timber limits, 
situate on the m.ainland of I3ritlsli Col- 
umba, and north of an im.aginory lino 
drawn cast ami west from Rivers inlet, 
and west of tho 127th meridian, and 
within such area as may bo specified 
or designated in su^'h license; but such 
license shall bo per.sonal, and shall 
only grant authority to tho person 
named therein to cut timber ns a 
hand-logger, and such license .shall be 
In force for one year from tho date 
thereof, and no longer. C.A. 18S8, c' 
66, s. 70. 

(2) Tho holder of a license granted 
under this section shall not use steam 
power, or machinery operated, by steam 
po-.ver. In carrying o.n lumbering opera- 
tions under such, Ucerise. .,.,-,> 1, ■ - 

(I!) Any person", b&Ing the nolde(- of 
a license granted ''undei" this se.ct,loti, 
who shall violate' the provisions .of the 
preceding subsection hereof, shall be 
liable, on summary conviction before a 
stipendiary magistrjite, to ft. penalty 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
lOOfi. c. 2'i, s. 15. 

Indian Reserve 

Section 70 dealt with Indian re- 
serves. In many cases at the present 
time the Indians were In possession 
of more land than they actually used, 
and as white settlers could often uti- 
lize this land very advantageously 
power was taken to acipilre the inter- 
est of the province in such excess in 
these reserves where this was deemed 
.advisable, and have these lands 
brought into profitable use. (Ap- 
plause.) 

In reply to Mr. nrewster (Albornl), 
wlio feared lest tlic provisions con- 
tained In s(M-tion 69 would affect un- 
favorably nilll operations on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, Hon. Mr. 
Fulton .stated that only such mills as 
were situated north .of Rivers Inlet on 
tho mainland would be seriously ut- 
focted hy the eliango in the law. 

Jlr. l?re^vster: I am very much 
afraid, liowever, that a number of 
mills on the west coast of tho Island 
will bo also seriously affocted- 

Mr. Oliver (Helta) moved tho ad- 
journment of the debate. 

Rock Bay Lands 

The second i'i:'.'iding of the bill to 
authorize the grant to the city of Vlc- 
tfii'la of certain lands situated in Rock 
Bay, Victoria harbor, look place. 

'I'l'ie chief coimnlssloner explained 
that at last session the legislature had 
passed an act em))owei'ing the gov- 
ernment to grant the lauu.s at tho 
northerlv Inlet to the city ul)on cer- 
tain conditions. The l.'Uids hud not 
vet been nuulo o\'er to tin? i-orpor.'i- 
ilon. but negotiations were .still In 
progress. The'v lenv sought power to 
make over lo"ihe city the lands at 
the easterly inlet. The latter were 
nearly an acre In extent. 

Bulkley Valley Surveys 

The second reading of the bill to 
make the maps compiled from tho re- 
cent surveys of different sections lu 
the. Bulkley valley, tho official ones 
then took place. 

Tho ebief commissioner explained 
that the recent surveys showed that 
the first surveys were at fault. 

O. it. Nadoii ((.Ireeiiwooa) pointed 
out that by the change some i-if tlu; 
first settlers in the valley iiilgbt bo 
deprived of their holdings for others 
le.s.? valuable. He tlioiight provision 
ought to b(. made to permit of their 
rotalning their holdings whatever 
tholr numbers on the official maps 
might be. 

John Oliver spoke to the same ef- 
fect iind .1. j\. Macdonald thought that 
tho members should bo shown the new 
and old maps of the dlstiMct and an 
estlmtUe given them of the variation. 
This win bo done ,whon tho bill 
reaches committee. 

Hon. F. J. Fulton/ expressed the 
opinion that the conalileratlo;i aslted 
for might be •given the 'settlers under 
tlKi amendments to the land act now 
Iji'foro the house. 

Bill Is Diacharged 
Hon. \V. .1. Bowser moved (bat the 
second reading of the bill In .'inienil 
the Succession Duty :u:t be discharged. 
A number of nmoudmeiits had bi.'en 
IH'oposed by till! fluaiu.'C minister and 
a. nl'w bill would bi; brought down hy 
spi'cjal message.

DISCUSS IMMIGRATION 
IN THE JAPANESE DIET 



Count Hayashi's View of I 
Lemieux's Mission.- to 
That CoLiiitry 



Japanese newspapers roecived in 
yesterday's mails g^ive stoiiographie 
reports of the discussion In tlie diet at 
Toklo regarding- the question of Jap- 
anesG immigration to Pamida. Count 
liayashl, foreljjn minister, in tlif 
(-'Durso of a lonfj speeeh on tlic (iik^-^- 
tion oC emigration, said that fullovvin;; 
the legislation .-■.hutting Hawaii to 
iTapane^o on the lii-al of the United 
State.?, many liad heen diverted to (Janr 
ada. He continued: "Tlierenpor. Irouhlo 
iiro.se in C;inada. No less than Iti des- 
liatchc.s, telegraphic or oilier, readied 
the foreign olllce in Tokyo from Jap- 
anese consuls in Canada, all of them 
urginK- not only that complicatlon.s 
with (Xanadu must avUi^ if this inllow 
of immigrants continued unchecked, 
but thai: also that great suffering mu.st 
1)0 endured hy t!i'.' iinmlgiants thein- 
ttelves, sinci! the .--upply of lahor al- 
ready threatened to i-.veeed the demand. 
On the other hand, the Japanese gov- 
eoTiment wajj powerless to impose res- 
trictions' upon persons entirely lieyond 
Its ' territorial jurisillctlon. "At tliis 
stag-o the Vancouver riot occurred, and 
was dealt with in the most friendly 
fMid tljorough spirit hy the CanaUian 
Bovcrnment. Tlicroai'ter tlio latter 
lifslced Japan to nogotltito a treaty for 
limltluff labor* emigration trom her 
shores. The matter had now baeii 
Urasgc^il Into thq arena o£ party poli- 
tico, and the Canadian government 
was being ivressod tn denounce its 
treaty with Japan (which it has the 
right to do by .giving si.\ months' no- 
Uce) unlostj Japan on her side ai^ri.ed 
to concludo a convenliun hi the desir- 
ei.; sense. Tiio Japanese government, 
however, replif^d that It could not 
possibly negoti-Ue any treaty dllfer- 
o.nUatlng Injurioiisly against Its own 
nationals, and that all negotiations 
ihUvlng that object must be futile. 

Mr. Lemieux's Mission,. 
..'Nevertholeiss Canada had sent Hoiu 
llr. .Lemleux to this country last No- 
vember, with Instructions to negotiate 
such a convention it possible. In that 
respect tlie envoy's mission had failed, 
but he liad received adHurancea from 
the Japanese government that it 
would conthuio to exercise to the full 
all functions delegated to it liy law in 
ihls matter. Mr. Lenneiix had asited 
for ;in hiterehangc of documents in 
that sense, and despat<'lies were given, 
which ha\-e already l.ieen pulilislu'd. 
The ciue.stion then nroi^(; as to oxaclly 
what emigrants were to be vetoed, 
and it had boon tigi'eed lliat no re- 
striction whatever should Ijo Iniposrd 
with regard to the following, namely, 
first, traveller.-^, merchants and stu- 
dents; secondly, Japanese .-ubjieis 
\vho, although Ijeloaging to the lalior- 
ing class, had their wives and families 
in Canada; thirdly, laboreis who had 
returned to Jai)an from ("anada and 
who contemplat.'d going back to Can- 
ada; fourthly, contract laborers, that 
Is to say, men having lixed employ- 
ment;' li'fthly, Ja))aiiese -subjects ■ dis- 
charging the duties of domestic ser- 
vants and aceoiiiiianying their em- 
ployers; and, sixthly, agricultural la- 
borers. Obviously tlic only Uiborors 
not Included in this category we^e 
tho.3e who drifted to Canada without 
any resources of their own and on the 
chance of linding cniploymeut. The 
Japanese government '.had been fre- 
quently urged b'y Jta own consuls to 
check tho emigration, of tsuch men. As 
fi^r^tho prohibition Just imposed upon 
.laborers destined for Hawaii, this wa^ 
tQ be assigned tp a different reason, 
naMely, tho state of affairs in Hawaii 
itself, where Jaimnese immigrants, 
tiielr exodus to the United states and 
Canada being checked, found their 
number In excess of the local dern.-uid 
and were threatened with mucli iiis- 



tre.<!,s. They "themselves had petitioned 
their government to imposo a. restric- 
tion. 

Has Matters Rather Twisted. 

Tho Japan Dally Mail prints the fol- 
lowing regarding the return ot Mr. 
No.se, consul general for Can.ida, and 
his views on the emigration question: 

Jlr. Nose has Just returned to Japan 
from Vancouver. He savs tliat tlio 
aiiti- Japanese riot m that city was by 
no iiK.'ans as sei'lous an attalr as ru- 
mor r( iir<>sente(l it to lie. In point of 
faet lli(.' .lapaiiese were able to re- 
open their i)laci!S oi business within 
two or three dtiys. As for the antl- 
Iminigration movement, 'Mr. NOSf; at- 
tributes it largely . to :Ganadlan domes- 
tic politics. . .He. says that \tho .Cana- 
dian government's action -in engaging 
a niMuber of • oriental i workmen for the 
Canadian Paclflo railway furnished a 
handle to the' opposition, who com- 
bined with the rival railway to attack 
the government. Tho general elections 
for tlie Canadian parliament aro to 
take place In tho autumn of this year 
or tho spring of I'JOU, and if, as i.? 
pretty certain, tho government secures 
R large majority, little more will be 
heard of the anti-itninlgration agita- 
tion. Of course son-.ethlng of the lat- 
ter was due to the incitement of the 
Sau l-'rancL-co labor leaders, but at all 
(•\-ents, Mr. Nose thinks that, so far as 
Canad.-i. is concerned, the future la 
very hopeful for Japanese immigrants.

HOW THEY "WORK"

If Victor Hugo wore alive today ami 
writing his story of the life of Jean 
Valjean, his main thesis might turn 
out to be much as wo have It in "Lc.s 
Mlserables," but it wouUl be embod- 
ied in a somewhat dlfferoit concrete 
narrative, says the New York livening 
i^ost. It is dust as true now as It ■was 
fifty years agi^ that a m^n'a past will 
rise up andrtear; witness, ttgaliist him. 
A Jury's verdIct\l8 '8tUK:largery deter- 
mined, by the : prisoner's !;record." But 
the nature of the record that-'WlU lead 
to conviction or secure nh acqultal to- 
day is different from what it was in 
France in the first half of the nlne- 
teentli century. Joan Valjean origin- 
ally committed a potty theft. 13ecau.-ie 
of that one fault the law and society 
ever afto rrcfuscd to concede him the 
doyire to be honest, ahd every tliiu! 
he was brou^rht- ficc to face wltli the 
law, .loan Yaijean's early sojourn in 
the galley.s was considered .sufficient 
evidence ^to cnndcmu hlni. Supposijd- 
ly Impartial .iu.stiee is really not ini- 
Ijartlal; it takcH a maii'.s estalilisliod 
character and. reputation Into account. 
Onl.\-, no\vada.\H Victor Hugo would re- 
momher -reading In tlu^ new.spapcr.-; 
that when a fcjrmer Judge and emi- 
nently rc.= pectalile citizen .somewhere 
out west wan brought to trial for mur- 
der, liis ku\ \cT.-; did their best to show 
thur I heir t'llent wa.s not a man of ex- 
ceptional intellectual and moral pow- 
er, but degenerate, and tainted with 
insanity. In other words, character 
still counts befuro the bar of justice, 
but in a way Just the opposite to what 
the author of Lea Mlserables believed 
it to act. 

. Wo Imagine a clever member of the 
New York bar, "expert in the practice 
of up-to-date criminal law, putting an 
ambitious young student through a 
tiulz on the theory of his profession. 
The dialogue would talte the follow- 
ing form: 

Question— What i.s the ultimate jus- 
tification of the Jury system'.' 

AnKwei — Our tacit recognition of the 
fact, which openly we den>-, tliat a 
certain amount of emotionalism must 
be allowed to temper the rigidity of 
the law. 

Q. Is such interference with the 
perfect course of Justice excusable? 

A. In an Imperfect and increasingly 
comple.K world, yes. 

Q. Very good. Tell me now, wliat 
factor.s will a jury take into consid- 
eration that the. law \ incarnate would 
not? 

A. AVell, there is, tor instance, the 

past career of a prisoner charged with 
a serious crime. Although a Jury, In 
trying a man accuseu of theft or mur- 
der; Is not legally permitted to take 
his eatixe- life's history Into consider- 
ation, It Invariably does.

Taking Care of Furs 
Every woman should know liow to 
care for furs and keep them in condi- 
tion, as even the finest, most expensive 
fura will Boon sliow signs of wear if 
they lire not properly handled. I'ow 
furs should bo brushed— if they look 
rough or uneven shake them irrorough- 
ly, but lightly, by fanning them through 
the air for several minutes. After be- 
ing worn, furs should bo put away in 
a large box, and lightly folded if Uio 
neckpiece is long. Many women allow 
their furs to liang in a cloHft with 
other clotlilng, but fur.4 treated in this 
way soon become dusty and shapcloss. 
At this season of tlie year, however, 
even with the best of care, one's furs 
are apt tojbecome soiled from wear, 
and If onyr understands the correct 
method they can be very satisfactorily 
cleaned at liome. 

Dark furs, such as sealskin, mink, 
saDie, lilaf lynx, etc.can bo cisancU 
'by tne u^e 0£ hot sattd and sawdust. 
Got clean sand and,' alter first, freeing 
It from ismuii peboies, iieat it by plac- 
ing a pan in tne oven fur a few min- 
utes.' U'Moh rub' the sarid well inito tno 
fiU" to bo cleaned, putting U on in gen- 
erous handtuls anil rubbing It in with 
me fingers. Tliis treatment .softens 
tile sKnt and makes the surface clean 
and fresh. Then remove the sand by 
knocking it out with quick, vigorous 
strokes with a light rattan stick. Then 
work in the sawau.st, •.vhlch will absorb 
the dirt and groa.su brouglit to the sur- 
face by tho sand. To clean white furs 
\ery much the same molliod obtains, 
oiUy that plaster of' paris and corn- 
starch are used in place of the saiid 
and sawdust. White furs liad best be 
cleaned In an empty room or in a bath- 
room, wliero tlie cornstarch, etc., will 
not settle on tho walls. First air and 
sun the furs thoroughly, then rub tho 
.I)laster ot parts into the fur thoroughly. 
When covered, allow to remain a few 
minutes, then beat out with a light rat- 
tan. Tlien put in the cornstareii, and, 
after this has all been pounded out, 
the furs should look soft, crisp and 
white. Krmine, ^vhi^e fox and chin- 
chilla can all be cleaned In tliis way 
very satisfactorily una economically. 

, To clean dark furs that are lined 
with white a combination of tl\ese two 
methods must be used. The beat plan 
is first to clean the dark fur as de- 
scribed, as the ei-mine or white lining 
might bo soiled by the sand, whereas 
the plaster of paris aiul cornstarch will 
not liarm the darker skins. Tliereforo, 
after first cleaning the dark fur, use 
the tre!>tment des<:ribed for while skins 
for tile lining. 

Tf ti white brocade or satin lining is 
u.scd for dark furs the lining should be 
cleaned first with naptha ov gasoline, 
so if any got on the fur it would be 
taken out with either the sawdust or 
plaster of paris. After a while lining 
is tliUH cleaned it may bo protected 
by covering it with a i)ieco of muslin, 
basted on, .so that the cleaning of the 
fur will not affect it. 

lieforo nnuiy weeks are i)asl il will 
be time to put away winter furs, and 
althougii it Is il gooU plan to send \ al- 
uable or expensive furs to a furrier or 
one of tho large department stores to 
be kept in cold sioragc , during tlie 
summer months, with' careful treat- 
ment they can also be safely stored In 
one's own house, without the expense 
of professional care. Never put furs 
away until thej" havo been cleaned 
and all dirt or stains removed. After 
the fura arc cleaned sun tliem for 
three or four liours, choosing a bright 
morning for the work. 

Then prepare a trunk or box for tlic 
receptUni of ilie furs, by first lining 
il with newspapers, allowing tlio pa- 
pers to eome well above the tup so that 
they will fokl down withuul leaving a 
crack when the turn is filled. Put 
some lar baii.-i or eamplior i into the 
chest, and then wrap lacli ,)icco of 
fur. in (aeli i.iari'cl )jultlng more tar 
balls or eamplmr. Jt is safest to vvrap 
tlicse moth prepuratlon.-) In ti.ssuo pa- 
per, as. they misht stain -.a wiiit

Indiscriminate massaging and 
steaming the face have gone out of 
fashion, but there are many instances 
where facial nnissage i.3 of the great- 
est benefit. If the comi)leKlon is mud- 
dy, inclined to pimples, blackheads 
ami other faci.al blemishes and t'lie 
cheeks arc without a good, healthy 
color it Is well to use a complexion 
brush or facial ma.ssage to bring the 
blorKl to the surface. 

Tl)o liglit massage used while wash- 
ing tlio face does. notMhave much ef- 
fect on the muscular structure under- 
lying tile skin, but is designed for the 
islcin alone. 

To massage the foyshead the.fmgors 
of the right hand should bo placed up- 
on the right temRle, with sufficient 
firmness to lipid the- skin In place, 
while the first finger of the left rhand 
goes slowly and thoroughly, with a 
circular motion, over the surface, 
pressing at the same time deep 
enough to move the muscles upon fho 
bones underncatli. 

The next movement is to smootli 
with considerable prcissurc the .skiii 
above tho eyebrows, using the first 
and second fingers of both hands, and 
in tlio same manner pass around the 
sockets of tho eyes, always using fho 
rotary motion. 

One of the most useful movements 
for giving tonc^ to the cheeks is that 
of gently flinching tliem wltli thumb 
.and forefinger, taking a deep pinch so 
as to have the muscles and underly- 
ing structures vecelvo the bonoflt. 
't hen iilace the palms of the hands 
upon, tho face with the fingers up- 
ward and bring tliem gently down nn- 
tll tho fingers reach I'he chin, after 
which, by means of the . .fingers 
nre.sscd deeply into the flesh, push the 
whole mass of the cheek on each side

A provisional agreement looking to 
the ending of the ship builders' aud 
allied engineers?' strike along the Type 

was reached In London, Eng. last 
week. At a iiieeting of representatives 
of the employes and of tho laborers, 
terms for the settlement of the diffi- 
culty were provisionally accepted, both 
sides promising to reeoniniend the ac- 
ceptance of the finding to tiieir respec- 
tive bodies. Tlie strike of sliipbuilders 
oi, the Type began eari\- in .Tanuary. 
l!,s- the middle of l-^-bruary the strikers 
had been joined li.\- the allied engi- 
neers, who voted by an o\-erwhelming 
majority against a reduction in wages, 
'iiid it was feared at one time that tho 
entire Tyne shipbuilding Industry 
woiiUl be completely tied up. 

All important conference of repre- 
sentatives of shipping companies was 
held at Montreal last week, at which 
it was decided in view of the depressed 
condition of business, to nialco an at- 
tempt to place the expense of conduct- 
ing busines.5 on the wharves on a cor- 
responding level. Tho meeting was 
partly In response to a notification 
given bv the longshoremen of Quebec 
that it was their intention to apply 
for an increase of five cents per hour 
ill tlie rate of wages, already the 
highest paltl at any port in Canada. 
Tho meeting decided on a cut of 
cents per hour in the rate of wages on 
the Montreal wharves, making the 
rate for day work 25 cents and for 
night work 30 cents per liour, with a 
bonus of 'ihi cents per hour to men 
wlio work throughout the season of 
navigation, payable at the end of tiie 
season. In regard to Quebec it was 
decided that the rate to be paid should 
be the same as that in Montreal, tho 
cut thus representing ten cents per 
hour for day work.

MARINE UNDERWRITERS 
ARRANGE FOR SALVAGE 

Efforts Will Be Made to Save Italian 
Liner Which Foundered After 
Launching 



The owners' <>f the Jtalian steamer 
Principessa Jblanda, sunk at Genoa at 
launching, have not yet despalreci of 
floating her. Tt will be remembered 
tliat the underwriters on the launch- 
ing risk compromised by paying 50 
))er cent and surrendering tlie vessel. 
The great gale of December l-l result- 
ed In submerging her some 17 feet 
more. Now it is liopcd that she nia\' 
be made sufficiently alrtlglit to bo 
brought on her side into shallow water 
and then rlght<-d by means of cais- 
sons. 

It Is .-ilso reported in marine Insur- 
ance ciri-Ies that a contract has now 
been made for floating the T-Ycnch 
bark Due d'.\umale, ashore in llu; 
Falkland Islands, bound from Rotter- 
dani for San l-'i-anclsco. Should the 
-.salvors succeed In floating her in siu-b 
a condition that she is ;ible to pro- 
ceed on her voyage, thoy .-ire to re- 
cei\-c 40 iier cent of the \-alue of the 
ship and cargo. In the event, how- 
ever, of the vessel being sold in a 
damaged e-oiulition at Port Stanley, 
tliey win recei\-o 75 per cent of tlic 
proceeds. 

The stranding on the coast of Cey- 
lon of tho steamer Amaryllis, on a 
voyage from Calcutta to Bombay, was 
a severe blow to British underwrit- 
ers. All her holds are said to be full 
of water, and latest - advices Indicate 
that 'She will be a total loss. She was 
a steel screw steamer of 4,064 tons, 
built In 1904, and owned by J. Roblp- 
Hon Sons, of North Shields. She was 
valued at £38.000, and insured at 
Lloyd's and with the companies. 

Tho news of the stranding of tho 
steamer Shin No Mnru — which Is not 
liiteiy to prove a serious nuittcr — re- 
calls the fact that this was formerly 
the 'steamer Loch ]:;tlve, and that 
some years ago, when loaded with cot- 
ton, she ran short of coal and was 
abandoned, being afterwards picked 
up.

HE Bureau of Provincial Infor-' 
mation, realizing that the open- 
ing up of Alberni. by railroad 
connection irieant'^^ only . tliii. 
development of ' that district 
alone, but assured renewed ac- 
,, tivity over the whole of the 
west coast of Vancouver island, 
determined to get such general 
information as Avould be useful to settlers 
who wore thinking of making that section 
their home. As a result of such action this 
bulletin has now been prepared. 

Vancouver- island is. situated on the south- 
western -seaBoard of British Columbia, sep.ur- 
• a,te(l fi^om the mainland by a narrow channel. 
-The' general direction of the island is north- 
west and southeast; it is 280 miles long by 
an average of 50 miles wide. There are no 
great stretches of level land, the general fea- 
tures being mountains and valleys, with a 
general main ridge forming the backbone. 

Tlic eastern shore, bordering as it does an 
inland sea, presents a comparatively unbroken 
shore line; while the west coast, lashed by 
the fury of the Pacific ocean, has been cut up

Alberni and Victoria, and also towed the com- 
pany's vessels up and down the canal. 

A period of stagnation marks the time from 
the shutting down of the mill until the year 
1886. In that^ year the Andersons decided to 
survey a portion of their land into a townsite, 
which was called Alberm and from that time 
till the present there has been a slow but 
gradual (levelopment of the district. 

To facilitnle their transactions in land and 
other matters, the Andersons decided to in- 
corporate their Vancouver island interests in- 
to one company. This was done, and the 
Alberni Land company, Ltd., was licensed 
under the. laws of British Columbia in the 
year 1906. 

In view of its large undertakings in Alberni, 



Referring to this inlet, the admiralty sailing 
directions give the following description : 

''Alberni canal, runs in a northerly direction 
for 22' miles, with a breadth varying from two 
cables to one/ mile, 'and tenuinatcs in a fine 
spacious anchorage at its head. The shores 
on cither side are rocky and rugged, rising 
abruptly from the sea to mountains, 2,000 and 
3,000 feet high. At the head, however, the 
land becomes low and fertile, a large extent 
being fit for cultivation. The depths to with- 
in one mile of the head vary from 160 to 40 
fathoms, and the shores of the inlet are every- 
where free from danger." 

With regard to the approach from the sea, 
Capt. Walbran, lately in command of the Do- 
minion government lighthouse and revenue 



ernment, can only be safely n?ivigated by the 
■most experiencied pilots. Records show that 
niany vessels have4)een lost on the^bar of the 
Columbia, with great loss o* life. One of the 
reasons, many years ago, for the change of 
the headquarters of the Hudson's r>ay com- 
pany for tlieir dce])-watcr merchant ships from 
Fort Vancouver on the Columbia to' Nisqual- 
iy, in Puget Sound, was owing to the many 
(lisasters their vessels met with on the bar of 
the Columbia. 

"San I'rancisco has no dangerous bar to 
cross, but the entrance to the harbor is con- 
tracted, subject to strong- tides, and is also 
subject to extremely frequent and dense fogs. 
. "Therefore, from my intimate knowledge 
of this coast, having been in command of the

^by a wumbcr oFlong arms of fiords, penetrat- 
ing deeply into the land. From this peculiar- 
ity it is astonishing to find that, while the 
island is only 280 miles long, the coast line 
of the western shore has a length of 1,300 
miles, exclusive of islands. 
|i-j^hese long arms of the sea, navigable by 
vth.e' deepest draught vessels, form spJendSd: 
%atierways aiid are a great factor in the open- 

,mg lip of the island. 

Of these long fiords, only two penetrate 
through the main mountain range, viz., Quat- 
sino Sound to the north, and the Alberni 
canal, a little south of the middle of Vancou- 
ver island. The latter inlet nearly cuts the 
island in two, being only 14 miles from the 
eastern shore. The town and valley of Al- 
berni is situated at the head of this stretch of 
water. 

Historical. 

The Alberni canal was named after a Span- 
ish officer, Don Pedro Alberni, who was in 
command of a company of volunteers in the 
expedition to Nootka. It is probable Uiat this 
inlet was known to the Spaniards as early as 
1790; t!ie entrance is marked on their charts 
and called Archipelago de Xitinat. hVom the 
tunc the Spaniards left Nootka nothing is 
heard of .Vlberni, or. in fact, of the whole of 
the west coast of Vancouver island until com- 
paratively recent years. 

Messrs. Anderson, Anderson & Co., of Lon- 
don, England, besides their business of ship- 
owners and shi[)-l)rokers, had an interest in 
'a shipbuilding and sliip-rciiairing dock aiul 
yard at RotherhiLhe, on the Surrey side of the 
Thames. About the year 1855 it was brought 
to tile notice of this firm that there were in 
Vancouver island large tracts of forest land 
containing Douglas pine and other valuable 
timber suitable for masts and spars and for 
general shipbuilding purposes. In i860 they 
sent out their agent, Capt. Stamp, to Vancou- 
ver island, and he selected Alberni as the most 
suitable place to erect a sawmill, not only on 
account of the great wealth of timber, but in 
view of the ease -with which it could he ship- 
ped to foreign markets. 

In August of i860 Mv. Gilij.^rt M. Sproal 
was sent by the government of the province 
with the armed vessels "Woodpecker" and 
"Meg Merrilies," to take over from the In- 
dians the land which had been granted to the 
Andersons in consideration of their building 
a sawrr^iil and opening up the district. The 
negotiation wiih the Indians was satisfactorily 
arranged, and a sawmill of very considerable 
capacity was buiU, and cirgoes of spars, masts 
and lumber v.-erc shijipcd to all parts of the 
world. TI;C Inisincss became a large and im- 
portant one, and was continued for sonic 
years until the mill was burnt down, which, 
owing to a depression in trade occurring 
shortly afterwai'dSj was fiever rebuilt. The 
Operations of the 'company werci for s6mc 
time in charge of the Mr. Sproat referred to, 
who is well-known in British Columbia, hav- 
ing v/ritten a book on the Indians of the west 
coast of 'V-ancouvcr island. 

While the mill was in operation a small 
steamer, ''The Thames," was sent out, and 
for some time made regular voyages between

which the plan of my survey is shown. Com- 
mander Bowman, R. N., (N.) of the flagship

formed me he found the plan most satisfac- 
tory, and the harbor an excellent one. 

"When I sent in my survey of the fiarhor I 
also showed on the plan the new townsite 
of Alberni, and the admiralty had it [daced 



the, Esqiiimalt '&; Nanaimo Railway company 
has ac(|uircd a substantial interest in the Al- 
berni Land company, thus givuig the railroad 
access to a splendid deep water ocean harbor.

Descriptive. 
Capt. Vancouver, referring to Alberni,. has 
written in his journal, 1792: 

To describe the beauties of this region will, 
on some future occasion, be a very grateful 
task to the pen of the skillful panegyrist. 
The serenity of the climate, the innumerable 
pleasing landscapes, and the abundant fertil-

The foil owing reference is also made to 
Alberni by Commander R. C..Mayne, R. N., 
in 1862: ■ . . • 

"The Alberni mills possess several advant- 
'"-.'q over similar rival undertakings in Puget 
Sound, which are now beginning to be ap- 
preciated by merchants, and still more by the 
masters of ships. One of the chief of these 
lies in accessibility, for .'Mberni, being situ- 
ated on the outside coast of the isTiliul, the 
navigator aVoids all the journey in an'd out of 
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ity that unassisted nature puts forth require 
only to te ienriched by the industry of man 
with villages, mansions, cottages and other 

Imilrlings to render it the most lovely country 
lh;iL can Ix; imagined, while the labors of the 
inliahitants would be amply r'ewarclecl Tn the 
bounties which nature seems ready to bestow 
on civilization. 

The Alberni valley is 25 miles long by five 
broad, extending in a northwesterly direction. 
To the east it is guarded by the jieaufort 
range of hills, while to the west it is hounded 
by a sea of yet unname;! mountains. It part- 
ly includes two large lakes, and is well water- 
ed by numerous rivers and streams. 

The townsite of .Mjjcrni has a most hap])y 
situation. It lises with a gentle slo[)c back 
from a spacious harbor, a mile wide by a 
mile and a half long, with good anchorage, 
free from dangers. 



on the chart, as you will sec. This was en- 
tirely done on my own initiative, as there 
were no signs of a town there in 1892, only 
the wharf and the ruins of the old sawmill. 
I have always thought most highly of Alberni 
(Stani]) Harbor) as ocean port. The water- 
way from the ocean, entering at Cape Jjcale, 
being clear of all danger for the lar.gest ves- 
sels, even such as the I.usitania, The land- 
fall is excellent, there being no off-lying dan- 
gers in the track of .shipping, and the shore 
and waters' of Alberni canal are both bold' and 
honest throughout, with very deeji watiy. -As 
an ocean port Alberni will comjiare most fav-' 
orahl)-- with Portland and San Francisco. 

'T'orlland is a long way up a swift river, 
the Columbia, at the entrance of wdiich is a 
most dangerous bar, with ever-siiifting sands, 
which cause the navigable channel to be con- 
stantly changing, and, therefore, though most 
carefully buoyed by the United States gov-. 



the Straits of Juan de Fucca and Admiralty 
inlet, which occupies ordinarily a week, so 
that a vessel bound to Alberni, making Cape 
I'lattery at the same lime with one bound for 
Pugel Si Hind, would he half-loaded by the 
time the other reached its destination. Again._ 
when loaded, the lug takes him to the en- 
trance of Barkley Sound, where he can wait 
for a fair wind, while the other, in conse- 
quence of the more prevalent winds blowing 
into the strait, has to. beat for two or three 
days to get outside. In winter this is by no 
nieans a desirable sjiot to beat about in, for 
the scpialls from the Olympian mountains are 
sudden and heavy, and fogs come on very 
rapidly." 

The Esi|uinialt & Nanaimo Railway com- 
pany, which is controlled by the Canadian 
Pacific raihvay, has anuouuced Its intcnliou 
of extending its line of raihvay from Welling- 
ton, i^heir present northern ternn^uls, to Albcr- 



age of the timber,- together wrth the' so-called; 
hemlock and small bunches of white pine. 
There is more of the latter seen here than is 
the average pn the coast. Towards Barkley 
Sound fir gives way to spruce, • hemlock and 
cedar. 

The raihvay compau}- has leased mill-sites 
and agreed to provide terminal facilities which 
will insure a very large output of timber^?for. 
many years to come. Ihe product can" b'^' 
shipped by through cars to the northwest;.' or 
by water to the markets of the world;'/ ' ■ 
Agriculture 
The lumber industry will stimulate agri- 
culture in the di,strict by providing a large 
home market for farm produce, and as the 
land is cleared of timber it will be taken up 
for farming. Agriculture has languished in 
the past, owing to the lack of communication 
or a home market. Soon it will have both of 
these defects remedied. The soil is generally 
a red loam underlain with gravel and sand, 
well suited to fruit growing. As far as noted, - 
clay was not much in evidence, tliough it!oc^ 
curs in the valley. '1,'he average depth of soil 
is about 18 inches on the higher ground, arid • 
in isolated places the gravel subsoil coiries' 
near the top Avith only a few inches ■ of - soili 
Toward Comox there are a nuiuber of 'marshes 
and cranberry swamps which can be compara- 
tively easily drained and got under cultivation. 
As a whole, the valley has been much enrich- 
ed by deposits washed down from * the moun- 
tains. 

Climate 

The clinialc is mild, subject only to light 
winter frosts. The rainfall taken up the valley 
gave a record of So inches, but it was noted 
during the summer that it was often raining 
up the valley, whilst it was quite fine lower 
downj so that 50. inches would probably be a 
fairer average, most of the rain falls duTirig 
the winter months giving ample sun.shine and 
good growing weather, as shown bj' the tohia- ' 
toes, peaches, and grapes which readily ripen 
at Alberni. . :• -■ ^ 

.'\n atmospheric phenomenon occurs every 
day with great regularity during the fine sum- 
mer weather. At clcve:: a.m. of every da}'- of 
bright sunshine" the valley begins to heat up, 
and the hot air rising causes a partial vacuum. 
To fill this vacuum cool air rushes in up the 
canal from' the ocean, causing a strong breeze 
up the canal and a pleasant wind in the valley. 
Towards six p.m. the land has cooled,- the 
breeze ceases and calm prevails, which is not 
disturbed until the following day. 

Scenery „•..■, 
Alberni difltrict is one of the prettiest por- 
tions of Vancouver Island, more especially so 
in the diversified nature of the scenery. 
Through the v:illey flows the largest river on 
the Island, the Somass. 'faking its rise in two 
fine lakes, it tumbles over in grand waterfalls 
and dashing cascades, and rushing through a 
dark rock-bound canyon with walls of basalt 
. TOO feet high; iiierg^s Jpwei'N broad 
and tranquil ' river. ■■Tfiet-iowcr portion of , the 
river shows n'aturc in her niorc trahqiiil moods, 
affording many a typical pastoi'al scene, whil(i 
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to the north and west wc have her in her rug- 
ged phases, with the snow-capped mountain 
and the blue glacier.. : . - 

Great Cenfral liake has steep slopes rising 
abruptly to high mountains with a prominent 
peak on the nortliern shore, well-named Tliun- 
der Mountain, il is llic favorite tlieatre of na- 
ture's electrical displays; its biack top, co\'er- 
ed witli a still bhickcr cloud, flashing lightning, 
followed by thunder clajis which reverberate 
from across the lake and back again till they 

j-die away in a long, low growl. 

• . . . , ■ Sproat Lake 

■ Vi^S^ Lake presents a more peaceful 
Scene; .This beautiful lake may well be called 
the^ifUCCrne of ^'*ancouver Island — it resembles 
this'Svviss laUe iji-many ways. 

The great majority f^^^^^ lakes in Briti^sh 
Columbia occupy Mepressions or excavations 
in a single line of valley. This is not the case 
•with Sproat Lake, which branches from a cen- 
tral point, sending out four arms, like a star- 
fish, occupying four distinct valleys exactly 
as docs Lake Lucerne; portions of the latter 
lake arc in four cantons, while .Sproat Lake 
is partly in Clayoquot and partly in Alberni 
Districts. The western arrns are bounded by 
rocky and often precipitous shores, rising up 
to. high mountains bn which the snow stays 
till late in summer. " Some of them are purple 
with heather towards tlieir summits, whilst, 
others are red with the rust of dccomijosing 
mineral. The eastern branch of the lake has 
shores which rise at a gentle sloi)c with a 
shingle or sandy beach, and is an ideal spot 
for sunmier homes for the residents of Van- 
couN cr or Victoria. Mere, too, is a dark rock 
on which are some old and weird Indian carv- 
ings. In passing them the Siwash stills hi^ 
pa.ddle and makes the canoe glide silently past 
this mysterious .spot, where he doubts not a 
spirit lurks with evil intent. 

The Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway Com- 
pany has surveyed a branch line to the lakes, 
which, when completed, wdi luring it within 
five hours of Vancouver or VicU^ria. 

A view of the lake, as shown in the accom 
panying photograph, was a^scene not readily 
forgotten. Looking through the trees, this 
sheet of water appeared as a mirror reflecting 
the dark hills bi'hind, to which the fleecy 
morning mists added another clement to ttie 
charm of the scenery. Then, behind, one could 
hear the roar of the falls as the lake found out- 
let in. a series of dashing cascades to the So- 
mass river below. 

Autos 

The trunk road from Nanaimo to Albcin.i 
"offers a fine run for autos, and a view of the 
giafifc-firs' to the west of Cameron Lake will 
well repay the ride. 'IMic road winds through 
a narrow \'allcy thickly planted with firs, 
eight and twelve feet in diameter. These 
charmingl\" symmetrical trees, in their effort 
to .get liie light, have inishec! their crowns of- 
■-.ten 300 feet high. 

When Alberni is reached. Stamp Falls and 
.aanyoui Sproat Lake and Roger Creek, should 
ill be seen ; the iatter stream cutting through 
shale and .sandstone banks 100 feet high and 
(.■ove'red with a wealth of maidenhair fern, 
-forms a pretty picture. When the railroad is 
completed \"icw .Mount should be selected as 
a place from which to get, unobstructed, a 
general view of the valley. It is 400 feet above 
the railroad and 1.400 above the sea. .Av.-ay 
to tlie north the x'alley is seen CNtcnding to 
Conio.x ; to the, northwest a glimpse of Great 
Central Lake is caught, also an arm of Sproat 
Lake. To the southwest the head of the canal 
is clearly in view, while the Somass river can 
be seen meandering through the valley from 
iJie lakes to the sea. 

Game 

Alberni and its hinterland has many 
charms for the sportsman: wild geese and 
ducks frequent the lakes and marshes, blue 
and willow grouse are fairly plentiful : there 
are great numbers of black-tailed deer, whilst 
the wapiti, black bear, antl giant timber -wolf 
still roam in the \ast forest recesses to the 
northwest. In the rix-ers. speckled trout tempt 
the angler's' fly, and many a delightful even- 
ing can l)c spent loading up a basket with 
shining beauties. There are, of course 
stretches of the rivers which are better than 
other's. Very good fishing may be 
liarl with the dry May fly in the 
early part of the se.'ason. There is good 
fi.'.hing in 'uoth S;»rorii and r,rea'i Central 
Lakes, in whicli there are some exceedingly 
large trout. Those hitler. howe\-er. arc wary 
atirl hard to take. .\t liie mouth of the river, 
in the fall, splendid salmon fishing can be had 
with the rod and spoon. 

Barkley Sound 

riarklcy Sound offers yet anoth.cr chan.gi'. 
in both landscape and climate. It is reached 
by a pleasant steamer trip of three hours 
down the canal, at the mouth of which Bark- 
ley Sound lies, fronting on the Pacific Ocean 
This is a large hilet, 14 miles wide at its en - 
trance, and running inland some 12 miles, with 
numerous fiords like the .Mb. iiii Canal ex- 
tending off from it. One of these inlets, Tlen- 
derson Lake (erroneously called .Anderson), 
is fresh water, the entrance being blocked b\' 
rocks so that salt water docs not get in, but at 
high tide it is quite easy to pole a canoe into 
the lake. Other injets, like Pipestem, are very 
deep, but narrow and long, the shores rising 
ibmptly tq 1,000 and 2,000 feet above the sea. 

Barkley Sound- includes hupdreds of is- 
lands, some large and some small, and nearly 
always having deep water between them. 
There are three main shi]) channels, the Wes- 
tern. .Middle, and liastern. The Western 
ch.annel is es|)ecially picturesque,' and a trip 
tbrougli the ihmdred Islands in a launch, is to 
lie looked forward to. 

From LIcluelet, one of the arms of Barkley 
Sound, the ocean beaches arc easily reached, 
Wreck I3ay Beach being a small, sandy 
stretch, three miles long. Here the Pacific 



EducatioBv and the Chinese

[D those who care to speculate in all 
humility on the widest problems of 
the future, our Shanghai correspon- 
dent offers a wide and tempting 
field. There is no Ipnger any doubt, 
he tells us, says the London Times, 
that the old order of thought which has guid- 
ed the lives of countless millions in the Chin- 
ese Empire through a long succession of. cen- 
turies is passing away for ever. 7Mic move- 
iiient in favor of Western education has be- 
come irresistible. It is irresistible because it 
comes not from above but from below. It re- 
presents the genuine will of the people, or ra- 
ther of those wide middle classes of the people 
who alone pos.sess aiu articulate \vill. They 
have forced it upon the Government, and the 
Governnjent, as it always does where it recog- 
nizes that this will has spoken, has adopted 
its decisions, and contents itself with seeking 
to guide a current which il cannot stem. The 
demand for "Western learning" is, of course, 
primarily not a demand for knowledge as an 
end in itself. Until the war with Japan and 
the war between japan and Russia, the tradi- 
tional veneration in which the Chinese held 
their own classes, and education limited to 
those classes, was unshaken. But the first of 
these wars convinced them by its cruel lessons 
that this education did not i)roducc sagacious 
statesmen or skilled soldiers. The second 
taught them that wjlh Western learning an 
.Asiatic State might victoriously resist one of 
the greatest of F.uropean Powers. They un- 
questionabl)'' missed the full meaning of Ja- 
pan's success. They attributed to her acquisi- 
tion of European arts and sciences results 
which were, in fact, due to her success in 
grafting those arts and sciences upon rare 
moral qualities and habits which arc wholly 
independent of them. It is the intimate com- 
bination of the objective methods of European 
science with her own ethical system which is 
the explanation of the present strength and 
greatness of Japan. The Chinese reformers 
commit the cardinal error of ascribing to the 
first of these factors results which it could 
never have achieved without the co-operation 
,)f the second. That error must prove fatal to 
their expectations imless they disco\xr it and 
correct it. oi- unless il be unconsciously reme- 
died by the sounder instincts of the commun- 
ity as a whole. Cut this \-ery mistake only 
makes the education movement the stronger. 
Conservatives like Chang Chitung agree with 
reformers in holding it to be a short cut to na- 
tional greatness Both imagine tluit it will oj)- 
erate like a spell and dispense them from the 
slow and painful process of moral regenera- 
tion. 

But "Western learning" cannot be pursued 



by an Eastern people, even for limited pur- 
poses of a purely material kind, without utter- 
ly ui)setting some of their deepest and most 
fundamental conceptions. It inevitably inocu- 
Ijites them with new habits of thought, habits 
which react upon their entire mental and 
moral attitude in countless ways. It teaches 
them to reason from proved facts, to test state- 
ments, and to reject, statements. . which break 
down "under the test. Much of what they have 
been hitherto taught and have implicitly ac- 
cepted is manifestly and demonstrably incom- 
patible with the elementary physical laws up- 
on which their new learning rests. Much more 
is in open contradiction with the theories 
• which those bred in that learning have devel- 
oped in religion, in philosophy, and in ethics. 
The "atmosphere" of Western thotight is fatal 
to their old beliefs and habits. They must 
cither adopt beliefs and habits compatible with 
the scientific attitude or they must accommo- 
date their own ethical system to that attitude. 
Shouhl they fail to do one or (jther, moral 
chaos must be the outcome, and the new learn- 
ing will have brought them not progress, but 
dissolution. The Japanese escaped from the 
necessity of making this dangerous choice in 
the earlier stages of their initiation into Euro- 
pean thought. .Amongst them it was the gov- 
erning gentry who first imbibed the strong 
solvent of Western learning, and, fortunately 
iov their country, this class possessed a lofty 
and coherent code of ethics, which was compar- 
atively imaffected by the inevitable changes in 
their mental attitude. In other classes signs 
'aw^ not wanting of- unsettleraent and moral 
disturbance wrought by the sudden infusion of 
alien theories into minds which are not pro- 
tected by the habits that attenuate the action 
of such doctrines amongst ourselves. The 
same symptoms may be observed in much 
more aggravated and diversified forms 
amongst the En.glisii-edncated and half-edu- 
cated natives of India. Ximibers of these men 
have lost their hold of what is of lasting moral 
and social value in their ancestral systems 
v.-ithout any real assimilation of the ideals and 
habits on which European character is based. 
Mow large and crude doses of "advanced" 
l'',uropean thought administered haphazard 
nia_\- affect the Chinese intellect and character 
remains to be seen. There is no reason to 
^upI)ose that an}' class in China possesses such 
powers of resistance to the solvent of Western 
learning as did the Japanese Samurai. 

There have been other occasions in the his- 
tory of mankind in which sudden and A'iolent 
uphea\-als in the whole plane of thought ha\-c 
taken' jdr.cc in a ])articnlar societ)'. W'e have 
some faint and inadequate ideas of the shock 
which such events as the introduction of Chris- 



tianity, the Renaissance, the Reformation, and 

the French Revolution gave to the whole men- 
tal and ethical fabric of the world in their 
time. We know how profound and how unfor- 
seen in many respects were the consequences 
which directly and indirectly folowed them. 
It seems probable thai this propagation, of 
"Western learning" in China involves a blow 
to thevtraditioual thought and the accepted 
ethics of the Chihesc more violent than did any 
pf these changes to those of the generations 
who lived through them. The break which it 
makes .with the past is in many essentials 
complete; and this break is to be made in a 
land where for ages unf|uestioning veneration 
for the i);ist and passive obedience to authority 
have been regarded as the foundations of pub- 
lic and of private virtue, of philosophy, of re- 
ligion, of law, and l5f the State. How vast is 
the chasm which exists between East and West 
is well illustrated by our correspondent's ac- 
count of the impression which the study of 
European novels is producing upon respect- 
able Chinese citizens. They are perplexed, and 
they arc in some cases sliocked, but they are 
shocked in the wrong place. The "Dame aux 
Camelias" finds favor in their eyes as an etn- 
inently moral work, as is not unnatural in a 
land where there are courtesans who hold a 
.-social position no more discreditable than was 
that of the hetaerae in the .Athens of Pericles, 
:;;:d where self-abnegation range amongst the 
highest of virtues. : On the other hand they 
look upon some of the most spotless heroes 
whom our novelisis hold uf to the admiration 
of the youug person as ^sufferers from a per- 
verted moral sense, who are of doubtful san- 
ity. The Chinaman cannot conceive wdiy a 
"sensible man should be troubled in mind be- 
cause he happens to be in love with two ladies 
at once. The solution is absurdly simple, how- 
ever ninnerous may be the objects of his ad- 
miration. Why not marry them all and be 
dpne with it? What native critics think of the 
heroine whose young affections are divided we 
are not informed. It is probably unspeakable. 
To 400,000.000 of men whose ancient civiliza- 
limi has resulted in ethical conceptions so 
wholly alien from ours, and whose intellectual 
ideas are not less diverse, the w'orld of modern 
thought is, we are told, to be opened. Will 
the subjects of this portentous e^fpei-iitient 
emerge from it with success? The answer is 
pregnant with great issues to mankind. Tt 
would ^eem to depend upon the power of the 
Chinese to maintain their reverence for the 
\ital truths and principles which unquestion- 
ably underlie their old system, while they are 
cultivating, assimilating, and adjusting to their 
own requirements those which are the founda- 
tion of the new. . 



ocean rolls in unceasingly, roaring like a ver- 
itable fiend in the height of a storm, luit it is 
a delightfui chan.ge to come from a hot inlant! 
town, sit on the beach, drink in the pure, cool 
air, and feel the dash of the cold, salt spray. 

Barkley Sound is the location of a vepy 
profitable whaling enterprise. The whaling 
station i^ at Sechart, in the western channel, 
and a large number of whales arc caught an- 
nually, both in the Sotmd and out in the 
ocean. 

Fishing Industry 

There is another industry lying dorinant. 
which will undoubtedly spring to active life 
with the completion of the railway to .\lberni. 
It is the catching of fish on the banks off 
IJarkley Sound and Clayo(|uot and shi])]iing 
them fresh direct by refrigerator car from .Al- 
berni. It is a well-known fact that there are 
immense anfl ]3racticall_\' untouched fishing 
s-romuls off the west coast of Vancouver Is- 
land, where halibut, cod, and other white fish 
abound. With an unlimited supply of fish, a 
short haul to the railroad, a through refrigera- 
tor car system, and a ready market in the East, 
we have combined the elements of a highly 
profitable industry. 

There is a fine stretch nf level hind at 
I'clnelct on the north wesi side of Parkley 
Sound-; thi-re are also sunic comparatively 
level stretches on the eastern shore. All are 
heavily timbered, but as the timber is cleared 
off, the land will become availal:;lc for agricul- 
tural purposes. 

The climate of the Sound is much wetter 
than at Alberni. The" moisture laden winds, 
as they come m from the ocean, deposit a, large 
proportion of this moisture when they first 
.->trike the mountains which fringe the western 
side of Vancouver Island. 

Great Central Lake 

Great Central Lake lies to the northwestern 
end of Alberni district; the general direction 
is nearly cast and west, and it extends far into 
Clayoquot Land Division. It is reached by a 

waggon road from the town of Alberni. the 
distance l.>cing eleven miles, rising jljI feet 
above sea level. The lake is 22 miles long Ijy 
two wide in its widest part; it keeps the same 
general direction, but two turns prevent tlic 
whole of the lake being seen at once time. At 
the lower end the lake empties itself b}' Stamp 
River, down which the water rushes in a con- 
tinuous series of water-falls, cascades, and rap- 
ids, till it merges with Sproat River and is 
called the Somass from that point down. At 
the lower end of the lake there is a shallow la- 
goon of considerable extent, shaped like a 
hoot, from which it gets its name. I*or the 
first two and a half miles the lake is iiille more 
than a quarter of a mile wide, but from this 
point it widens out till it reaches its widest 
part at six miles, where it has a width of |.wo 



miles. .At one and a half miles from the 
lower end it is crosst;tl h>' the western Ixjun- 
dar_v of the F,s(|uimah Xanaimo Railway 
land grant. Where the lake is widest, the only 
islands which it encloses are situated, the lar- 
gest, named Cartvvright, being only a few acres 
in extent, and no great height above the lake 
level. 

No rivers of any large size flow into the 
Great Central Lake, the two largest being at 
the upper end, and named McBride and Drink- 
water Creeks. Where the former ercek de- 
bouches is a famous si)ot for trout. There lie 
sotiie beauties of great i\zc waiting for some 
angler who has the charm and tackle to land 
them. They have resisted the temptations of 
many a wary fisherman so far. Here, l0(j, 
amongst the reeds, a few geese are to be found. 
Il is stated tliat they have been in the habit of 
staying in this quiet little spot all summer:. 

.As will be seen from the map, the lake 
shores rise rapidly, and at few points is there 
land which will ever be fit for cultivation ; but 
if the slopes arc steep, they arc covered with 
the finest merchantable timber to be seen any- 
where, and i)ractically all the .land adjoining 
the lake has now been taken up as timber limits. 
The timber is principally fir. with some hem- 
lock and a sjjrinkling of white pine, whicii us- 
ually occurs in small hunches. The Esquimalt 
iH; Xanaimo f^ailway Company has surve^'cd 
a line of railway to the lower end of the lake, 
so that when it is built there will be no diffi- 
culty in getting logs to salt water. There are 
no dangers to navigation on the lake, the 
.shores being steep, and the four small islands 
easily seen. / 

There are two main passes on either side of 
the lake ;\Af.h Pass, on the north, at the base of 

Thunder Mountain, leads to Ash River and the 
.Alberni \ alley ; ii i.s only 500 feet above th« 
lake. On the south side, towards the ui)]3er 
end. is Taylor Pass to Taylor River, which' 
flows into Sproat Pake. The pass is i,8qo 
feet above the lake Ie\ el. .At Indian Point arc 
.some very old Indian rock carvings, which 
seem to represent ;i mythical fish. 

Following Drink water Creek from the head 
of the lake is a trail to the Pig Interior Mine. 
The trail has a gradual assent, being steeper 
towards the end, till jnsi below the fall^ from 
Delia Lake, a height of 1,500 feet above Great 
Central Lake i.s reached. Beyond this point 
the narrovv valley rises rapidly till at a mile 
furthcy on the head of the pass to Biit'te Lake 
is reached at an altitude of 4,570 feet above the 
sea, At the falls referred to, the frail turns to 
the left and rise.': up a nearly precipitous moun- 
tain side, wdiich is only made accessible by the 
trail below. When the top is reached the view 
will well repay the exertion of getting there. 

iJella Lake lies like an emerald surrounded 
by lofty and rugged mountains, its niirror-liUc 



surface reflecting back their wild beauty. The 
waters oi the lake find their way through a 
cleft in the rock and shoot out over the top 
of the bluff, falling a thousand feet before 
reaching the rocks below. Following with the 
eye the narrow valley up which the trail winds. 
Great Central Lake can be seen, perhaps cov- 
ered by a slight mist in the early morning. 
Standing at the edge of Delia Lake, one is in 
an amphitheatre of mountains; to the south- 
west, high above, the Nine Peaks glisten like 
minarets in the morning sun, wdiilst lower 
down is seen the blue of the glacier. The tops 
of the mountains of this Big Interior Range 
are aboiU 6,000 feet above sea level and 2,500 
feet al)ove IJella Lake. 

Tlie mountains of the Big Interior may be 
called the backbone of Vancouver Island, 
shedding the water to the south down the Al- 
berni Canal, to the west by Bear River into 
Clayoquot Sound. Standing on the Big In- 
terior Range, as far as the eye can reach is 
a sea of sno\y-clad mountains, with here and 
there one grander than the rest rising to a 
height of seven or eight thousan'd feet. To 
the south from Delia Lake is a pass leading to 
Pear River, flowing into Clayociuot Sound. 
The height of the pass is 4,000 feet: 

For those who enjoy mountain scenery, 
the trip to the Pi.g Interior Ilasin is strongTy 
rec(.immended. Cereal Central L,ak'e can be 
reached by saddle-horse or buggy from Af- 
berni. The journey up the lake can be made 
in a launch, and some enterprising individual 
will no doubt provide saddle-horses to do the 
nine miles trip up the trail. The last steep 
climb must be made with strong legs and 
arms, and can be easily done in two hours or 
less, with practically no danger, and when 
once at Delia Lake the view and change of 
scene will repay the trouble. 

Geology of the Alberni Valley 

reaches the commercial stage, Alberni offers 
originally a part of the cretaceous area on the 
east coast of Vancouver Island that has been 

brok-en through and separated from the east 
coast by the large igneous mass known as 
the llcaufort Range of mountains. This range 
is mainly a fine-graineil, dark-colored diabase, 
but there is evidence that at son;e iioints it ha* 
penetrated a limestone strata. This is espe- 
cially seen on that portion of the divide whicli 
lies between the Nanaimo Road and the Ouali- 
cum .Pass, .where limestone is seen in places, 
and where there are numerous limestone caves. 
While the main mass of the J^eaufort Range is 
a diabase or a basic gabbro along the rim of 
the cretaceous area, ttiere is in places schi'st 
and aglomcratc. 

.At numerous places the diabasic I'low has 
ncnetratcd the edge of the cretaceoits area 
with -its overflowing strata of sand and gravel, 
forming at ^joints masses of agglomerate. The 



cretaceous area is. bounded on its eastern bor- 
der by the Beaufort Ran^e, and to the west 

the Somass and Stamp Rivers seem to mark 
its extent in that direction, shale and agglom- 
erate being noted on the eastern banks of the 
rivers, while onh^ diabase is seen on the wes- 
tern, with the exception of small basin-shaped 
areas on Sproat Lake, which has survived tin 
period of glacial errosion. To the south the. 
sedimentaryvarea probably does inot extend 
more than" three or fbiitr miles south of the 
Nanaimo vRoad, while to the. north it :e}^cnds 
up the valley till the divide separating tlie dii. 
trict from Comox is reached. A mass ofdia^/^ 
basic rock has broken through the sedimen-" 
tary strata of the valley. It is known locally 
-as the Kitsuxis Ridge, and is .some two miles 
long by three-quarters wide, and rises to an 
average height of 150 feet. 

The lower portion of Roger Creek runs cii- 
tirely through shale banks, 100 feet or more in 
thickness; towards the mouth of the creek the 
strata is contorted, but at two miles from the 
mouth it lies nearly flat; in fact, this prevails 
in the middle of the valley,, but towards the 
edge tlie strata is tilted up by the upheaval of 
igneous rock. • . ' •< ■•* 

A si.x-inch seam of coaPwas iliscover^scl at 
the town of Alberni in digging in a well, and 
another small seam has been uncovered by'a 
creek higher up the valley. Whether workable 
seams of coal exist could be inferred from a 
careful conqiarison with the strata on the east 
coast and by boring, the most likely areas be- 
ing the basin of Roger Creek and north of the 
Kitsuxis Ridge. Plere the strata 'is lcss..dis-;' 
turbed than at other points. 

There is evidence that a glacier traversed 
tlie valley from north to south, gouging its 
ou-n way down the Alberni Canal and melting 
at last Av.'.tcro •.• met the warm v^aters in Bark 
ley-Sound, thv re depositing a mpraitie. This 
is seen by the .shallow depth of the , gound (40 
fathoms)' -.loirtpared . with the ' depths, in .; the 
canal (100 to- 150 fathoms). ' ^ v «<> 

Geology of Great Central Lake Region 

The eastern end of Great Central Lake is 
entirely bounded by basaltic rocks. Thunder 
J^Iountain, on the north side of the lake, is one 
of these, and rises boldly to a height of 3,200 
feet above the lake. The top has rather a 
stratified appearance and portions of the rock 
might be taken for agglomerate; but this is 
only due to the peculiar-, manner, of cooling. 
The rock wbtild kaVe'' 'been' a diabase had 'it 
cooled under suitable conditions; it is now best 
classed as a basalt. The same general rock 
continues down to the lake shores till Clark 
Point is reached. Here granitic rocks arc first 
seen, and this ground might be worth prospcct- 
l)Otli sides of the lake. On a cliff at Red Gulch, 
on the .south side,, very prominent red stain is 
seen, and .tlis ground might be worth prospect- 
ing. Alsb" at Tndiain Point -some float mineral 
was noted,, where the country rock is granite.. 
A short distance up Whittakcr Creek nothing'^ 
but granite was found, and McBride Creek was 
not examined at all, but there are reasons for 
believing that it offers a fair field to the pros 
])cctor. 

On going up the Big Interior Trail for the 
first three or four miles nothing but granite 
rocks are seen, but at about Tour mfles from 
the lake, limestone, both as float and in pi'acc, 
was noted. In all probability, on the moun- 
tains to the north of the trail, there is a lime^ 
stone and granite contact. which may extend 
over to the McBride Creek County, and^ ex'r 
perience has shown that on tfils coast a- 
good field in which to find ore. The ore body 
of the Big Interior Mine occurs on stich a* 
contact. 

There is evidence to show that on Vancou- 
ver Island granite is the later rock, and where 
it penetrates the basaltic rocks of the Vancou- 
ver series, or better still, a limestone strata, 
there we may expect to find ore, sometimes in 
]ia3'ing quantities a,nd sometimes .not. The 
entire Big Interior Basin is on a limestone and 
granite contact. 

While there has been a fair amount of work 
(lone, mining in Alberni has not got beyond 
the development stage, but a number of ship- 
ments have been made, the ore being taken 
out during the course of development. The 
ores down the canal and off BarJcley Sound 
are largely copper, the mineral being chalcopy- 
rite in a rather basic gangue, sometimes carry 
ing a good deal of magnetite, which makc.*i 
them very suitable for smelting with the sili- 
cious ores of the East Coast. 

There are several mineral claims which 
have very good prospects and, given better 
transportation and a fair price for copper 
there is no doubt as to their being worked 
.As the timber is cleared off, new mineral de- 
posits will in all probability he uncovered, 
such as has often been the case in the past". 

If the smelting of iron ore by electricity 
reaches the commercial stage, Alberni offered 
very favorable point for operation; there are 
good iron ores on the \yest; Coast ;;AYith suit- 
able flux, there are ''lar^e watet- po'w'e^^^^ in A1-. 
bemi, and with; failrpad communication coal.,, 
can easily be had from Comox. ' 

Other Industries 

Alberni will undoubtedly be the seat oF 
many other industries; the combination of 
cheap power, cheap fuel, unlimited water and 
easy transportatiotr will not long be overlook- 
ed by the manufacturer. 

A word might be said for some point on 
the west coast of Vancouver Island becoming 
the port for rapid transit^to the Orient ; this 
\yill some day be a factor' with the big trans- 
portation companies, and it remains with them 
to decide where such port shall be ; but the 
development of the natural resources of the 
West Coast will build up one or more towns 
which will go a long way towards settling up 
the country and peopling this Island with a 
happy and contented community. , 
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, N the February number of the Busi- 
ness Man's Magazine appears the 
following article from the pen of 
Mr. Herbert Vandcrhoof. It deals 
particularly with the agricultural 
and comniorcial advancement of 
British Columbia in the past few 
years, and of the many advantages 
to be found here:- 
British Columbia is called "The Paradise of 
the Pacific," and with reason. No more beau- 
tiful country exists under the sun that this 
province, which is indeed Nature's picture- 
;;-allerv. Mowcvcr, it is a busy Eden — no lazy 
iiKins'^ land. I\Iining, lumbering, agriculture, 
fruit-growing, fisheries, mixed farming, dairy- 
ing, all arc carried on in the fertile vallevs be- 
tween the great mountain ranges, and with 
almost unbelievable success. 
■ 'Did you ever hear of selling strawberries 
at twenty-five cents a pound — seven berries 
weighing- sixteen ounces? Did you ever hear 
<)[ getting seventy cents a dozen for eggs, and 
tcu cents a pound, live weight, for hogs? Did 
you ever hear of felling trees three hundred 
feet high and fifty feet in circumference at the 
base? Did you ever— but what's the use? 
British Columbia is never believed until it has 
been seen. Yet here are a few facts that may 
interest you. 

Less than fifty year^ ago British Columbui 
was shown on the map:, of North America as 
"New Caledonia," and was held as a fur pre- 
serve by the liudson's Bay Company under 
lease from the British government. To the 
world at large it was a hyperborean wilder- 
ness, a home of savage men and wild beasts. 
One \day gold was discovered, thousands of 
treasure hunters rushed in, and sudden and 
important changes occurred. The territory 
was created a crown colony with a responsible 
government, laws were enacted and enforced 
in accordance with British precedent, roads 
and trails were made to the "diggings," civic, 
educational and religious institutions were es- 
tablished, and British Columbia emerged from 
pbscurity , and became the Mecca of a vast 
army 'of sturdy pilgrims frotii all parts of the 
world. 

The primary object of the newcomers was 
gold, and the fortunate ones succeeded in win- 
ning about $30,000,000 in the period between 
1858 and 1868. But the needs, of the miners 
encouraged other industries, and. in due course 
British Columbia's timbcfr and fisheries came 
''to' be. regarded 'as ricariy' ec^u'a.r iii importance 
iVith her gold mines. ■'biiTihg the halcyon days 
of placer 'raining agriculture was ignored — for 
who*' would waste encrg)' planting jjotatocs 
when a crop of nuggets was to be had? But 
when the golden harvest became lighter,_many 
miners turned to farming from necessity or 
from inclination. Cultivated fields and ranches 
slowly began to appear on the lake fronts and 
river banks. Those who went into practical 
farming made money, and today their fine 
residences) surrounded bv well-tilled fields and 
cultivated orchards, are the envy as well as 
the incentive of every new settler. The in- 
dustry and intelligent efforts of fhese pioneer 
farmers demonstrated the capabilities of the 
soil of British Columbia for producing in pcr- 
ff.ction every cereal, fruit and vegetable that 
can be grown in the temperate zone. 
Advantages Where Irrigation Is Possible. 
The agricultural and pastoral lands are not 
restricted to a small prooortion of the total 
acreage, for Prof. MacCoun, the famous ex- 
l)ert, after personal investigation of the 
ground says: "The whole of British Colum- 
bia south of fifty-two degrees and east of the 
coast range is a grazing country up to 3;5op 
feet and a farming country up to 2,500 feet, 
where irrigation is possible." This is a most 
important statement, and its truth is being 
confirmed by the practical experience of set- 
tlers who have established themselves in the 
country. Within the boundaries thus roughly 
defined by Prof. MacCoun the capabiliries of 
the soil are practically unlimited. All of it 
that is not loo elevated to serve only for graz- 
ing i)uri)oses will produce all the ordinary 
vegetables and roots. i\Iuch of it will grow 
cereals to perfection, while everywhere the 
hardier varieties of fruits can be successfully 
cultivated. As far north as fifty-five degrees 
it has been practically demonstrated that ap- 
])les will flourish, while in the southern belt 
the more delicate fruits, such as peache'S; 
grapes and apricots, are an assured crop. 
Roughly .estimated, the extent of these ferrile 
laYids may be set down at one million acres, 
but this figure will probably be found far be- 
low the actu:d cpKuUity capable of cultivation 
when the country has been thoroughly ex- 
plored. The anticipation of such a resuk is 
justified from the fact that at several points in 
the mountains, even in the most unpromising 
looking localities, where clearing and cultiva- 
tion have been attempted, agriculture has been 
found successful. 

The opportunities for profitable diversified 
farming arc practically unlimited. The de- 
mand for every product of the farm is great 
and ever increasing, the present supply being 
wholly inadequate for the local market. Un- 
der a system of .small land holdings, with di- 
versified farming every object of cultivation is 
highly profitable, because produced by ^ labor 
that might otherwise. be unproductive. 
The advantages , of diversified farming over 
..special farming arc many and important, and 
'■■there is scarcely a district in British Columbia 
in wdiich diversified farming may not be carried 
on more ])rofitably than any special branch of 
the industry. Large areas which require irri- 







gation and arc now used for grain growing 
and stock raising will at no distant day be 
supplied with water, and will afford men of 
moderate means the opportunity to acquire ' 
homes and pursue general farm work under 
conditions similar jto, but rnore advantageous 
and profitable than' irt tli'e eaitkri provinces. 

frrigation, though far from general,, has al- 
ready wrought a change in agricultural meth- 
ods in those districts in which it has been intro- 
duced, but so far farming under this system 
does not appeal to the average easterner. 
Many who iiave had no experience with irri- 
gation entertain the feeling that it is suited to 
especial farming only. When they learn the 
use of water, applied whei-e and when' it is 
needed, and come to understand that there is 
nothing intricate about it, or anything difficult 
to be learned in respect to it, thev cjuickly ap- 
preciate its advantages. The productive value 
of land in liritish Columbia which has good 
water facilities is easily four times as great as 
land in Eastern Canada. 
Prosperous Homes and Profitable Occupation. 

The milder climate contributes to fliis in a 
mea,sure, but the great advantage of irrigation 
lies in being able to control the elements, or, 
in other words, being independent of them in 
the conduct of farm work. Diversified farm- 
ing is essentially practicable where irrigation 
is recpiired. it enables the farmer to gratiiy 
his fancy with respect to crops, and at the 
same time cealize from the land the greatest 
possible returns. By studying the needs of 
his locality and adjusting his products' to the 
demand, he derives a continuous income with- 
out fear of failure from drought or excessive 
rain. The general farmer may combine stock 
raising, which includes dairying, in a smrd! 
way, hay and grain, poultry, hogs and sheep, 
with a great variety of small fruits and vege- 
tables. 'J'he farmer who understands how to 
reduce Iiis products to compact form, making 
his alfalfa or hay field support a few cows, 
which will yield with their increase a consider- 
able annual return each, a few sheep and hogs, 
which find a ready sale at al) seasons, a small 
band of hens and turkeys, always saleable at 
good prices, can easilv wait for bis fruit trees 
to come to bearintr — he will never find it neces- 
sary to confine himself to a special branch. 
Thousands of men who are struggling jor a 
meager, livelihood on exhausted fields else- 
where may find prosperous homes here with 
profitable occupation in a climate and amidst 
scenes of beauty uncquailed in the world. 

Dairying pays haiulsouicly, especially in 
cases where the farmer is not obliged to em- 
l)loy skilled labor to do the milking and butter- 



making. The local demand for butter is con- 
stantly increasing \^■ith the pjopulation ancl^ihe.' 
prices secured are far higher than in tlie east. 
The province possesses .flairge possibilities for 
dairying. There are 'extensive pastoral- lands 
in the interior, while increased cultivation in 
the lower country will form the necessary feed- 
ing ground. With a plentiful supply of good 
water and nutritious grasses, there is every 
required facility added. The coast climate Is 
most favorable to the dairying industry.^ 
Clover, one of the most valuable plants in cul- ' 
tivation.^is practically . a vvecd in British Col- 
umbia, Avest of tile Cascade I^aiige. O lice es- 
tablished in the soil, it is practically impossible 
to get it, out. Lu';crne, or alfalfa, is succeeding 
admirably. In the Okanagan Valley and many 
other points, throe heavy crops of this nutrir 
tious fodder are i)roduccd annually. 

There are sixteen co-operative and private 
creameries established in the province, all do- 
ing well and earning satisfactory dividends. 
The provincial government aids tbe estabHsh- 
ment of co-operative creameries by loaning tlic 
promoters one-half of the cost of the creamer}^ 
building, plant and fixtures, repayable in eight 
instalments with iuterest at five jjcr cent., the 
first of such instalments to be paid at the ex- 
j)iration of three years, and the other seven 
annually thereafter. 

Cheese iiiaking has scarcely been attempted 
on a commercial basis, as there ,is but one 
cheese factory in the province. This factory \k 
at Langley, and has a daily capacity of about 
1,000 pounds of cheese. The article produced 
is of good quality, and finds ready sale. 

Potatoes, turnips, beets, man.golds, and all 
the other roots grow in profusion wherever 
their cultivation has been attempted. vSixty- 
eight tons of roots to a measured acre is re- 
corded at Chilliwack, and near Kelowna, on 
Okanagan Lake, 20 acres,prodnced 403 tons of 
potatoes, which sold at $14 per ton, while 
carrots, turnips> parsnips and beets sell at an 
average of about 60 cents per bushel. 

Wheat is grown principall}'' in the Eraser 
river valley, and is manufactured at local mills, 
at Endcrb}', Armstrong and Vernon. Until 
the northern interior of the province is brought 
under cultivation through the 'construction of 
railways, the wheat area Avilbnot be increased. 
Wheat is only grown on;ithe mainland coast 
and Vancouver Island for ifodder and poultry 
feeding. Very good barley is grown in many 
])arts of the province. Oats are the principal 
grain cro]), tlie quality and yield being good, 
and the demand bir.vond' the _ quantity- grown. 
]>Iye is grown to a limiled'^extciit and is used 
for fodder.

These averages are very much exceeded in 
many cases, and according to nature of soil 
and local conditions. In the matter of oats, 
as high as- 100 bushels to, the acre is not an 
uncommon yield . 

Poultry raising is carried on to advantage, 
a profit of $2 per vear on each hen being aver- 
age. Ducks, geese and turkeys do well in 
many parts of the countrv. The prices are 
excellent for poultry and eggs. 

Hop-growing, tobacco-raising, bcc-culturc, 
cranberry, celery, sugar beet and melon grow- 
ing are also carried on successfully. cul- 
ture of flowering bulbs on Vancouver Island 
is a profitable industry, the gains being esti- 
mated at over $2,000 per acre. 

Cattle-raising on a large scale was once a 
chief industry of the province, but the ten- 
dency of late has been for smaller herds and 
the imi)rovenient of the stock. While the pro- 
vince is capable of raising all the beef, mutton 
and pork required for home consumption, a 
large amount is annu.-"-- !"inorted. 

Fruit-growing is one of the most important 
industries of the province. A few years a"-o 
the -man who would venture to describe the 
Kootenays as fruit-growing districts would 
have been looked upon as a visionary or an 
imbecile; today all southern British Colum- 
bia is acknowledged to he the finest fruit- 
growing countrv on this continent. Not only 
will it jn-oduce fruit in abundance,' but .the 
ciuality of its fruit is superioX to that^gro-wn 
in any other part of America. Certain varie- 
ties of fruit attain perfection in certain locali- 
ties — for instanc'eTthe Fameuse annlc develops 
its best qualities on the island of Montreal-— 
but, taking a collection of British Columbia 
fruit, it is larger, better colored, and better 
flavored than any similar miscellaneous lot, 
the product of any other countr^ 

fn 1903 the first carload of apples was 
shipped to Great Britain, the shipment consist- 
ing of Spys, Bald-wins, Ontarios and -Canada 
Reds. They arrived in Glasgow, Scotland, on 
November 9 in splendid condition, and sold at 
six shillings per box, or about one dollar more 
a barrel than the choices a])ples from other 
ilisiricts, reckoning about three and a half 
boxes to the barrel. The Britisli Columbia ap- 
j)les aroused nuich interest among fruit deal- 
ers, as well as consumers, and many letters 






ME Tokio correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, writing under date of 
January 5th, says: The foreign 
trade of jai)an during 1907 con- 
tinued to show the development 
which has been a marked feature of 
its record during the past decade. : 
Out of 28 principal st;qdcs of export 15 showed 
increases and 13 decreases, the net result be- 
ing a total export of 431 million yen — omitting 
fractions — against 424 millions in igo6, or an • 
augmentation of 7 millions. On the side of 
imports, out of 28 staples 20 gave increases 
and 8 decreases, the net issue being a total 
im])ort trade of 495 million yen against 419 
million for i'0\ or an increase of 7O millions. 
Thus the aggregate trade for 1907 was ojf) 
million yen against 843 for 1906, an increase 
of 83 millions. 

Dividing into foiu' periods the inter\'al oi^36 
years between 1872 — when first the recorrls be- 
came trustworthy — and 1907, we ha\-c the fol- 
lowing results : 

1872 — I',xi)nrls, 17 million yen; imports, 26 
million yen; total, 43 million yen; average per 
bead of population 1.30 yen. 

1880 — Exjjorts, 28 million yen; imports, 37 
million yen; total 65 million yen; average per 
head of population, 1.80 yen. 

1889 — Exports, 70 million yen; imports, 66 
million yen ; total, 136 million yen; average 
per head of ])opulation, 3.40 yen. 

1898 — Exports, 166 million yen; imports, 
277 million yen ; total, 433 million yen ; average 
per head of population, 10.13 yen. 

1907 — Exports, 431 miUion yen; imports, 
495 million yen ; total, 926 million yen; average 
per head of population, 18.80 yen. 

Diu-ing tile first to years of this trade the 
growth was coinparalix ely insignificant. Thus, 
between 1872 ami 1887 — an interval of 16 years 
— it little more than doubled, swelling from 
43 millions to 07- I'uit during the next 20. years 
■-from 1888 to 1007 — it s|)rang from 131 mil- 
lions to 926, a sevnfold increase. 

The returns indicate that, although, in 1906, 
an excess of^5 millicMi yen was recorded on the 
side (jf exports, the trade resumed irs habit in 
1907, imports being greater than exports by 64 
millions. The term' "habit" may justly be em- 
ployed, for, during the period of 30 years tabu- 
lated above, imports exceeded exiports in 22 
years and exports exceeded imports in 14 only. 
Moreover, the excesses of imports aggregated 
millions of yen and the excess of exports 
71 millions, so that the balance against Japan 
on the whole trade was 673 millions.: It is not 
possible to set forth accurately the sources 



from which specie was obtained to pay for this 
excess of purcbasei- over sales. During the 
past 12 years the balance has been only once 
in Japan's favor, aiul the fact causes some un- 
easiness as suggesti'jig a constant exodus of 
gold. Whether, and, if so, to what extent, such 
an exodus is taking place, there is much diffi- 
culty in determining, since the movements of 
si)ccie as sliown in the customs returns are 
complicated by the intrusion of state loans. 
Doubtless thfc account should include a large 
item under the heading of the Japanese mer- 
cantile marine's earnings, and the expenditures 
of foreign residents, tourists and ships, as well 
as a comparative!}' small though not unimport- 
ant item under the heading of money sent home 
by Japanese emigraius. The \\-hole (luestion 
aw;uts closer enitiu}- than has yet been be- 
stowed on it. .Meanwhile it may be noted that 
Japan resembles England in this matter of 
seeming to buy more than she sells. 

If the principal staples of import "Pe ex- 
amined, they are found to consist chiefly of 
raw materials and machinery. The figures are 
as follows: 

Raw materials, 186 million yen; partially 
manufactured materials 92 million yen; ma- 
chinery, locomniives, petroleum, etc., 95 mu- 
lion yen; wholly manufactured articles, 9 mil- 
lion yen ; foodstuffs, 79 n-iillion yen ; miscel- 
laneous, 34 million yen. 

W'ilh t\\-o insignificant cxce|-)tlons (cotton 
\'arns and iron) every i'eni in the list of raw 
or partially manufactured materials shows 
steady increase; while, out of the five cate- 
gories of wholly manufactured goods, three 
(notably piece goods) show steady decreases 
and the remaining two are insignificant. This 
is in conformity with the tendency of modern 
Japan to become a manufacturing country. In 
1007 she sent out 344 million yen worth of 
wholl)' nr partially manufactured goods, and 
she has now almost ceased tn purchase Irom 
abroad such tliin.gs as sliirtings, cotton pi'Iiits, 
woollen cloths, serges, niousseline dc laine and 
cotton }-arns, which in the early^ years used to 
constiuite liic backbone of her. import trade. 

There is no reason tn doubt tliat had cii'- 
cumstances remained normal, the unfavorable 
balance of trade in 1907 woulcj have been much 
smaller. But twa exceptional events interfered. 
One was the panic in thc United States, which, 
virtually paralyzed that Countrv's dema'nd for 
raw silk;-.the other, the depreciation of silver, 
which partially shut the markets of silver- 
using countries against Japane.sc goodi^t Thus 
the closing davs of December saw great quan- 
tites of silk ])iled up in Yokohama without an 
outlet, ;inil saw the Chinese and the f-Coreans 
deterred from buying Japan's yarns and piece-

goods owing to the reduced purchasing pow'fir 
of their silver currency. It is notably wifli 
the Orient and the United States of America 
that Ja|)an's over-sea commerce is develo])ing. 
During the past decade her trade with the 
Orient has multiplied five times; her trade 
with the LInited States of .'\inerica four tii-nes, 
and her trade with Great Britain only twice. 
Hence ' anything injuriously affecting the 
United States and China means a temporary 
loss of her two most important clients' custom. 

The movements of shipping go to emphasize 
the fact that Japan is rapidly gaining for her- 
self a high place in her own maritime carrying 
trade. Thus, ten 3'ears ago, namely, in 1898, 
the total t<Tnnage of \-essels entering her ]-)orts 
was 8 million tons, and out of that figure her 
own flag stood for only 2 millions. But in 
7907 the aggregate was 20 million tons, and 
Japan's share l eriched <; n)illi(.)ns. : This remark- 
able development has not been achieved with- 
out a measure of state aid, but the money 
seems to have been well spent, for without the 
merclumt fleet now in her possession she must 
have l.)een impotent for the i)ur|)oscs of the 
campaign in Manchuria, which constituted the 
great turning point of her career. , 



CLEAN WATCHES WITH BREAD 

Perhaps the most novel use to which bread 
is put may be seen in the great watch factories 
at Elgin, ill., where more than forty loaves oi 
fresh l)read arc required each day. Supt. Geo. 
v.. Hunter of the watch factory is quoted as 
saying: 

iM-um the earliest times in the history of 
watchmaking it has been the custom of 
watchmakers to reduce fresh bread to the form 
of dough. : This is done by steaming and 
kneading. They then use this dough for re- 
moving oil and chips that naturally adhere in 
course of manufacture to pieces as small as the 
])arts of a watch. There arc many parts of a 
watch, by the way. that are so small as to be 
barely \-isi!de to the naiced e-\'e. The oil is al>- 
sorlied by this dough, and the chips stick vo it, 
and there is no other known substance which 
can be used as a wiper without leaving some 
of its particles attached to the thing, wiped. 
This accounts for the continued use of bread 
dough' in the watchmaking industry."

diploma. 

One result of this exhibit was the deluging 
of Agent-General J. II. j urncr with letters 
n-om prominent Engli.sh fruit dealers, anxious 
to do business with British Columbia fruit- 
growers. Several of the lesading, fruit firms , 
have placed large orders fo,r next season's fruit, 
so it may tie confidently stated that fruit tracle 
with the Old Country has been firmly' estab- 
lished. 

Grapes and Peaches in Southern B. C. 

The quality of the peaches and grapes grown 
in Southern British Columbia can scarcely be 
excelled, the crisp, dry air and bright sun- 
shine combfning to impart a luscioujsne^s ,of 
flavor lacking in .J:l^b\ fruit, of libC countries. 
The recetit discovery of 'figrirecs growing wild 
on Vancouver Island, near Nanaimo, has sug- 
gested the possibility of the successful cultiva- 
tion of this fruit. Almonds, v/alnuts, chest- 
nuts, nectarines, apricots, olives and other 
scn-ii-tropical fruits have been successfully 
grown. No attcn-ipt has been made to grow - 
citrus fruits, but it seems reasonable that..t|^e - 
hardy Japanese orange would do weUlli.SOme 
of the sunny southern valleys. • ',e 

The setting out^nd care of an orchard until 
it becomes a .cource of profit requires consider- 
able outlay of cash and personal exertion, but 
the results after a few years furnish ample 
compensation. The cost of setting out twenty 
acres of apple trees in Southern British Col- 
umbia is about as follows: 

Twenty acres at $100 an acre, ,$2,000; fenc- 
ing, .'?20o; preparing land, $100; trees (168) at 
12 1-2 cents each, $121; freight, etc., .$20; set- ' 
ting out, at S cents each,' $48.40. Total, $2,- 
4S9.40. ■ .. 

Root crops and small fruits,, planted be- 
tween tjie trees for the first year or two, and 
red clover up to the fifth j'ear, should mpre ^ 
than pay for the trees. The fourth year' the'' 
trees should produce some fruit — probably 
$100 worth. The cost of maintenance for five 
years, v.'itb the original cost and interest, 
would amount to .S4,S36.22, or .S242 pier acre, 
less the value of clover, roots and fruit In the 
sixth year, the or-;har(l should produce $850 
worth of fruit, in the seventh $3,200, and in the 
ninth §5,800, after which it should pay a net 
annuafprofit of $125 to $150 per acre— an as; 
sured income for life of $2,500 to f3,c«6 per 
year. ^ ' . ' 

This estin-.ate of jirofits is not based on pa- 
per and pencil calculations, but is justified by 
actual experience of liritish Columbia fruit- 
growers. C)ne Ivelowna ranch i)roduccd over 
five thousand dollars' worth of fruit from six 
and on<!-third acres in one season. 

Whether the settler goes into mining, lum- 
bering, slock raising, mixed farming, dairying, 
poultry-raising, or fruit-growing, he is sure of 
a good market for his produce in British Co-^ 
lumbia. The agricultural industry cannot keep 
pace with the march of progress, and the 
thousands of men en-iployed in the mines and 
lumber camps require more than the farmer 
can possibly produce. Then there is the Klon- 
dike market, and the Oriental trade, so that 
the future of the iu-ovincc is assured. 

Socially, the country is one of the pleasaut- 
est on the continent. The "bad man" is con- 
spicuously absent. Peace and good order 'arc 
universal. The lawffs (Strictly administered in 
the courts, and seridiis-crimes are fare. . The 
provincial police do good service in maintain- 
ing a high standard of law and order/ Outdoor 
sports are popular, cricket, - lacrosse, hockey, 
football, baseball, golf ahd bbating being coni-- 
mon throughout the province. Churclies are 
in practically every town. Schoolj* are well- 
provided for in ajjl districts. 'J'axes are not 
liigh. Wages arc'good. I'',verything is here to 
tempt the settler, and to secure him a comfort-

A MAN WITH A MISSION 

On last Sutulay we pointed out that tiie cUstln- 
RUialifng feature of the career of the Apostle Paul 
was hiw proseutatlon of the doctrine of ,the Moaslah- 
ship of Jesus as not merely national In " its scope, 

• but,ui)lvorsa!. This Is all the more noiaDic Tjecause of 

'""■''■tiie ' fact " that Paul was a Jew. Tliorc wouUl have 
been ICiss slgnincnneo In it, If he had boon ot aomo 
other race, and, Inipressecl by tUo' life, '• death and 
teachinsa of Josus; had made the clalnr that all peo- 

. plo. alike would share In the benefit, of them, and not 
only those who nppreciatcil Him to so slight an ex- 
tent that it wu!< truly said Ho was "despised and 
rejected" by them. If yomc Roman, Grecian or 
Egyptian student had talten the position that the 

' mission of The Christ was tn all manUlnd, 

■ 'or' If (soitie Eastern' philosopher, holding the tenets 
, advanced by ?;oroaster or Buddha, had doije so, 

there would have been less ground for surprise; but 
that a man trained in the narrow culture of the 
JeWB, and dominated by their rnclat prejudices and 
haughty escluslveness, should liave done so, is well 
worthy of great consideration. "After the most 
Htraitest sect of our religion, I lived a Pharisee," was 
his own deflyiition of his religious position, up to 
the time that he recognized that Jesus was The 
Christ, and began to, preach His sospcl. The name 
Pharisee has come to be one ot reproach, but this 
d'jos great Injustice to what ' one writer describes as 
•'a self-sacrificing, patriotic, pious, learned and na- 
tional party of progress." The cardinal principle of 
Pharlseolsm was that men should do good because 
they loved Ciod, tlie Father. They were strict ad- 
liercnts to Mo.saic law, anil after the cruel fashion 
of those days, had little mercy for those who were 
opposed to them in religious matters. They consti- 
tuted the popular branch of the commuiiily. the 
jTOverninp classes bclns: for tlie most part sadducees, 
whose matcrialisni was lliclr chief religious charac- 
teristic. We find, therefore, in Paul a man, who ac- 

■ cep.ted the 'doctrine of immortality, who believed In 
the strictest observance of the laws oroscribed by 
.Mo.ses and those wlilch tlie SynaEogue had super- 
impo.^cd uriori tluiin. who '>.as Jealous for the ad- 
vancement of his own faith and the suppression of 
every movement calculated to overtiirow it. In ad- 
dition to this he was an educated man and pos- 
sessed Qualities of leadership. That such a man 
should have A'ast In his lot with the despl.sed follow- 
ers ot the cricified N'azarene, is not to be explain- 
ed on the ground that he was influenced by selfish 
motives, and hts earnest and persistent devotion to 
his new work, notwithstanding all manner of perse- 
cutions, precludes the .supposition that he was the 
victim of some hallucination, or that, as Festus sug- 
gested when Paul was before him, much learning 
had tnadc htm mad. So much of the foundation of 
Christianity, a.s we have It today. Is due to the in- 
fluence of this extraordinary man, that evi-ry l<nown 
fact concerning his life and teaching becomes of 

■ ercati. Importance. It is not necestory for us to as- 
• sume that everything ho sali^ in. a doctrinal way Is 

to be acce)jtod as indicating the true nature oC the 
relation of man to tlie Creator, lie liim.selt admit- 
..tcd that he only saw through a glass darkly. Pos- 

. 'slWy In tils' 'efforts to make his conceptions of "the 
mystery of godIlnes.s" plain to thn varied peoples 
with whom he came In contact, he employed forms of 
expression, which very Inadeciuatcly conveyed his 
moaning. He was a man of great directnes.s ot 
vspeech, 'but he had to make himself Intelligible to 
person.s' who.«e Ideas on the subject of what we now 
recognize as Christlaiiily were absolutely nil. Very 
often we liear ministers of the Gospel endeavor to 
Impress upon their hearers that they should under- 
stand Paul as speaking directly to them, and many 
and curloiis arc tlie perversions of his language 
Which they make so as to force It to lit conditions 
existing today. By such false con.structions of his 
meaning much of the value of his teaching is lost. 
.These considerations emphasize what has been said 
above, namely, that so important was the influence 
of Paul upon the development of Christ lanlty that 
his life and character are wOrtli,\ uf the closest 
study. It is, of course. Impossible in articles of this 
nature to undertake such a task jwltb any approach 
10 Ihoroughnosa. All ^ve can do* is to suggest the 
line of investigation, and we recommend to all read- 
ers the careful pciusal of (lie .\cts of the Apo.stles, 
especially for the purpose of familiarizing Iheni- 
.selves with the character and dominating impulses 
of the man. who i>riiiai)s more than any other, al- 
ways e.xchiding iln' l'"otuider of our Faith, has in- 
flueiicrd Die progress and development of what we 
call ("lirisliiiii cjvili/.alion.

Then, obtaining per- 
mission, he iitood upon the steps of the castle, and 
beckoning llie Jews toward.-" hlni, addressed them 
svilli ciiuragc\ l('lliiig thn .story uf his conveision, 
and closing witii ih" declaration that the God of the 
people had commanded him to preach to the Gen- 
v tHe» the gospel, which the tradition of centuries had 
taught ther;i to l)elie\e was for them alone. There 
is little wond'.M' thai, when he !old them that llie 
Nazarene ivliom they had slain was the long-expect- 
ed Messiah, and that- he had received a divine com- 
mand to preach to the Gentiles that the Victim of 
Calvary was their Saviour, vhe Jr.v.'s should cry out 
Bga,lnst him that lie \va;; no; p,t to live, and exliibit 
' uncontrollable freniiy. In this story uo gel a pic- 
Vtura'of the man, and it is one of a heroic mind and 

''ixeart, whatever his physical presence may have 
beqn; It Is one of a mission of universal salvation 
through Christ. 

FELICIA DOROTHEA HEMANS 

There was a time, and it was not .so very long 
»so, whcn ^to have been without a volume of the 
poems of Felicia Hemans would have stamped a 
hnuseiiold as lacking in culture and icflnemnnt. She 
was paj' f'rnpliaHis llie poet of the Engllali-.ipeaking 
ijeople. Tiiat she was not one of the greatest poets 
was due to the lack of some Indefinable quality and 
;vdsslbly to some extent to ihe fact that she wrote 
too easily to make It neeessary Un lier to devote to 
her worli that degree of persistent care without 
which great literary achlcvenionts .seem impossible. 
^ .She'Vvjas'.born at, Liverpool In 1703, where her father, 
whose name .Wtis B'l'owne,' was temporarily residing. 
JJfl removed very shorlly after to Wales, where 
i''eltcla was brought up. Shi: was a very beautiful 
child, and grew up to bo a beqptlful woman. Her 
poetic talents oxhlblted V*!'^^^ when she was 

very young, her first volume of poems 'hiivl'.-;g been 
pu'bllahed when she wa.'-i fourteen years of age, and 
It contains poems written when f.-lic wuh only leu. 
She was married when' she wQia eighteen, to Captain 



"Hemans. of the 4th Infantry, ilcr choice was not 
particularly happy, for her husbands health had 
been broken by -exposure in the campaign which 
terminated In the ^eath of Sir John Moprc at .Co- 
;runna, and his temper seemed to have • suffered ac- ' 
(jordlngly. Five sons 'Cvere' born to them, but after 
six ycar.s of life together the couple separated. 
Cajjtaln Hemans going to Italy and his wife remain- 
ing at home with her children. They never met 
again.' ' ' ■ • / 

'Mrs. Hemans does not appear to have been In 
any financial diflicultics. She made her home at 
Rhyllon, in Wales, where her sister writes, "an at;- 
mosphcro of home gathered round the dwelling; 
roses: -\yere plantea and honeysuckle trained, and the 
rustling of a solitary poplar was taken' Into lier 
heart like the voice of a friend. The dingle became 
a favorite haunt, wliere she would pass •many hours 
of dreum-llke enjoyment with her books and lier 
own -sweet fancies, her children playing around her." 
Here she spent eight happy years. ■ Groat work was 
hardly to be expected under sucti circumstances, and 
her poom.s reflect tlie domestic sule of lil'e, mil so 
much in Its actual pictures, indeed, as in tiic senti- 
ments inspiring them. Reading them, one is, led un- 
consciously to associate them with a writer who 
wrote neither under the sti-ess of necessity nor of 
compelling jiassion. Tiie.v are not Uie outpourings 
of a surcharged soul, nor the message of one wlio 
feels that she must deliver It, but the metrical 
stories of one who enjoy-s tolling them and has a 
neat trick of relating them in verse. Mcr liopularlty 
was wonderful; evei-yhody sccuis lo have loved licr. 
Sir Walter Scott, who did iiol at all like her poetry, 
whicli he described as all dowers and no fruit, ad- 
mired the beautiful young poet and frankly avowed 
himself as charmed with her personality. The 
ci'itics vied in their jiraises, and publishers eagerly 
-sought her works. One of her dearest friends was 
Wordswortli. After her death, which occurred In 
Dublin, at the home of her brother, when ■ she was 
only forty-one years old, Wordsworth wrote: 

"Mourn rather for that holy spirit. 

Sweet as the spring, as uceun deep; 
For iter who, ere her summer faded, 
Has sunk into a breathless sleep." 

While, as has been said above, she can hardly lie 
called a great poet, and while her more serious efforts 
can hardly be said to possess any real merit, she 
was.estecnietl by the reading public of both l/higlaiid 
and America more highly, perhaps, tlinii any other 
woman writer of verse. Her popularity on this side 
of the Atlantic was greater. If possible, than) In her 
own country, and she declined a very Haltering offer 
to become editor of a magazine In Boston. Doul)tless 
her poem on "The Landing of the Pilgrim Fathers' 
contributed much to her vogue In the United States. 
Every one knows this poem, which In 'some of Its 
stann'as roaches a height of ex.ccllence not often sur- 
passed. Take iho third an(i.fourth as examples. The 
third is as follows: 

"Xot as the conaueror comes. 
They, the true-hearted came. 
Xot with the roll of stirring drums 
And the trumpet that sings of fame."' 

Tliere is nothing in literature finer in Its way than 
the last two lines, i„ expressing in' words the sound 
of the drums and trumpet, it is (|uite e(|unl I9 
Homer's famous line about llie reverberating sea. 
The fourth lias a line note of denanoe In It: 

"Xot as the flying come. 

In silence and in fear; 
They .shook the depths of tlie desert glooin 
With their hymns of lofty cheer." 

It Is a flne thing lo have such things said about one's 
ancestors, and It Is not surprising that the people of 
.MassachuseltK wero ready lo take the poetess to 
Iheir hearts. In "Cassabianca," which Is the true 
story of the thirteen-year-old lad who .food at his 
post of duty on the Orient until the ship was lilown 
Into atoms, she produced something which will en- 
dure as long as the English language lasts and the 
heart of youth responds to a tale of unflinching cour- 
age. Other products of her pen have gained a pot>u- 
larity enjoyed by tlic writings of very few. .\iuoiig 
thpm are: "The Hour of Deaili," wliicli begins wilii 
those oft-quoted llnesr 

"Leaves have their time to fall, 

And nowers lo wither with the north wind's 

breath" ; 

"The Lost Pleiad," whicli is in its way almost be.\oiiil 
comparison for stron.iflh and iicauU-; ••The Hoinrs uf 
Kngland." pcirhaps the most delightful picture of 
rural British life tliat was ever penned, and "Tii<- 
Treasures of the Deep," which .speaks of "the true 
and the tar;i\-e" who liave sunk beneath Its waves as 
tlie ;iiosl IJrecious tilings llic uccun holds, ser\c ;is 
illustrations. In these poems .Mrs. Hemans gavi- the 
world some thoughts and turns of language, which 
liave become a part of the common property of niiin- 
klnd. She Is perhaps more frequently quoted limn 
any other English , writer except Shak<-s!<«'a"c. 



SOCIAI\ AND MORAL REFORMERS 

N. de neriiand l.ugrin, ifi 
John Wyclif. 

In tlie groat public libraries of l^ngland luday 
there may bo found some old niiiiniscri|jls, thiir 
great worth consisting not so much in ihelr i-oiitenls. 
for the maiti r contained in them is available now to 
every 011c, but of value rather for what they repre- 
sent, the boglnniu.g of religious Indepemlence in 
thought and action for a world lillherlo com plel (•l.\- 
under the dominion of the papacj , the dawning of 
■the reformation. The.se old manuscripts are 
Wycllf's version fif the KIblo, the first translation 
made of llie sacred ijook into lOngllsli. 

Joliii \\'}'clif was born in i:i:;( near llichiuuiid, in 
■i'orkslilre, about a century afler the establislinicnl 
of the unlversltlOB, the creation ot the Mendicant 
Order of Fl-lars, and the niomeiablc usur)iatlon of 
Innocent 111. We find little or no account uf his 
bciyhnnd year.", bu' we know tliat at tile age of six- 
teen ho was -a sludenl at Morton College, at Oxfoi-d. 
He became the most eminent man In thn University 
and graduater^ with high honors. It was not, how- 
ever, until i;!60, when lie was thirly-alx years old, 
that his career a.s a reformer liegan. 

It must be understood that at this lime tlio 
Papacy was the life and support, the centre tin fact, 
of all governments, more a unlvoriial government It- 
self than the head of a religion. Tin- iio]k'.m exor- 
cised i)0Wers and prerogatives thai were c.xcccdlngly 
di.slastcful to the secular licads of the government in 
Engiaad. Tliey exacted heavy contributions from 
the people. Impoverishing,, the nation. ' Unwoi'thy 
favorites, sometimes mere lioys, were given the most 
important iio.sts and livings. Xot only were the 
laity taxed, hul tlie clergy as well, and contribu- 
tions wen; also derived from the isale ot bcn.bflees, 
from the transl'er of sees, and from the bestowiil (if 
badges of epl.scopal authority. Iniuicenl ill. had 
founded the order of Mendicant l''rlars to slreiiBiln u 
the power of the Papacy, ^ and this order began K'} 



Increase nt a rapid rate. The grey-gowned beggnrs 
literally swarmed over I-mgland. They sold in- 
duigences, and, under the mask of poverty, ac- 
cumulated wealth to enrich llieir monasteries and 
convents,' and other religious houses belonging to the 
different orderaL of Beuedlcllnes, which grew enor- 
riionsly rich from the money extorted from the poor. 
In a population of not more than four million peo- 
ple there were twenty thousand monks, most of 
thorn Icadlns Mzy, ;dUsoluto lives, rather boastful, 
Ihaii otherwise, of thclf'^lgnoruncc in spiritual mai- 
lers. "It was in the thirteenth century," writes 
John T.,ord, "tliat the doctrine of transubstantiatloa 
was established, the withholding of the cup from tlio 
laity and the noccHslty of ..confession as a condition of 
recclvlnig the commttnfon,'!' which corruptions In- 
ereused amazingly the power of the clergy over the 
minds of superstitious people, and led to still more 
flagrant evils, like the sale of Indulgences, and the 
perversion of tlie doctrine of penance, originally en- 
forced to aid the soul to overcome the tyranny of the 
body, but finally accepted as the expiation of sin; 
so thai tlie door of Heaven itself was opened by venal 
priests only to those whom they could control and 
rob." 

John Wlycllf, Intcnsoiy Interiested In the spiritual 
welfare of the people, and. iiercelving wiiat such 
ciiminality on the part of the clergy would mean if 
allowed to go on unchecked, began lirst to attack 
the Mendicant Friars, though, In spite of all his pro- 
testations, he did not succeed In removing this ob- 
noxious order. He diil succ-eed. however, In impress- 
ing the people with ills wise judgment and fearless- 
ness, and Ills keen Inainht Into ecclesiastical matters. 
He was appointed to the rich rectory of Felllnghara 
by Ballol College, and became' one of the "dons" of 
the University. Tlie whole nation honored him, the 
dignity conferred upon him by ills position giving 
bim the privilege of sitting at the table with the 
Kii^g, and of entering Parliament if he so desired. 

Later he wa.s appointed to the headship of the 
richest of all the Oxford colleges, Clirist Church, and 
[■..prescnled the sc'liools wlien lie ullackcd ihe aliuscs 
of the churcli. Langhain, the new ar>.nbisliop, pro- 
nounced this appointment void, and the Pope upheld 
the .\rchbishop. Wyclif w'as probably now in Par- 
liament, at all events Parliament was his mouthpiece, 
and lie began to ojiposo the right of tlie Pope to in- 
terfere with ecclesiastical livings in England. John 
of Gaunt, the most powerful man' In England next to 
the King, became Wycllfs protector. 

Tlii'n occurred tlie most dramalii: i.-\enl in this 
eminent scholar's career. He was suuinioiied Lo ap- 
pear in St. Paul's Cathedral to answer for his 
heresies. Tiie Archbishop ' of Canterbury and the 
Bishop of London were to sit In judgment upon him. 
When the prelates had all assembled, and the pro- 
ceedings had begun, the Duke of Lancaster and the 
Karl Marshal forced themselves Into the Lady's 
Chapel, behind the'- Wl^h -alta^r, and, standing beside 
the great Oxford professor, literally defied the Judg- 
ment of the liishops. .N'ow came an "order from the 
Pope himself that, llie ITnlvert-ltj sliould deliver 
Wyclif Into the hand.-j .of the bishops, who should 
keep the' heretic in , cha{n9, Ujtitl) ithe .^ii^rein^ Pon- 
tiff had pns.sed judgment upbri hlm. ' Disdfjedlenc'e of 
lhe.se conimands was t'o be punished with ex-coin- 
miiiiication. The prel;ites, afraid to oppose the Duke 
of Lancaster, allowed several months to elapse be- 
fore exeeutljig the Pope's. commission. In the mean- 
time, Wyclif wrote a pamphlet showing the futility 
of unjust excommunication. Again Wyclif was 
summoned lo appear before the Archiiishop, and this 
time the proceedings wero Interrupted by the peo- 
ple Of London, who broke Into the ohapel. A still 
more cfllclent aid came from the Queen Dowager, 
who sent a message forbidding any sentence against 
Wyclif. 

Wyclif began now to attack the infallibility ot the 
Pope, going So far as 10 proclaim that the church 
would be better without any pope at all. Shortly 
after this he commenced his translallon of the Bible. 
It must be remembered that previously the .Scrip- 
tures had been a sealed book lo the people. In fact. 
It was the wish of the church that they should re- 
main so, fori in no other way could iH^e eyes of the 
laity be kept blinded to the absurdities and incon- 
sistencies In the then prevailing doctrines. It was 
Wyelifs translation tliat made him more obnoxious 
to llie Pope than all his tirades against the evils of 
llie church. However, lie had the favor of the vast 
majority, and would have retained It, had ho not at- 
tacked the Romish doctrine of the Eucharist, assert- 
ing that the consecrated bread and wine were merely 
sN'inhols. ICvon Pai'llaincnt deniand'-d that the .\reh- 
bisliop make an i-nd of sucli heresy. Wyclif was 
.-.iiminoncd by the Pope to Rome, where he would 
doubtless have ' suffered death. If Illness had not 
prevented his making the journe>-. He retired from 
Oxfiiid til his rectory al f.ulterv.orlli, when' lie siieiit 
the remaituler of his life, "probabl.v," write.-, l.,ord, 
"the most revered man of his day. In spite of ec- 
clesiastieul censure, as well na the ablest and most 
learned,"

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,HE Ghanccllor of the Exchequer re- 

ceiv^id at ihe oificerf of ihe Treasury 
a deputalion from the National Un- 
ion of AVomcn's Siiffrage Societies, 
who attended to urge" the extension 
of tlic franchise to women, says the 
London Times. Mrs. Asquith and Miss Violet 
Asquitli were present at the interview. Mrs. 
Fawcctt, the president ,of the union, headed the 
deputation, the other members of which in- 
cluded -Lady' Erances Balfour,, Lady Strachey, 
Mrl' Bertrahd Russell,' ' Mrs. Philip Snowden, 
.Miss Bertha Mason, Miss Frances Hardcastle, 
Miss Frances Sterling, .Mrs. Allan J3right, Miss 
Edith Dimock, Miss 1. O. Ford, Mrs. Broadlcy 
Reid, Miss Strachey, Mrs. Swanwick, Mrs. 
Falconer, Mrs. J. R. Macdonald, Mrs. V. Rich- 
ardson, Mi,-s Ernily Davics, Mr. J. P. Stesen- 
son. Miss Bompas, and Miss Margery Corbett. 

Mrs. Fawcett, in introducing, the deputa- 
tion, said the Nstional Union oFWomen's Suf- 
frage Societies had existed for a mnnbcr of 
years, and comprised 30 or 40 societies, \\iiicli 
existed for one object only — tiic extension of 
the franchise to women on the same terms as 
men. It had been said that if iheir object were 
achieved it would only have the effect of en- 
franchising a few single women of properly. 
That was an entire misconception of the facts. 
The bill for which they agitated would not, if 
carried, exclude married women it would not 
include merely a shiaill group of women of 
property; it would be representative of a very 
large mass of working women. They had made 
an anal3"sis in various constituencies, and 
found tliat the immense majorit}' of women 
who would be affected would belong' to the 
working classes. They based their claim on 
justice and expediency. Almost all legislation 
affected: woriien as well as men. In the list of 
ineasures -mentioned in the King's Speech on 
Wednesday . there wa§4iardly one which did 
not affect women closely. In industrial legis- 
lation in particular the voice of women should 
be heard. She referred to the large nundjer of 
female employees in the textile industries, and 
said that when it came to legislation men had 
an opportunity of influ/jr.cing it by their votes, 
but women were entirely cxchided. .^ great 
change had of recent years been made in the 
social .and economic position .of women, who 
were how admitted to most of the leahied pro- 
fessions; and there w^as today great inconsist- 
cnc}' between the wide social, educational, and 
industrial freedom of women and their absolute 
jjolitical subordination. The present political 
status of women was inferior- to the |)olitical 
status of the lunatic and the criminal. Their 
present position constituted a danger, which 
she thought the wisdom of statesmen should 
endeavor to .relieve. They appealed to him to 
consider their -rcquestj 'and to urge the Govern- 
ment and his party to make the represe'iitative 
.system complete by the enfranchisement of 
women. 

.Miss Sterling, honorary secretary of the 
union, said that, Ijcsides women who worked 
with their liands, a very large number of wo- 
men who work-eel with their heads were aflcct- 
ed. They had satisfied themselves that there 
was an enormous change in the minds of the 
ejectors on the question of woman suffrage. 
That had been evidenced by some of the re- 
cent by-elections, and she hoped that the way 
in which the subject was received at by-elec- 
tions wcJuld be of some importance to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. fjcrtrhiul Kusseli said tiic present posi- 
tion was a i")aiiiful dilennna to those who, like 
himself, were in equal measure Liberals and 
suffragists, and who were suffragists because 
they were Liberals. As Mr. Asquith had him- 
self said, the task of Liberalism was to com 
plcte the enfranchisement of the people; and \u 
complete that enfranchisement they felt that it 
was necessary that the present strong and 
growing demand of women should be recog- 
nized. The I fonse of Conumms as at jiresent 
elected re|)resented an oligarchy just ;is n\'ely 
as did the House o\ LonL. .\11 over the coun- 
try a ^■asl large pro|)orlioii 01 women were 
coming to the conclusion that they could no 
longer work for a Government which did not 
recognize their right to vote. So'me would 
merely abstain, but an incrcasinc^ number hml 
decided cither to devote themselves to the La- 
bor party or to sim5)ly oppose whatever i)u\ - 
crnmcnt was in power. They earneslly hoped 
that the Liberal party would lake this mritter 
into consideration, and that the C.ovcrnme'it, 
before the present Parliament came to an end, 
would introduce a measure for giving the fran- 
chise to women on the same terms as men. 
They asked it not only in the interests of wo- 
men but in the interests of Liberalism. 

Miss Ford (Leeds') spoke on behalf of the 
working women of the !iorth of England, who, 
shc-said, were under ;l deep (lel>t of sralitude 
to Mr. Astiuitli for introducing legislation in 
connection with women factory inspectors, and 
who trusted to receive his aid in this move- 
ment. If he would pay them a visit she could 
iLrnarantee him large and enthusiastic meetings 
of women. 

Mr. Asquith. — I confess it is not a prospect 
which attracts me very much. (Laughter.) 
' Mr, Walter MacLarcn also spoke, and urg- 
' cd that the question should be dealt with on ifs 

merits alone. 

Mr. As(|uith. — Toadies. 1 am n(Jt sure that I 
shall not he blamed, and blamed with justice, 
by my colleagues and proliahlv by my succes- 
sors for having consented to receive this depu- 
tation, a deputation which comes upon a sub- 
ject of very great importance, but - totally un- 
connected with the duties of niy own particular 
office or with. any legislation for which I, as a 



member of the Government, am for llib'' itirne 
being responsible, T^hqse are the purposes to 
which, under our systeni, be. it good or bad, :de- 
putations to ministers are usually confined. 
But 'I felt when I was asked to listen to the re- 
presentatives of such a very responsible organi- 
zation as yours, particularly in \'ic\v of the i^ast 
history of t'ii>; c|uestion, that it would be 
stretching- the rules of official etiquette to a 
pedantic point if 1 were to deny myself the op- 
portunity, an opportunity which I very mucll 
welcome and appreciate, of hearing from your 
own lips what are your views with regard to 
this particular matirer. I am bound to preface 
what I have ro say v.dth. this, otherwise, if this 
were to become a precedent, 1 do not see how 
any minister is to guard against receiving de- 
putations from any body of organized ]M)Iiti- 
cians on almost any possible reform -vvhich 
might be considered to be in the political of- 
fing. P.ul this is an exceiitional case. I am 
not quite sure that I realize firlly . the object 
with which you have come to me. and me in 
particular, todays I am sure you do not share 
the view which I see is current in some quar- 
ters that my band of colleagues are ardent and 
unanimous in favor of the suffrage to women 
and that 1 am the solitary and sinister figure 
who is exercising with disastrous results a 
maleficent influence upon the fortunes of your 
cause. 

Mr. McLaren. — 1 am sure that we do not . 
think that. 

.Mr. .-Xsquith. — 1 am fiure you do not take 
that view. Therefore I have to ask myself the 
{|uestion whether the observations, the very 
cogent and admirable observations, which have 
been addressed to me today, are addressed to 
me as a man, or as a Minister, or a^^ both. 

Mrs Fawcctt.— .-\s a leading nieniber oT the 
Government, influential in its counsels. 

Mr. Asquith. — I sec. h'roni my own v)er- 
sonal point of view I may tell yon at once T am 
not, and I do not think I ever have been, what 
is called a fanatic in this n.vattcr. 1 have done 
within the limits of my power whatl could ad- 
ministratively to help the women who are en- 
gaged in industrial work in " 'this country to 
have the advantage of seeing the law effective- 
ly administered through the agency of mem- 
bers of their own sex. When 1 was at the 
1-lome Office for the first time this enormous 
number of women and girls in the textile and 
other trades were enabled to be looked after. by 
l^ersons of their own sex, without whose inter- 
vention and supervision, I was then satisfied, 
and 1 am still more now, the Factory -Act was 
largely a dead letter. I had the opi)rotunity of 
introducing a similar reform iu connection 
:with the administration of our prksons. where 
feniale jjrisoncrs and inmates required to he 
visited to a much larger extent by ladies and 
members of their own sex. ! have supported 
consistently in Parliament for tlu' last 20 years. 
1 think, every measiu-e that has been brought 
forward to remove the disabilities and to ex- 
tend the opportunities of women in oiu- nnini- 
cipal and local government work. Therefore I 
am not a case-hardened or fanatical opponent 
to the claims of women, I have listened today 
to arguments vvith which, of course, I am fair- 
ly familiar, and which have been presented 
with unusual precision aiul persuasiveness. 
Let me say in reference to those argument-^ 
that I will consider them — I will give them all 
the weight which they must have with any 
reasonable person. 1 do not say what the re- 
sult will Ijc, but my best consideration they 
certainly .-^liall ha\e. But after all it is a very 
unimportant point what the state of my con- 
victions may be at any particular moment. I 
am sure you would not come here in order to 
make a solitary convert to your cause. Your 
object is to get a fleclaratiou from some mem- 
ber of the C,o\ ernmenl that the C.overnment it- 
self is j)repare(l in this I'arlianiciit to lake the 
initiative in this matter. .\.nd upon that point 
I nnist refer you to what was said in api)ropri- 
atc language by my right lion, friend and .col 
league, who is himself a strong sui)porler of 
your movement, Mr. Lloyd-Oeorge. Mr. 
Lloyd-George pointed out the other day that 
you could not expect a Governnuni which 
came into power as ours did — charged by the 
country with a nun.d.)er, an enonnous nmnbcr, 
of most important and most urgent duties — 
\-ou could not expect that ( '.ovcnunenl to lay 
aside anv part of its task' lor the |)urposc of 
.-isking the House of Commons k, enter ujiou 
and initiate a very great constitutional change, 
which, whatever may be said of its merits or 
demerits, certainly was not promiiicntly be- 
fore the electors last general election. .Miss 
Sterling referred to the by-elections, 1 dare- 
say it is true, I know it is true, that at the by- 
elections which have recently taken place th.is 
(piestion has somewhat prominciilly come to 
the front. I'm uct one who went tlu-ough the 
general election of KjoC) can jjrelcnd that the 
question of woman suffrage was in any sense 
one of the issues which determined the elec- 
toral vote. Althdugh I do not press the doc- 
trine of what is caHed the mandate to the 
length that some people do— and I quite agree 
that the Imperial Parliament has power and 
sometimes is under a duty to effect changes 
which were never thought of at the time ol its 
election, if it is convinced thai (hey are not 
only cxi)edieiU, but urgent — yet, having regard 
to the ]:»eculiar circumstances of the case, 1 do 
not think that we as a Government would be 
justified om-sclves, in this Parliament, in_tak- 
ing/the initiative in a matter of this kind, cycn 
I li -we were, which I frankly tell you vVc arc not, 
unanimous in our views as to the expediency 
of the change itself. . I think it is much fairer to 



use perfectly plaiit. and honest language than 
to use any and^iguity which is apt afterwards 
to give rise to misconstruction and, charges of 
breach of faith. 1 will, tUerefi5iife,\jjjl3f4t?^jb^b»^ 
that part of the request by saying t'that V eii- 
dorse-what was said by- my right hon. friend 
and colleague. Althoiigli I am not at all in a 
position to say what attitude members of the 
Government Avill takv, ' towards a measure in- 
troduced from other quarters — that is a totally 
different matter — yet if the suggestion is put 
.forvvard that the Governmenl itself should 
•take the iuitiativ-;, so far as i know their in- 
.;tentions and so far as I am capable of acting 
a'sitHeir sppkesm^^ I do; not think that in this 
Pariiament 'therdis iny'prd^^^^ of their do- 
ing it. 'But that docs not in the least degree 
affect 3'^pur 'action m the^matter. ' '

HERBERT SPENQER, ON WOMAN 
SUFFRAGE ' 

N a recent issue th. l.,oiulon Times had ' 
the following leiter to the editor: 

— l-i these days, Avhen so much 
is heard about "tiie franchise for wo- 
men," it may interest some of your 
readers to know what was thought on 
that subject bv one wjiosc . opinions were not 
without weigh't— the late Mr. Herbert Spen- 
cer. 

Certain views he had expressed in liis first 

book, "Social Statics," had caused Mr. Spencer 
to be looked upon as being in favor of granting 
the suffrage to women. Hence a request from 
Mr. John Stuart .Mill iu 1867 that he should 
join "a society about to be formed to i>romote 
that object. ' The following letter,, which will 
appear in the forthcoming volume', the "Life 
and Letters of Herbert Spencer," is tlie repty 
Mr. Spencer gave to Mr. Mifl^s request.

"Dear ]\lr. Mill. — ^'our note has reached me 
here, where 1 have been spending a few days 
"•ith Prof. Masson on my way north. 
• '"Lrobably von will remember that in a letter 
some time since, written iu reply to one of 
vours, 1 indicated that my views had under- 
gone some modification since the time when 
I wrote 'Social Statics.'. -The modification goes 
as far as this, that, '\Vhlli2 l should advocate the 
extension of the suffrag'6; to women as an 
ultimate measure, I do liipt approve of if .as an 
immediate measure, or even as a measure to 
be shortly taken. 1 hold, as I doubt not you 
.also hold, that ])olitical liberties or ]5owcrs like 
;thai of voting, are sinqjly means to an end, 
That end, von would nroliahiy say, is the se- 
curing of the good of the individuals exercising 
such powers; or otherwi-sc, as 1 should say, it 
is th(? seciiring the grfig?tij|t^mpunt ptindiy^ 
ual , freedom of "actipp to .tliein.-- . The-.tinhind- 
ered exercise of facuiticsjuby each, limited only 
by the equal claims of others, is that which the 
right of votiu'^'- serves to obtain and to main- 
tain. This is the real liberty in compari.son 
with which right of voting is but a nominal 
liberty. 

"The question with me. then, is. How may 
this substantial liberty pursue the objects 
of life with least possible restriction be most 
extended? And as related to the matter in 
hand the question is. Will giving the suffrage 
to women, which is in itself but a nominal ex- 
tension of liberty, lead to a real extension of 
liberty? / ' . 

"I am decidedly of opinion that it will not. 
The giving of political power to women would, 
1 believe, restrict, and indeed (.linnnish, liberty 
in two ways. It would sirengthen the hands 
of authority, both political and ecclesiastical; 
lor women, as a mass, are habitually on the 
side of authority. Inullier, it would aid and 
stimulate all kinds of state administrations, the 
great mass of which are necessarily antagonis- 
tic to personal freedom. Men in their political 
actions are far too nuich swayed by proximate 
evils and benefits; and women would he thus 
swa\-ed far more. Given some kind oi social 
suffering to be cured or .some boon to be got, 
and oidy the (juite exceptional women would 
be able to appreciate detrimental reactions that 
would be entailed by legislative action. Politi- 
cal luresight of this kind. \mcomnu>n enough in 
men. is extremely rare in women. 

"Of course, whoever holds tluit the minds of 
men and women are alike, will feel no diffi- 
culty of this kind. But 1 hold them to be un- 
like, both quantitativciv and (pialit^tively. I 
believe the difference [>> rcsnli from a i)hysio- 
logicai necessity, and iliai no :iniount of cul- 
ture can obliterate it. .\nd i l)elie\-e further 
that the relative deficicnc\ of the female mind 
is in jtist those most complex faculties, iiitellcc- 
inal and moral, which have political action for 
their sphere. 

"When the state shall have been restricted 
to what 1 hold to be its true function — wdien it 
has become practically impossible for it to ex- 
ceed that function — then it 'will be alike proxi- 
mately and remotely equitable that women 
should have political power. 

"To put the right construction on these rea- 
sonings of mine, you mu.st bear in mind that 
to me the limitation of the functions of the 
state is the (|uestion of ciuestions, in compari- 
son with which all oth.er political <|ncstions are 
trivial; and that a.) me electoral changes and 
other changes in forms of go\-ernment are of 
interest mainly as tlu-y promise to make men 
freer, partly by the removal of direct injustices, 
and partly by the removal oflhosc indirect, in- 
justices which all undue legislative action in- 
volves. . . , . , f 

"I greatly regret not • to be ablC' to coincide 
with you on this matter; and the more so be- 
cause I recognize the nobility of your motive, 
and, could T reconcile it with iiiy conscience", 
would fain follow your example,

HliRlC is no court that combines 
splendor and bankruptcy in the 
same degree as that of Persia. The 
p.-i,-iacc which Shah jMohammed Ali 
!:.>.htbit4 ,is. stored with treasures of 
incaicuiable value. Yet the Sliah ,'. 
, ,y, Jind' himself nowadays almost wittir.: 
out' the sr.cai?'- of paying his current cxpch'sq|s. 
.Under hi>? pi . de-cssors the palace expenses 
were the fir:.', icn on whatever revenue the 
country pn,-.Ln:i'd. But nowadays there is a 
parliament. ?n.<; iue apjjropriat.on made .^or the 
Shah and his iiousehold for the current year 
is only .$5co.f''X', says the London Express. 

-Though money goes a good way in Persia, 
this suip is not one fifth enough to maintain 
the. establishment on its present scale. All 
the office-holders stormed and the harem of 
Nasr-ed-Din. grandfather of the present vShah, 
went in carriages to the Palace of Baharistan 
to remonstrate. But the Parliament stood pat, 
and when the Shah contemplated dissolving it 
and withdrawing the new constitution he found 
he would have too much trouble on his hands. 

Just how he wdll deal with the expense ac- 
count remains to be seen; he certainly has done 
nothing to reduce it. The train of servants 
and attendants, high and low, still number 
more than 1,500 men, and there are more than 
1,000 women in the anderoun. or harem, with 
their number rather increasing than diminish- 
ing. 

The Shah's i)alace is situated in the oldest 
cpiarter of Teheran, called the Ark. It consists 
of a lumiber of houses and pavilions built ai 
various times and located haphazard among 
beautiful gardens. 

The buildings used by the Shah hiuiself arc 
called the biroun. There the staff of court 
digintaries are on duty all dav. They number 
altogether from 600 to 700 men. 

.Across the gulistan or gardens, in the most 
remote i)art of the enclosure, the Ivadjc-Bashl 
or chief of the eunuchs holds sway with his 
regiment of dusky guardians-of the anderoun. 
The gardens are divided into the men's en- 
<:10surc and the women's into which no man 
buftiic master may ever enter. 

The' walls arc lined with encaustic tiles., 
rippling brooks intersect green lawns and gor- 
crcous flower beds. Shade trees hang over 
ileep jiools that cool the air. Song-birds in 
vast aviaries concealed bv shrubbery animate 
the scene with their carolling, .and -hidden mu- 
sicians play in the summer houses .all day and 
late into thq night, a fashion borrowed, it is 
,'s'j^id,'. from India. ■ 

The women of tlic anderoun have a double 
hierarchy. There are in the first place the 
official authorities. There is also the purely 
social hierarchv, at the top of which arc the 
in-inccsses of the Kadjar line, the Shah's own 
familv. who have borne sons of rank to succeed 
to the ihronc. All women of the Kadjar race 
have undisputed precedence. 

.Next come the favorites of noble' family and 
after them beauties of lower rank-. Beneath 
these are the hundreds of attendants and com- 
panions, down to the kitchen maids. The .sys- 
tem is much more aristocratic than the Sul- 
tan's seraglio, but any woman may secure a 
certain elevation''by winning the notice of the 
Shah. . ' 

Some of the great princesses have pavilions 
all to themselves, with suites of attentlants and 
servants. The other favorites live in groups 
with their households in common. The dress 
of the women consists of a jacket or bolero, 
called the yal, which is sleeveless and fastened 
across' the breast with frogs of gold lace. 

Beneath it is the diaphanous undergarment 
called pirahen. .A skirt not much longer than 
a ballet dancer's, and sometimes fluffed out in 
ihe same way with stiffened underskirts, is 
called zirjoume. h onlv reaches to the knee. 

There are slippers for the feet, and a square 
fichu called tchargat is worn on the head and 
knotted under the chin. From under it the 
hair falls in luxurious curls to the shouldens. 

All the women of the anderoun wear the 
same costume, lliough of course there are vast 
differences in material. The servants wear 
coarse linens and heavy mohairs: the i)rin- 
cessesand favorites draw not only on the marts 
of .Asia but those of Europe nowadays for their 
choicest fabrics. 

Gorge(jus ornaments of gold and precious 
st(.>nes are worn by the favorites and their 
favorites. The rig is enchanting on young 
w(jnieii. but the few Occidental women and a 
<loctor or two who have hatl a peep into the 
anderoun speak with shuddering of the ap- 
pearance of the old and middle-aged women — 
especially as they say the Persian woman when 
she grows old always grows fat. 

The Shah spends onb' his nights in the 
anderoun. He leaves it every morning at 
early prayer time. He .spends his day in hunt- 
ing, sleeping and eating, Avitli occasional con- 
ferences with his ministers or receidions to 
foreign representatives. 

The rooms of the biroun, the equivalent of 
the Turkish selamlik, arc all decorated with 
glass. The floors arc tiled, but the tiles arc 
hidden under priceless carpets. The walls arc 
panellefl with mirrors or with moulded and 
engrax ed glass. Fcstoons of. crystals .hang 
from the ceilings. . . 

The present Shah is" 'indolent and Oriental 
in his hibits. Spmctimes he will spend half 
the day smoking and dozing. (Capriciously he 
will start off for one of his five hunting lodges 
near the capital, where he can find any sort of 
game from panthers down to a quail. He 
takes his meals wherever lie happens to be 
when the desire seizes hiin. His kitchens are 



always on the alert; theffe-lafe>i8bd'cooks'';land 
scullions in them. 

The dishes are passed from these to a grade 
of attendants who may he said to correspond 
with- outipotmen. These pass jtli^enn along to \ 
the diamlie'ri^^^^^ yyho may serve ,tliem= it no 
higher dighstary;^tisf.,pii^^b but the highest 
official of the^buirt Who happens to be present 
has the right to present them to the shah. 

All the courses are served.,^ together. The 
staple dishes arc rice and '^Saffron, chicken ; 
fricassee, venison and roast mutton cut in . 
chunks, served en brochettc and called kebab. ■■ 
Besides these a vast number of sweet creams, 
luscious pastries and delicious fruit are served. 
The Shah gorges himself with sweetnieats as 
all Persians do, men and 'woitfen alike. 

If the Shah care^, .to,/fall ba;ck^on the'treas^ 
ures of his palace He can keep 'the wdl.f frotii 
the door for many a year. • Nobody kno\ys the 
wealth stored up in it. In the building called 
the museum there are said to be bins full of 
cmertilds, topazes, rubies, diamonds and pearls 
which have been accumtilatinp- for generations. 

There arc besides priceless articles of pottery 
and metal work, Japanese and Chinese. Indian, : 
Sevres, Dresden china, eold, silver and steel 
work from all parts of the Orient. The col- 
lection of ancient arms and armor is worth 
perhaps a million dollars. 

Then there are the gorgeous articles of bar- 
baric splendor which make up the regalia. 
When tlie Shah appears in state he wears a. 
tiai-a of brilliants, surmounted with an aigrette 
of ' precious stones. 

On his forehead shimmers the famous dia- • 
mond known as the Mountain of Light, 'ffis 
.cijaulets are studded with emeralds, sapphires 
and toijazes. • His belt glitters with diamonds 
and his sword handle and scabbard are in- 
crusted with rubies. 

The terrestrial globe made by his grand- 
father's orders shows all the continents and 
seas in precious stones, Persia being in dia- 
monds. The celebrated peacock throne con- 
sists of a great square pedestal over- whicli^; 
branch<ij» of foliage creep, all itiaile bif'cm^ralds, ^ 
with flowers in rubies and pearls. 

The cliair is of' gold and seems to be splashed 
with bipod, but it is only patches of rubies. 
Above the back shines a sun of diamonds, so 
set on wires that they tremble with the motion 
of the occupant of the chair, sending flashes of 
light in all directions like the sun itself. This 
t h rone Hastbeein' apprised ; as Migh- $4b,opo,- ; 
000. 

Besides his palace and his hunting lodges.; 
the Shah has several country libuscs with, 
beautiful .gardens, whither he goes .to escape 
the heat, taking sections. of the anderoun.ind 
regiments of servants with him. TBe present 
Shah has added automobiling to his pleasures. 




FRENCH TRIBE IN SAHARA ^ . 

S a result of the recent AntaudrGor- 
tier expedition into the southern 
Soudan the strange theory has Ijeen 

launched in Paris that the Tuaregs, 
the wild nomads of the Sahara, are 
of French origin. The assumption 
is that they arc the descendants of survivors of 
the crusading army which King Louis IX. 
(Saint Louis) landed at Tunis in 1270. 

The King himself died there, and only a few 
stragglers of the many thousands who accom- 
|)anied him ever made their way hortie. The 
general statement of history has always been 
that the rest died of pestilence or else were 
slauglitered or enslaved by the i^Iohannnedans 
of the coast. Now it is suggested that a strong 
band, well armed and mounted, may have suc- 
cessfully resisted attack and made their way 
into the interior, incidentally securing wives 
by attacks on the nomad Arabs. 

Many facts about the Tuaregs lend a color 
of possibility to this proposition. They clearly 
are not of the same race as the peoples sur- 
rounding them. They themselves believe that 
they do not belong to Africa. They have, a tra- 
dition of migrating thither some centuries ago, 
but their story is that they arc descended from 
the Turks and reached the Sahara via ii.gypt. 
'J'heir status as intruders is further illustrated 
in the fact that they are irreconcilably at odds 
with all their neighbors. Wlietlicr among the 
Herbers of the north or the blacks of the south 
they have no friends. 

They are a remarkable white race. Those 
of the north, who have intermarried little with 
Soudanese women, are known as tiie 'white 
Tuaregs.' in face and, stature they suggest 
rather the European than the Turk. Tlieir 
very strange habit of veiling their, faces— the 
men, for 'the women go unveiled though they 
are Mohammedans — is explained bv them- 
selves do to their dignity: it is not worthy of a 
true man to allow himself to be looked at. Bui. 
it is generally believed that it is a survival of 
the need which strangers experienced to pro- 
tect their tender skin from the flying sand and 
dust of the desert. Now It is suggested that 
the ^■cil is really. a survival of the visor of the 
Crusader's helmet. ■ . ' 

It is a family tradition that members of the 
family accompanied St. Louis on botli bi '■ h\s 
crusading expeditions, the earlier of which 
came to gHcf in Egypt as the later one did at 
Tiinis. It is a family tradition also, the Cointc 
Amedor says, that on each expedition the rc- 
],re.sentative of his family failed to return. He 
writes as if he werc 'quite ready to cinhrace in 
the Tuareg chief a long lost even if somewhat 
distant cousin.~Ncw York Sun. '-.-■]?

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OBSERVATIONS ON REARING 
FLOWERS FROM SEED 

Hardy Annuals. 

HE many beatitiful varieties of 
hardy anntials available for the 
^utnmer decoration of our gar- 
dens are worthy of a much more 
extensive growth, and a, better 
cultural treattrient than they 
usually receive. When well- 
grown they will produce flow- 
ers of a size and brilliancy that 
will surprise many who see only the weedy, 
starved representatives of this fine class. Al- 
though , hardy annuals . will thrive fairly ih 
"'" almost any' soil ot situation, sofhe little pre- 
paration of the groiind before sowing is neces- 
sary to grow them to perfection ; and the first 
consideration is to reduce the surface to a 
fine and even tilth, carefully removing all large 
stones and clods, and if the soil be poor, work- 
ing in a liberal quantity of well-decayed 
manure. - 

. For a general display, perhaps the best time 
for sowing is about the middle of March, and 
for a later succession, April; but we have 
seen annuals .sown in May, and even the early 
part of June, that have bloomed splendidly in 
tlie autumn months. After sowng, the cultiva- 
tion of nardy annuals is extremely simple, 
early and vigorous thinning out of the clumps 
or patches being nearly all that is necessary 
to ensure an abundance of fine plants, with 
• a profusion of handsome flowers. Various 
methods are adopted in sewing, but perhaps 
the simplest and best plan for garden decora- 
tion is to sow in shallow buiTows, in circles 
of from nine to twelve inches in diameter, or 
in rows or drills, their distance apart to be 
regulated according to the height of the plants 
when fully grown. When this is done in dry 
weather an excellent plan is to fill the fur- 
rows with water and allow it to settle' before 
sowing, carefully covering the seeds with the 
soil removed in the operation and pressing 
down firmly with a trowel or I'hit piece of 
wood. Such largo seeds as XasUirtiums, Lu- 
pins and Sweet Peas may he covered to the 
depth of :in inch; Convol\-uhis. major and 
minor, not quite so deep ; smaller seeds, such 
as Mignonette, etc., require but a slight cov- 
ering. Hardy annuals may also be sown broad- 
cast in mixture, in 1)eds or patches, in waste 
places, shrubberies, etc., and have a very 
]dcasing effect. For e;irly snring decoration 
such fine varieties as Xcmophila iiisignis and 
alba, Silcne Pendula, Limnanliies Douglasii, 
etc., may be sown in a sheltered position in 
. August or early in September, and transferred 
as vacancies occur to where they are intended 
to bloom. Godctias, also, in their many beau- 
tiful varieties, which are perfectly hardy, 
bloom much earlier and finer when sown in 
tljfi autumn and transplanted early in spring. 
Half-Hardy Annuals. 
The great majority of half-hardy nnniiais 
rcc]uire a long period (jf growth t(j (ie\-clop 
the fine plants ami blooms for which they are 
so much esteemed, and sowing should there- 
fore commence as soon as convenient after the 
I isecond week in Februaryi- and be continued to 
"'• the etid "of March, or the middle of April. 
There are, however, some slight exceptions to 
this" rule, as for instance, in the case of Zinnias 
and Marigolds, which should not be sown l)e- 
forc the middle of I\]arch, and Ten-week 
Stocks, which may be sown as early as the 
middle of January, or early in February, and 
indeed treated thus will produce much finer 
blooms than, those spwn in March or April. 
The finest Astern arc producct' from seeds 
sown. the first and second weeks in April, and 
which should hot, as a rule, lu^, so\vn earlier. 
The beautiful -Scarlet Flax (Ivinum grandi- 
florum rubrum) succeeds best treated as a 
hardy annual, and sown in April. 

The most useful soil for raising jdaiUs from 
iceds, under glass, i? composed of about equal 



parts of good rich loam, leaf-mould, and well- 
decayed manure from an old hot-bed, thor- 
Dughly incorporated with a sufficiency ot 
coarse sand to render the whole fairly_ porous. 
In filling pots, pans, etc., with soil, it 4s of the 
first importance, after providing ample dram- 
age, that the soil should be pressed down firm- 
ly before sowdng'the seeds; this wdll secure a 
more even moisture and greater certainty of 
germination than can be had by sowing on a 
"loose and porous surface. Sow' the seeds 
thinly, distributing as evenly as you can, and 
cover as lightly as possible with a .sprinkhng 
of fine oil,' and after sttbmitting lham to a 
slight pressure from such as the bottom of a 
flower-pot, give them a careful watering and 
place in a gentle heat. When the 3'oung plants 
come up, place them as near as possible to thc 
light, and give them on all favorable occasions 
alair (piantiiv of air, carefully avoiding, how- 
ever, their exposure to the keen, drying east 
winds so often prevalent in spring. When the 
plants have reached a siz(5 at which they can 
be handled, the choicer varieties should be 
carefully pricked out. into pots, pans, boxes, 
etc.. and placed in the greenhouse close to the 
glass, or in frames, where on fine warm days 
They can have the full benefit of air and sun. 
This will enable them to make good sturdy 
plants with plenty of roots, that will tran.s- 
plant well, and produce airabundaiice of hand- 
some flowers. 

The best time for planting out deijends very 
much on the season, and this operation should 
never be hurried if the weather be unfavorable, 
or proper attention cannot In; given. Where 
heat is not available, half-hardy annuals may 
easily be raised by sowing in April, in pans 
-ir boxes placed under hand-lights, or in a cool 
frame close to the glass, the . only difference 
being their blooming somewhat later. .We 
have, indeed, seen a fine autumn display of 
half-hardy annuals sown in May on the open 
border, and of Asters sown so late as the first 
week in June. Lobelias for bedding out can- 
not be sown too early in the year,(some giving 
preference to those sown the preceding 
autumn. 

Hardy Perennials and Biennials. 
With the exception of ::;o lie few sorts, which, 
require a somewhat diffcent treatment, the 
greater part of these arc best raised in the 
months of May, June and July, in the manner 
recommended- for hardy annuals, selecting, 
however, a somewhat cool and shady stuiation 
in preference to one exposed to much sun. 
Sow thinly, and when the plants are large 
enough, prick out on nursery beds to 
strengthen, aiul plant out early in autumn, or 
in favorable weather in l-'cbruary and March, 
where they are intended to flower. Early sow- 
ing is decidedly the best, as it gives the plants 
a far better opportunity of becoming sitffici- 
ently strong to resist severe frost in winter, 
and to bloom freely and finely in the coming 
spring and summer. This is especially the 
case in reference to double German Wall- 
flowers and Jji-ompton Stocks, which should 
not be sown later than the end of i\Iay. These 
being less hardy than mosf classed as such, 
should have the benefit of a more sheltered 
spot when finally planted out, which ought to 
be done, if possible, in July. Sweet Williams, 
unless sown early, will not all bloom the fol- 
lowing year. 

Greenhouse or Tender Annuals. 
The many fine varieties of such valuable 
|)lants as Balsams, Thunbergias, Amaran- 
thuses, Celosias, Jpomoeas, Cockscombs, etc., 
are richly deserving of cu!ti\-ation wherex'cr 
facilities exist for growing them. Their treat- 
ment in the young state closely resembles that 
of half-hardy annuals, a good light and rich 
soil with a liberal proportion of sharp sand 
heing nearly all that is required to grow them 
to perfection, 'i'he chief difference in their 
■iillurc. however, consists in their being sown 
somewhat earlier imd on a :-*"oiiger heat, also 
in prickinji; out the yoimg ])lants as early as 
jjossible, singly inlu small jxits; and as these 
fill with roots, shifting into larger ones, till 
they arc transferred to the size in which it is 
intended to bloom them. The growth of the 
plants is very much assisted by occasionally 
watering with weak liquid manure, but this 
should be discontinued when the bloom is 
making its appearance, and tepid rain or soft 
water only should be used instead. : I'alsanis, 
aitlioug-li classed as "tender." ma_v be planted 
out in June, in sheltered ))ositions in the open 
garden, and will make a fine ilisplay. 

THINGS WORTH GROWING. 
Zinnias. 

There is no class of annual flowers which 
has been so highly improved of late years as 
the double-flowered Zinnias, which may now 
be pronounced almost perfection. The flow- 
ers, which are large and perfectly double, 
range in color from white to the most intense 
scarlet, orange, rose, salmon, purple, etc., and, 
coiisid(?'ring their easy cuhivfrtion, should be 
grown freely in every garden. 

Cultivation. — The mi'ldle of jMarch is (juitc 
soon enough to sow the first batch of Zinnias 
under glass. Successive sowings may be made 
till the latter part of April. Sow the seeds iii 
pans or pots of light, rich, finely made soil, 
and place in a moderate'"heat. Soon as the 
y^ouiig plants are large enough to handle, they 
■ihould be jjotted off singly into small pots or 
l)ricked out into larger pots or pans to 
strengthen. 'J"o prevent the plants drawing 
up too much, keep as close as convenient to 



the glass, give plenty of air on fine warm 
days, and if the leading flower buds are pinch-., 
ed out as they make their appearance, a mo?;e 
bushy and vigorous growth' will .follovy^ Elaiit^^ 
ing out should' ndt "take place: till air danger 
from May frosts is over. An open sunny po- 
sition with fairly rich soil should be chosen, 
and the plants should 'not be less than a_ foot 
apart. Liquid manure given once or twice a 
week before the plants come into flower will 
assist in the development of some fine blcioms. 

Verbenas.' 

Sow in February' or March in pans or traj/s 

of light rich mould, and place in a gentle heat. 
As s^oon as the young plants have made three 
or four leaves pot them off singly into small 
pots, keep close till established, when they 
should be placed near the glass and have 
plenty of air, gradually harden off and plant 
out in May where intended to flower. Seed- 
ling verbenas are almost invariably very rig- 
orous in growth, and if raised from _^a good 
strain of seed will produce some charming 
flowers. u .. i 

Lilies for Spring Planting. 

For growing Lilies in pots a compost of 
about equal parts of sandy loam, leal-mould 
and peat is perhaps the best, b'ine Lilie^ may,

GLOXINIAS 

These, the most exquisitely beautiful oC all green- 
house plants, bloom freely the first year from seed, and 
should be grown largely by every one having ncconi- 
niodation for them. Sow In February or March on a 
good moist heat. Pot off singly into small pots as 
soon as the young plants can be handled, and shift 
into larger us reriulred, keepin.t; tlie i)lants fining 
with a good lllieral wannlh, and Unall.v shift into 
pots of about six iiichi>s diameter, using a light and 
i-ieh siill, and continuing with ;i moderate heat and 
giving all- on warm da.vs. Treated in this way. ;i 
charming display of bloom may bo had during July 
and August, and some really grand llowers will bo 
the result. \ 

type. For single specimens use pots of about 
six inches diameter. These will be found very 
useful for house decoration, but pots of eight 
or ten inches diameter, with five or six bulbs 
in each, form grand objects for the conserva- 
tory when in bloom. Pot firmly, any time 
during spring, with the bulbs about two inches 
below the surface, ami plunge the pots with 
their rims almut six inches deep in some light 
material, such as ashes or cocoanut fibre, in 
some sheltered position out of doors. When 
ihc stems have pusiied their way well through 
the plunging material, they may be lifted and 
removed to a cool pit or frame till the flower- 
buds are developed, when they may be re- 
moved to the greenhouse or conservatory. 

Tuberous-Rooted Begonias. 
Cultivation. — For bedding out, the tubers 
of Begonias should be started into growth in 
March or early in April. This may l)e easily 
(lone by ])lanting the tubers, with a slight cov- 
ering of soil, about three inches a])art in pans 
or boxes of light rich mould and placing in a 
gentle heat. Keep fairly moist, and when the 
plants comnien;ce growth, give air on fine 
warm days, l^arly in May they should be 
transferred to a cool pit or frame to harden 
jlf, keeping them''as near as convenient to the 
glass, and giving an abundance of ;iir thiring 
the da}'. For |)lanliiig out, select a fairly open 
situation. Break up the ground to a good 
depth, adding some well-decayed manure, and 
make the soil firm and level before inserting 
the plants. Generally speaking, planting out 
should not take place before the latter part of 
Ma)'- or early in June, Avhen all danger from 
frost is over, and the jdaiils should not be less 
than nine inches apart. In diy seasons they 
should have frequent waterings, and if the 
space between tlie plants is covered v{\j^h cocoa- 
nut refuse or some sinlilar light material, the 
soil will be- kept in a better .state of moisture 
and the plants will produce a profusion of 
handsome flowers^ Tlie . .single-flowered., va- 
rieties are especially recbmnlqnded for lieddlhg 
out. 

Cultivation in Pots. — The best soil for grow- 
in.e Begonias in -jiols is a goorl compost of 
turfy loam, leaf-mould and some coarse sand. 
Pot' the tubers, any size, as early as conveni- 



ent in spring, in rather small pots vdth good ■ 
drainage, and place in a warm greenhouse. 
Keep'.; fairly moist, and take care that the hcat*^ 
■is not too forcing. As growth advances, keep 
near the glass, and give plenty of air on warm 
days. Shift into larger pots as the plants re- 
quire, and give them a watering \Yith liquid 
manure about twice a week. When blooming 
is over in autumn, the tubers shouldi be. grad- 
ually dried off, and wdien quite^db.rmant, they 
should be placed in dry soil, and put in iany 
dry cellar or place out of the reach of frost 
till again wanted for starting. 

Clematises. 

These magnificent hardy climbers are highly 
popular amongst amateur growers, and con- 
sidering their great beauty, freedom of bloom- 
ing, and the facility with which they may be 
tr;uiietl on any kind of wall, trellis, veranda or 
pillar, and in almost any aspect, it is surprising 
th^t Clematises are not found in abundance in 
every garden. The sorts blooming after June 
are the best for bedding' purposes ; they flower 
on the young wood, and therefore require be- 
fore growth commences in spring to be cut 
down to within six or twelve inches of the 
ground, as likewise do-all the late-flowering 
kinds; and early sorts, flowering from May 
to July on the old wood, should be pruned 
similarly to Roses. 

Gladioli. 

Hybrids of Gandavensis.— These ' beautiful 

flowers are fast increasing in popularity, ami 
as decorative plants for the open garden should 
certainly be placed in the front rank. They 
succeed avcU in almost any soil or sitaution, 
and planted in association with Dwarf or 
Standard l-loses, with hardy herbaceoijs plants, 
or on the shrubbery border, they have a very 
fine appearance. They also, do well as pot 
plants, and arc capitally suited! for growing in 
outside wdndow boxes. Plant the corms oir 
roots firmly, three' or four inches deep and 
eight or nine inches apart, in clumps of three, 
five or more, as required, and put a neat stake 
to each when the flower buds make their ap- 
pearance. March is the best month to plant 
for blooming in July and August, and by a 
few successive plalntings in ^pril and .the ea.rly 
jKirt of May., a succession of handsome flowers 
may be had to the end of September. Gladioli 
are of especial value as cut flowers for decora- 
tive purposes. If the flower spikes are cut and 
placed in water just as the blooms are begin- 
ning to expiiud, they will all open in succession 
to the topmost bud, and will retain their beauty 
for a longer time than if remaining on the 
.plant. 

New Giaht-Flowerdd Hybrid Gladioli. — An 
important and valuable floral introduction. 
The flowers of this splendid class are of great 
substance and gigantic size. The form of both 
the flower and spike is perfection itself,- aiul 
they last a long time in bloom before fading, 
owing to their great substance and vigor; but 
th.c most striking feature is their coloring.

Every 
color known among Gladiolus is represented, 
and many never before seen, particularly blues, 
smoky greys and purple blacks, all having 
beautifully mottled and spotted throats made 
up of white, crimson, pink, 3'cllow, etc., and 
in this peculiar network of charming spots and 
colors lies one of its special points of unsur- 
passed beauty. The flowers "are much more 
beautifully colored than Lemoine's Hybrids, 
and much larger than any Gandavensis. Even 
the beautiful flowers of the weak growing 
.Xanceianus cannot compare with the regol 
beaut}', size and coloring of this fine class. 

Hardy Hybrid Gladioli. — This fine new race 
of Hybrid Cdadioli blooms somcv/hat earlier 
than the Gandavensis, ^nd are much more 
hardy, so hai-d}% in fact, that their bulbs do 
not need to be lifted in winter. The ilowers 
are very striking and handsome in appearance, 
all having conspicuous blotches on the lower 
petals, whilst the colors are ver}^ diversified 
and beautiful. These will be found si)lendid 
alike for garden decoration or for cut flowers. 

Mimulus. 

Sow the seeds in March or Apn\ on tho, 
surface of ])ots or pans of firndy pressed, light 
rich soil, cover very slightly with fine soil and 
sand, sprinkle gently with a fine rose water- 
pot, and place in a heat of about sixty degrees, 
not more. A piece of glass laid oyer the pot 
(u- pan will assist germination by ensuring an 
e-en moisture. When the young plants come 
up, keep near the glass and give plenty of air, 
and soon as they can be handled pot off singly 
into small pots, or prick out five or six in a 
five-inch i)ot to strengthen, give plenty of air 
and moisture, ami plant out in May, or shift 
into larger pols I'o)- continuing tinder glass, .,.A' 
somewhat moist, shady position' is. tlie most' 
favorable for blooming, and, when planted out, 
a north or northwesterly aspect will be best, 
and the plants should bfiye an.abun^^^ 
water 'in dry weather. ■^M"_;r>,- 

Lobelia 

To secure fine plants for bedding out the 
following May, some ])reler to sow the seed in 
.\utumir, but b'ebruary or March is good time 
for sowing if the plants have careful atten- 
tion and arc grown on freely. Sow the seeds 
thinly in pans or pots of sandyi:s-loam, cover 
very lightly, and place in a heat'^of'sibout sixty 
degrees, keep moist, and soon as the young 
plants can .be handled,, pot off singly, into 



small pots of light rich soil, keep near the -f.' 
glass in a gentle heat, and give plenty of air on ' 
fine days. Carefully picking off all the flowery' .: ' 
buds will greatly assist their growth, and they ■ 
should on no account be allowed to suffer 
from want of moisture. Other excellent meth- 
ods are to prick the young plants five or six in 
a five-inch pot, or, better still, to plant them 
thinly in shallow trays of rich soil, keeping a 
gentle heat, giving air, etc., as rccom^iicndcd. 
These will gradually form compactly-grown, 
sturdy plants, that will quicklyj produce a 
beautiful effect when planted out. Lobelias 
intended ior pots or wimlow-boxcs succeed ~ 
best when planted out thinly in good soil in an , 
open situation, and carefully lifted when they 
have formed nice tufty plants; these v/ill at 
once commence blooming, and produce an ef- - . 
feet that could not be otherwise obtained. 

Mignonette 
These wcU-knov.'u, deliciously-sccnted, 
hardy annuals are extremely easy of cultiva- 
tion. Sow the seeds in the open border where '« 
intended to flower, any- time from the middle '; 
of March to the end of June, iand tliih otit-tlie . ' 
plants to four or six inches apart as soon as' '^- 
they are large enough to handle. For Win-'*- 
tcr blooming so-'v any time in August, in pots 
of five or six if -.l-.es diameter, and thin out the 
plants to three or five in a pot, keeping them as- 
hardy as convenient before placing under ' 
glass for the winter. Mignonette is one of ^ 
the very best and most useful plants for bees, 
and should be sown- in every " available spot 
where they are kept. ' - ; . . ' 

These magriiificeat .5 ildwers, with their .,, ... 
stately sjpikes of handsome bloom, form grand 
and conspicuous objects in the flower garden- 
during summer and autumn, and should al- 
ways be grown where convenient. They . are 
easily raised from seeds, and sown in January 
or February in a good heat under glass will 
bloom splendidly the same year. When grown 
in- this vf,ay, avligllt rich soil ■shouIditbe-.uscd.^J.nt^ 
the plants.. should be potted singly intc> small .-V) 
pots as soon as large enough to handle, shift- ■. ' 
ing: into larger as titesc fill with roots.

The Pansies and Violas are amongst the 
very best of our spring and summer flowering 
beddcrs.

tion. A spot wdiere they are shaded from 
strong sunshine for some part of the day, a - 
north or west border, suits them admirably, 
and a fair supply of weak liquid manure in dry 
weather will keep them in splendid flower. 

Pentstemons 

A very beautiful class of summer and autr . 
umn-bloom'ing plants that should be extens- 
ively grown. Tliey form neat-growing bushes 
and throw up graceful spikes i 1-2 to 2 i-2 .'- 
feet high, covered with large, handsome Glox- 
inia-like flowers, and when planted in beds or 
masses, have a grand effect.

To keep tb.e house free fro;ii in-e 1 use linie 
and kerosene, nsint;- a niachine o ' vdw !or llie 
kerosene, 'i'u kec]) the hens frf' irimi lice 1 
have in the hen house in wintttr ;i \)<.i\ two- 
third^- full of a mixture of road dnsL and wood 
a§hea,,and to induc^ them to keep scratching 
in^ it =1 add occasionally fresh wood ashes, 
roasted eggshells, saved thruu,';h the summer, 
:ind bits of jilaster pounded. The charcoal in 
the ashes, besides taking the place of grit, is 
m aid to digesl^on, while the other items make 
material lor new eggshells. 

I believe that one nntle to a dozen females 
u-Quld lower the egg production and the vital- 
ity of the flock,- especially if in confinement. 
M}' proportion is one male to thirty females. 

This spring I had one m'alc lo twciHy- 
;ight females, and hatched eighty-four chick- 
ens from the first ninety-seven eggs set. 'I'hese 
hatches came off at two periotls, .May y and 
\ray 17. I do not plati to have an}' chickens 
hatch later than this, but from thirty eggs sold 
to a neighbor there were hatched June 20 
twenty-seven chickens. 

As both hens and eggs are composed large- 
ly of water, 1 aim to get as much into thciii as 
possible, in their feed as well as by a supply of 
drinking water; then, to prevent disease, 1 salt 
my flock e\-er}' day in the year. I feetl as fol- 
lows, though only twice a day in siunmer and 
half the (piantity: Tn the looming curiimeal, 
saltt^d and stirred u[) with water, one table- 
spoonful to each hen. At noon sliced raw po- 
tatoes, half as many small ones as hens. At 
night, oats, two quarts to each twenty-five 
hens. I feed no cooked food, exccnt oce.i^ion 
al meat scraps, and no coiumcrci;d foods. 1 
dc-nbt their \-ahie, except in small on.-Liititii'S, 
for hens alrea<U- doiiu;' Ljood worlc. There uvdv 
be better methods of feeding, but thi>. with ;i 
small flock, having free range, results in a 
healthy, active flock of hens with eggt. all the 
year and no sickness or weakness among the 
chickens.

, Feeding Milk to Fowls 

The great benefit to be deris'ed Irom ilie 
feeding of milk to fijwls seems to be ;>.!!!io-;',. 
entirely ignored by the majorit}' ol piiidti'y 
keepers. Jf hens are fed all the milk they can 
be induced to drink, along with a cum ration, 
great gains can be expected in the egg produc- 
tion. 

Last year we fed our fo\\1^ lai'-d}- on corn, 
especially our laying;' hens, ;iiid foi- ;, l).dance 
ration we supplied all the nnlk we eouhl pos- 
sil-ily spai'e, and the resnll w.ns .an advance oi 
egg's over an\' pre\'ious winirr in our expei'i- 
;'ncc. On farms ■\\diere tliei'e i-; a ;_vmm1 --.niiply 
:if milk there should be no rea.-'on ioi- not re- 
i;eiving a good supjily of eggs. There can be 
no better ration for a flock nf laying hens than 
plenty of corn to produce fal and milk tu bal- 
ance the corn ration, and furnish the neces- 
sary elcnuMits for egg ])r(;dnei ion. Where 
miU'C is supplied liberall_\- lo mwls, animal 
food, in the form of cut grei 11 bone, can be re'- 
duced, as milk supplies largely ail the el-ineni-. 
found in hone. Alilk and e(jrn make a nmcl: 
better combination than milk, wheal and oats. 
i''eeding the layers on corn and milk alternate- 
ly u'ith green good, in the shape of cabbage or 
ju'epared clover, we \m'.\c an alniost ide.al food 
for egg produelion. I'oullry an' pari ienlarly 
lond of milk', and il can be gi\ en in .•.liiio ,t nn- 
limited (pianliti^'.-- without any se^ion^ re,-iih.-. 
following. It very often happens thai leedmL; 
meat ta(j frecl}' produces diarrhoe.'i. whieb 
^^hecks the supply of eggs, hut in fcerling milk 
'iy^e do not experience such n'nfavorahle results, 
rfri' the country where il is noi eonvenient for 
file farmer to get bone fresh from the butcher, 
lie can su|)ply milk' instead, whicdi is almost nr 
<|uite as good as bone. W'e k'liow of |,-idy 
breeder who feeds corji and mill-: the year 
round lo both y(nmg and old, with \'ery .-ati^- 
faclory results, nsinu' the sour milk 1 after 
boiling it) in mash ih decided benefit, es- 
pecially with the young; growinG' stock. N'cxt 
year wc sho'll use boiled sour jliilk, wheal *i ran 
and corn meal, sprinkled with ptdveri/icd char-' 



coal, for our vonng ciiicks. belie\ ing wc liave 
a I'ood that will lie wholesome, palatable and 
iiiex]iensive ct Miiparati vely to senne of the so- 
called "prepared chick foods" now on the mar- 
ket. .Al the same time we shall provide skim-, 
ined milk as we have previously done for the 
fowls to drink, believing we can realize more 
from the produce in feeding in this way than 
ane other way we could feed. \\ c are quite 
positive it woiild be impossible to gel too uiucli 
milk before our fowls, as milk, in a majority 
of cases, is in limited amounts, not enough, on 
the ;r, erage farm, to endanger the chick in 
contracting any bowel trouble. 



How Does She Know? 

How is it that the old hen knows ..how? 
W ho told her? A person who has watched 
the big bfddy jilayiug the chicken game on toj) 
of thirteen luiripe eggs has seen her sit con- 
<iaiitly for lour da\'S, being off only a lew 
iiiMiute^ al ;i time to get a bit t<i eat, and sonu:- 
linies not coming off at all for three days. The 
third dav he has seen her turn the eggs with 
her bill, "and thereafter turn them every night 
and nun-ning up to the eighteenth day. .She 
will rush out after the morning sun*- lias got 
ihiugs warm, and eat a si>leii(bd long break- 
fast on the morning 'jf the fifth day. The ama- 
teur .seeing this for the first time will get 
aiixioiiN, fearing the eggs will coo! off. Of 
eonr>e they will. vShe knows il all right. 

The hen will stay off ten minutes and be 
exceedingly busy. She will eat, drink and take 
a sun aiKl'dust bath. She will cool the eggs 
and then turn them every uun-ning until on 
the eighteenth day she will not seem to want 
anv lhiiig to eat, but will hurry off after il is 
very warm, eat a bit, drink hurrieiUy, rush 
back to the nest and get uijon the eggs, care- 
fully as if they might be so many soap bubbles. 
On the eighteenth day the embryo chick prcr 
pares to take a knock at the egg . shell, antl 
rights himself so hc can pick upward. If his 
head is dou ii, lie turns in the shell. If the 
hen should chance to turn an egg in getting 
un her nest on the eighteenth morning, she 
will carefully lurn the egg back as i]uickly as 
IJossible. VVoiildn't you freely give S5 to 
know the thought in the hen's mind that ac- 
companies ithis simplje act? 

If flic chicken iii the shell be turn-down 
after getting ready to pick, he may not make 
the extra exertion to right himself, though a 
strong chick will do so. If be crack's the un- 
der side of the shell, the niLiisture of the shell 
will run out through the hole and stop the 
hole. After the chick' has once breathed the 
raw air he will stifle or drown in his own 
moisture if the hole be stopped. He will 
drown in his own moisture if he does not pick 
the shell al all. The mother hen keeps the

Testing Eggs 

During incubation, whether 1)\' natural or 
:,i'iificial iiu'ans, eggs should be tested at least 
tw ice. Testing is for the i)urpose ni detecting 
tile inierlile ei;g-, or those in which the germ 
is di.'ad. ami )'enio\ing i!ie-e from the m.'st or 
machine. I I a luimber rJ hens are set at the 
same time, and a number of eggs arc found on 
examination the se\jciitli day after setting, to 
be infertile or de.'id, tin -e.-,!!! ay be removed, 
the nests rearranged under the hens necessary 
to co\'er them and llh- remainder of the hens 
reset. 

Telling,- eL;i4'.s for nrlililv is not a difficult 
mailer, and while there ;ire lamps rnid appli- 
ances eiunigli lor this i)urpose, useful where 
large numbers of eggs arc incubated, a very 
siiirple alfrangcmcnt can be made by^ anyone 
which will answer the pi8rp,0Sc; c|ttite^sEitisfac- 
torily. ^In fact eggs may bd 'tested' bijr''thc aid 



of nothing more than :l bright light and a dark 
room, holding the eggs one at a time between 
the cye.and 'ilie lignt, With - the.,,, fingers and 
•hai|ds at'ranged, to act as,;a screeii to keep the 
direct . light a,way, from the eye. 

"This method AVorks all right with some but 
a better jiractice is to take a piece of dark c(.d- 
ored card board about nine liy ten inches 
square, and cut a hole in the centre the shape 
ol an egg but a little smaller in size. The <;g'gs 
are placed against the hole one by one, broad 
end up; and Jield before a bright light in a dark 
room. In this way the contents of the eggs 
can be readily seen and fertile eggs at once 
distinguished from the infertile. .\ Imll's t'_\'e 
or bicycle lanu) gives good s;tlisfactioii in test- 
ing ill this way. 

W hile this .■irraiigemeiit for testing is sim- 
ple eiioiudi. ;i home m;ide tester iweKe inches 
Si|uare and eighteen inches hi,glb • will 
give a much more satisfactory light 
for the iMirposc in ipiestion. It is simply 
;i box of the iliinen-i< UK gi\'eii. in which a good 
laniji i- ol.aced to fnrni-h light, .\ couple of 
half inch <iiould be bored near the boi - 

tom at eticli side for the purpose of su])plyiiig 
air to the lamp. .\t the top of the box a three- 
inch hole should be eiit to carry off the fumes. 
On the flout side and lev4,l with the flajne cut 
a three inch hole and over it pack a piece of 
felt against which the egg is laid. This tester 
is used only in a dark room, the egg being held 
against the hole in the felt. 

iyggs undergoing inciihatioii should be 
tested be'tween the seventh and ninth day :uid 
again mi the fourteenth. .\ii infertile egg wiU 
appear quite clear. It will give an 'appearance 
similar to a iiewl)' laiti egg. A fertile egg will 
have a dark spot in the larger end with the 
veins radiating from it. Eg;gs showing a red 
ring or those showing a dark snot without 
blood vessels or "colored" eggs should also be 
removed. On the fiiteenth d;i\' alter setting, 
when testing is again ]-)erformeil, the chick 
should darken the entire egg except the air 
cell in the broad end. l'.y watching the ■ egg 
closely an oijcralur can detect a movement of 
the chjck. - -..j^?, 

Curing Colds in Fowls 

liens arc nuu-e susceptible to colds than 
any other class of larm stock. .A cold in a hen 
is iiulicated by inflrLmination of the throat, 
nostrils and e3'cs, v.'ilh thin water discharges 
from these parts, sneezing and shaking of the 
head. The, condition' is induced by exposure 
of the birdij to danlp. chilly, "stagnant quarters. ' 
Jt is cured by plac.ing lliem in dry, comfort- 
able, sunny, 'well-ven.tilatcd quarters; making 
them scratch actively for the greater part of 
their rations, and giviu.g them ptire food and 
water, with green stuff to keen the bowels 
Ojjen. .\.- a remed v t.'ik'c .'i tablespoon fill e.'ich 
of black pepner, ginger, mustard and flour, 
add lard enough to permit oi the mixture be- 
ing forine<l intcj pellets of the right size to be 
taken by the fowl. The pellets may he kent in 
a closed glass jar. As soon as a fowl shows 
running at the nostrils or eyes, or frothy dis- 
char'/e in one tir both i-yes. becomes inactive 
or sneezes, give two or three pellets to ward 
off the cold or check its development.

LAMENESS IN HORSES 

.M'l'l-'.l) IK-'CK is a term applied to 
a fluctuating swcllint; on the point 
of the liock.

This 
form is caused by disease oi the bursa, or by 
violent strain. It usually causes lameness, is 
tender to pres.snre, is quite ea.-ily noticed, ;iml 
lience easy to diagnose. 'I he second lorm is 
-imply ;i .-eroib. al'i-ce,-- on ihe p(.iiut of the- 
hoi k, 1.-, c;insed by .1 brui-t-, iisiiallv by ;i horr:e 
kicking in the sl.'iil, on train hoard, etc., ami 
the point of the hock eoinnig in conlt.ct with 
the stall post, ])arlition, etc. It is seldom tlitit 
lameness is present, the usefulness of the ani- 
mal is not often interfered with, hut the pres- 
ence of the tumor is unsightly and reduces the 
animaj's value.

Another method of treat- 
ment i.-i to lance the sac and allow an escape 
ol the s\iio\ia, and then applv ;i bandrigc, or 
compress and flush out the cavii\' t\vice dtiily 
with ;in antiseptic. ;is ;i three or four per cent, 
solnliou of carbolic acid. There i-: cou.-Jder- 
ablc dan.i^er of this treatment causing violent 
inflammation of the jiarts unless .skillfully 
treated after the operation, hence unless the 
case be in experienced hands it is better to- not 
operate. ' " . 

The second form .should be .treated as an 
ordinary abscess.

ed by a blister, but if considerable fluid be 
present, the sac should be lanced and the cav- 
ity flushed out two or three times daily with 
an antiseptic until healed. Of course the cause . 
must be removed. ' 
Curb 

A curb is an eiilargemciii of'llu; lower part 
of the posterior Imrdcr of the hock. It con- 
sist ■ in a s|)raiii of a ligament, called the cal- 
caneo-cnboid ligament, which pa.^scs from the 
point of the hock to the cuboid bone on the 
lower part of the joint. Hyper-dcvelopment 
of the cuboid bone gives the hock an appear- 
ance siinulaling curb, but a close examination 
will readily delect the difference. \Ve;ik, 
sicklc-sliaped hocks are predispi.sed lo curb, 
hut the accident imiy occur to any horse. JL 
is caused by the hind legs slipping forward 
and spraining the ligament. In horses that 
are predisposed it is easily caused by slipping,- 
jumping, retiring, etc., etc., and while any 
liorse ma}' suffer it is very seldom -^vc notice a 
jurl) in a well-formed strong liocl;. with a 
stradgliL su|)erior border. Curb usually causes 
lameness in the early stages. Jt is not hard lo 
diagnose. The horse will go more or less 
laine tiiid will usually r(;st the leg while 
standing. An examination will reveal a 
swelling on the lower and posterior portion of 
the iiock there will be abnormal heat in the 
part, and upon pressured the patient will evince 
])ain. On exercise he is inclined to walk or 
trot as much as possible upon the toe. 

Treatment. — T'lie lameness from curb will 
usually yield to Iretitment readily, but the re- 
duction of the enlargement is a slow jnocess 
in most cases. The patient should be given 
rest and the usual constitutional treatment, 
consisting of the administration of a purga- 
tive, followed by low diet adopted. A shoe 
with th: I.ucl about an inch higher than the 
toe should be put on the foot of the lame leg. 
This keeps the heel elevated, and throws the 
diseased ligament in a state of repose. Dur- 
ing the infkimnialory stages, the long :ind 
fre(|ueiit application of an anodyne liniment, 
as one cotii|)osed of two ounces tincture of 
opium, two ounces of chloroform, one ounce 
acetate of lead, two ounces alcohol, and water 
to make a pint, will in a few days allay the in- 
flammation and remove the lameness. While 
the lameness can. in. most cases be cured by 
this treatment with good care and the useful- 
ness of the animal restored, there will be quite 
a \isilde enlargement remaining. This en- 
largement is hard to reduce, and if the pa- 
tient be an animal or ordinary value and re- 
quired only for - ordinary work, it is often 
deemed advisable to put him lo work and al- 
low the enlargenieut to remain, bul if he be a 
high class animal, or if from any reason the 
owner is aii.xious to restore the parts to the 
normal coiulit i(~iii. h.c must allow coiitiuucd 
rest and blister the part repeatedly in the 
meantime, la-eping shod with a high-heeled 
shoe. 'Idle ortliiiary Idister comp(jsed of two 
drains each of biniodide of mercury and can- 
tliarides, mixed with two ounces of vaseline, 
and applied in the ordinary manner gives good 
results. If it is necessary to Asork the ptitient 
and al the same lime reduce the enlargement, 
il can often be doiu\ lie should be shod with 
shoes slightly liiglun- at heel than at toe, but 
ilie difference should not be more than half an 
inch, ;is if loo great there wdll be ilanger of 
causing injury to other parts of the limb, by 
]ilacing the foot in an unnatural position. An 
absorbent, as ;i liniment, composed of four 
dr.'im.^ each of rcsublimcd crystals of iodine 
and i.idide of potassium, .'^nd four ounces each 
of alcohol ;iiid gi}'cerine, ;ipplied v\ith smart 
friction once dail\', will generally rciluce the 
enlargement, but such enhirgemeiits are te- 
dious lo treat ;uul a great anount of patience 
must be exercised. — Whip. 

Boiling Grain for Horses 

The practice of boiling grain for horses is 

not so common iiow-a-ila\'s as it was lormcr- 
1\ . W e c:m remember some }'ears ago when 
grain, e>piciall\- b;ii lev and \\he;it, were regu- 
hirl_\- cool-:ed and fed to the working teams. It 
w;is considered part iciii.arly necdiul 10 horses 
that ••.ere working in winter. The practice 
was ))i rhaiis commoner in the Old Country 
than here, but in both it has now i;dleii into 
di-l'.iM^r, In the-e ila\-s when fed at all. boik'd 
feed is cliiefh' used for colls, brood mares and 
stallions. It is also useful lo fee'i I'liice a day 
to draft horses that ,'ire l;eing fitted for .'xhi- 
bilioii,-. or leaiiis which .'ire being prep.'ired lor 
sale. They seem lo kec|) in a thrifty growing 
condition and the coat takes on a glo.ss and 
finish which no other feed seems capable of 
giviiig it. 

Have a Harness Room in the Stable 

If you arc planning to build a new stable 
see that you arrange 1p have a harness room 

convenienti}' situated in il. If you have a 
stal>!e tilready, Ir.y and fix il so you c;in have 
.■^ome ])lace to hang the harness other than on 
pegs liehiud the horses, where if a hor.se' gets 
loose it is knocked down and trampled under 
foot and u here il i- conl inuallj'- exno.scd to ilu; 
fumes of ammonia .arising from the manure. 
Ammonia injures the harness liiore, perhaps,, 
'than an occasional knocking' down by' a ■pbs- 
siblc loo.^c horse, . 

A liarness room should be situated so thaj; 



no harness need be carried" far to itsdtorse. It 
need not be any larger than is necessary to ac- 
cnniniodate all the harness, required, -but it 
should be large enough to hold all the harncfss 

^vithollt lijuigTiig more than a set on tnc one 
pair ot pegs, Jt is ;dso ;i convenient place to 
store either things used in attaching hcu'ses to 
their \'ehicles. machines ;ind ploughs, such as 
aeck yokes, wliifllelrecs, clevises, wnips, chains, 
etc. By a proper arrangement of pegs a^id 
shelves, a deal of stuff may be piled in a small 
room anil at the same time be easily , got at 
when wanted. 



The Pasterns of the Draft Horse 

The degree of slope in the pasterns of a 

draft horse has much to do with the durability 
of his feet ;ind the action of the animal. The 
skeletoii of this portion of the body i.s made up 
below the fetlock joint of four small bones, the 
first of W'hich is the pastern bone, the others 
continue the slo])e. When a horse places his 
foot oh the ground the frog receives first the 
•concussion, transmitting it to the heel,- from. 
Avhich it passes to the bones of the foot,- the 
iKiN'icular, coffin and coronary hones — so .ai'-;. 
ranged in a ju-oiierly ccjiistructcd foot and leg 
that each receives a share of the buffeting. 

Ill ;i slojiing jiastern, that is where the 
slope is .say, forty-five degrees, the pastern 
bone receives only a small ])arl of the concus- 
sion incident to the movement oi the horse, 
and this would be largely rcccive.l by the 
three smaller pasterns and spent before the 
fetlocks vvas readied. The fetlocks, when .the 
liastcrus have their proper slope, swings,.ini.a 
sling of ligaments and tendons and protect.!*' 
the bones of the leg; from the shocks antl"; irri- 
tation that arise from concussion. 

.Straight pasterns are productive of ring- 
bones, sidehones, navicular disease and other 
di.sorclers of the foot and lower joints for the 
reason that wdiere the shock of the impact of 
the foQt .falls .jdirectly and most severely upon 
the joint formed by the coffiii, coronary and 
ii;i\'ictilar bones, an irritation is sctup in' this 
region which finally results in ' iiiflamniatiion 
and the deposition in the joints and on the 
bones of bony increment that produce the dis- 
eases mentioned. 

Given slo])e ;iml sufficient length, the pas- 
terns jjossess a springiness th;il receives com- 
pletely the shock oi imptiction of the foot, and 
protects the bones of the region from injury 
from this cause. Slope, however, is more im- 
portant than length, or even size. A pa.stferh; 
that slopes well back with the points at either 
end strong' and clean, a fetlock that cdmes 
near the ground bvery time the foot is set; 
down, is generally accompanied by sound feet 
mill clean lower bone and the horse possessing 
such a striiclnre in his underpinning' will mtike 
;i smoother, slraighler, cleaner and higher 
mover. There is a springiness in his gait that 
can come from nothing else. A straight pas- 
tern decreases a horse's command of his feet, 
and a horse with such conformation literally 
forces his feet into the ground or batters them 
to pieces on the hard pavement. 



Dairy Notes 

Care must be Itdvcii lo avoid feeds that will 
taint the milk. 

Alilk from a freslil\--cal\'ed cow should not 
be skimmed until after the eighth milking. 

A box or trough containing salt, to which 
the cows have free access, should always be 
pirovided. 

Cream should be cooled as quickl\' as pos- 
sible lo 55 degrees, and kept at that tempera- 
line or lower. 

It i)ay.s^to treat cows with invariable kind- 
ness. They should never be driven fast or 
worried by dogs. 

The udders and flanks ot the cows should 
always be washed rir brushed clean before 
milking is commenced. 

I'ure w.'iic'r should be pro\id(.'d \ov the 
e'oiws. and llie\' -hould be i)i'("jhibiled from 
drinlciipg stagnant, iiiiDure waler. 

.Ml xcssels, including se]i;ir;itor bowl, used 
in the handlin.g of milk or cream, should be 
thoroitghl)' cleaned immediately after they are 
uschI b\' washing' in lukewarm w.aler ;md then 
thoroughly scalding with boiling water. .A. 
brush is preferable to a cloth for washing tin- 
ware. 

Calves from dairy cows which ai*e destined 
■ lo become milk producers, shonld not be ki:pt 
fat during their growing period, not if yon 
wish to raise strong, vigorous, liigli-pcriorm- 
ing'cows. They are best kept in a thrifty con- 
dition, fed liberall} but not (jii feeds that will 
fatten them. There is reason in this. Young 
d;iir\' slock should he trained for their work 
aiid'a p^rl of the training is to feed them so 
that ;lieir digestive tract is di.stcnded more by- 
coarse fodder and hay than by nieal, and con- 
,..:scqiiently ihe capacity for handling large 
dniOunls of food is dieveloijed, thus giving the 
' first rcciui.site required in a dairy cow and 
equipping her to perform better her function.

How to Fit Up a Sewing Room 

in many households, especially where there are 
many young 'people to bo tended and mended, sew- 
ing is a matter o£ great and continual importance, 
and the making and mending of wearing apparel, 
house linen and so forth, accounts for a good many 
liours of each week. As daughters grow up towards 
womanhood it Is admittedly advisable that they .should 
hel]) with the family sewing, both for the sake of 
their own training and their mothers' greatest com- 
fort and ease, to say nothing of the important mat- 
ter of ei'onomy. L'uder these clrcunistaiices It will 
bo found a great advaiitagi' if a. room can be set 
apart for the purpose where work can be left reaily 
to hand for the next available lime, Instead of hav- 
ing to be folded up and carefully put away, with all 
the numv little sewing accessories that BO 'Virlth It. 
Vot only" will this urrangemcnt prevent much waste 
of time and energy ahd ^nany trials of patience, but 
it will also preserve the corafoiftaBle and orderly 
appearance of other rooms. The enthusiastic milli- 
ner or tho fashioner of biouse.s will then be able to 
continue her labors without tho tiresome flitting 
from room to romu In seareli of cutting-out table, 
looking glass, pi-essing iron, or otiu'r necessary ar- 
ticles 'which are not likely to be all in one place 
other than a special "sewing room." The room 
whicii in early days was the nursery or iilay-room 
may perhajis be available for tin- iiuriKKse, and it 
should be suitably furnished and supplied with all 
the requisites for houn: dressmaking. Tlui floor 
covering is worth careful consideration. Pieces of 
cotton and snippings of mati-rial have a way of 
clinging to caniets and aro troublesome to removi'. 
f.inoleum Is useful from this point of view, but is 
somewdiat cold. The drawback is lessened by the 
use of mats or rugs, or the best parts of old carpets 
from other rooms may be utilized, their edges .belnp; 
turned under and herrlngboned down firmly with 
strong thread. Cork carpet is cnpltnl If tho lloor Is 
to have tho luxui'y of a new covering, being both 
warm and convenient. Chairs are, of course, in- 
dispons.able and should be of varlouf kinds, both 
comfort and convenience being considered. A goixl 
sewing machine inusl be jirovliled, prefer.-ilily one 
fitted with a hinged side extension to lis table for 
supporting the w<'lght of bulky garineiits and pre- 
venting unnecessary creasing during uiaehlning. If 
It Is not so litted, a. small side table of the same 
height wdll supply the deficiency. A gooil-sized table 
with .a plain, solid woijilep tofi is required for cut- 
ting out, and two ]jressing-boarils, om; suil;ib!e for 
sk-lrts, etc., and the other small and narrow for 
sleeves.

The Art of Ice-Making 

I think thtit perhaps ices are one of tho most 
populiir refreshments In the world, and I am going 
to take It for granted tliat you know absolutely noth- 
ing about m.-ikin.g them, and do not possess any of 
tin- orlliodox iileiisils. 

'J'here is nothing easier to make than Ices. ' Tlu'y 
are 111, more dillicult to mtike than an ordinary lullic 
]iuddlngl 

As lor the utensils necessary for mak-iiig therp, 
subsiiliit(.K for these are to be found in every house- 
hold. 't'he.\' are: 

A large milk can with a tlght-flttlng lid. 

A bone p.'iper knife. 

A zinc bath. 

A strong darning needle. 

Tho mixture to be froz(ui must be inil in the milk 
can; the Ice and salt, with whieli to freeze it in 
layers in the bath. The darning needle will b,- i,.- 
qilired for breaking tho leu, and the i)ai)er knife for 
scraping down the Inside of the can. 

Hints to Remember 

U.'^o for freezing , coarse. salt, and rough Ice, chop- 
ped small, allow.ing-ono pound of salt to each eight 
pounds of Ice. • - - 

Do not put the mixture to be frozen into the can 
until It is quite cold; otherwise It will jnolt the lee

Raspberry- Water lice 

This has syrup for its foundation. 

11e([uired: One jjound of ras])berries, the .'.nice of 
one lemon, two pounds of lump sugar, one pint of 
water. 

Method: I'ut the sugar and water Into a pan, a 
steel one if possible, let it stand by tho lire until thu 
sugar has dissolved, then botl^lt quickly without tho 
lid for about ten minutes, oi« till it is a fairly thick' 
.syrup. • I 

Skim it frequently and then allow it to cool. 
Rub the fruit through a hair seivo, strain in the 
lemon juice and pour In tlie syrup, and add enough' 
cochineal to make it a pretty color. 

Pour the mlxturie into the can when quite cold, 
and freeze as directed for the strawberry mixture. 

Vanilla Ice 

Required: Hlx eggs, one quart of milk, quarter 
of a pound of loaf sugar, and vanilla to taste. 

Method; Beat up tho eggs, bring tho milk with 
the sugar In it to the boll, let It cool slightly and 

pour on to tho eggs. 

Pour tills custard into a jug, place It In a pan of 
boiling water on the flritSiind stir till It thickens, but 
it mu.st not actually boil. 

Strain it into a cold jug and let it cool, tmd flavor 
It with vanilla. 

Pour it into the milk can and freeze It In exactly 
the same way as before directed. 

If liked, use half a iilnt of wdil|ii)ed cretini In 
place of halt a pint of milk, and only four eggs. 

Add the cream vvhen the custard Is cold. 

■ An Inexpensive Vanilla Ice 
Required: one ounce of cornstarch, one and a 
half pints of milk, six ounces of castor sugar, vanil- 
la to taste, and ti liltle saffron. 

Method: Put the milk and sugar in a iiaii on tho 
fire and bring them to the boll. Mix liie cornstiirch 
smoothlv with a. little milk; pul it in Ihe pan with 
the milk and stir till it boils, then let it cook gently 
for five minutes, l.el it cool, then flavor it carefully 
and add enough saffron to give It tlie tint of a good 
custard. Pour the mixture Into tlie milk can and 
freeze, as alretidy directed. 

Note. — If well flavored, this is really very good, and 
most inexpensive. 

I am' quite sure no one will find this method difficult, 
and besides being chetiper in the long run than buying 
ice cream ready made, you know that It is pure and 
clean, and I am surj?- you will find the few recipes I 
have submitted reallyMifeJisibus, If tjie, dlrectlQns are

Reqtilred: Three etfjfs, their weight in butter? flour 
and castor sugar,' oi^;teaspoojaful. of baking., powder, 
a few drops 06 yanlllk" or the grated rind" of half a

Fancy Work for Frocks 

There are luaiiy uncouinion methods wlicri-by 
the clever fancy worker can use her neeiilo to make 
her gowns beautiful, l^robably those dresses are al- 
ways iho most urtlslically admirable into which a 
great deal of fine work has .been put, whether by 
the professional or the amateur. . First, let us con- 
sider wuyu of limking yokes suitable for blouses and 
frock.s. Once u reliable pattern has been obtained 
for the sliaiie, innumerable uses of it are easy, and 
the design can be allered, loo, in countless ways. 
The bottiim of a yoke mtiy be cut with a deep jiolnt, 
as a lound. .u- with Its centre lengthened so as to 
coinliliu- a wide plastron all down the front, for in- 
stance. Sup]iosing a doop-iiolnled yoke to have 
Ijoeii decided uiiiHi, let this be cuL ill any kind of 
glazed lliieii or lining in while or cream. A trans- 
icr patieiii of ;t iioint lace or a braiding design 
.-li,,ulil then be lixeil on Ibis, so as lo cover the whole 
lirelty e\-eiily, and a warm Iron jiassed over. It 
■my (lillicully is experienced in oinaiiiing a suitable 
transfer pattern, any design from . magazine or book 
can be copied. Yes! even by tlui k-usi experienced 
draughtswoman. Once the paper design Is held 
against a window pane, with the cream linen yoke 
;:bo\-e it, tlie pattern will show clearly through and 
a pencil e;in <iulckly draw It at Once on tho linen. 
.\'ow prcliiiiimirles being arranged, tho actual work 
c.-in be started, and fascinating does It prove. The 
whole pattern Is niadi- out In a. very narrow sar- 
cenet ribbon taclied on at thi' edges, and then 
"whipped" into sliape, as though it were lace braiil, 
in the familiar fashion that allows tie- linen lo be 
ri-nioved finally liy cutting tlie tai-kiiig cotton. Pale 
belle ribbon makes a cli.-irining yoke for a blacls 
gown of tl.iu iii;itcrial, llie largest o]ieiiings liaving 
been worked in various simiile lace stitches with 
black vvaahlng- filoselle silk. If the yolCe is intended 
for a pale blue blouse, filosello silk in the .same 
shade should be chosen, and the result will be 
charmingly dainty. It Is an excellent plan to work 
deei). cuff pieces to match. "When the yoke Is used 
In tho frock. It should be backed by chiffon or thin 
silk. A yoke formed In the same style of narrow 
liltick velvet ribbon is very serviceable and effective 
but lis velvet Is rather too thick to lend Itsdif well 
to the whipiiiiig Into eiirvcs. It is best to form ti slin- 
ide lattice de.dgii. Tlie siiaces can be left plain, or 
each niaj- lia\-e a lacesvoik star or round, 01- n small 
I'rochei "11101 if" sewn 111, worked In lilack lilosclle 
or a cable silk, 'i'bls black vcdvel openwork yoke 
looks lovely lined with cerise silk of white satin- 
while for ail evening gown net or clilffmi in tireaiu' 
white o'r jmle pink should be chosen. 'J'o turn our 
attention to cloth gowns, a liandsinue rolx, |-,„. i,,. 
door wear nuiy bo designed In vivid crimson with 
deep bands edging the. skirt, yoke tuul cuffs o'f hoi-' 
land-colored linen, embroidered in a paler cerise 
crimson, outlined in black.

A correspondent states that an apparatus liii 
■■which electricity is employed Kj record curiliquako 
: curves was recently designqd by PriJltissor R uoUl- 
"""hmidi, of tho i.Tniversiiy of Brussels;' A p.chduluiu 
carries one or two pulr.s of diametrically" oppoSed 
coils of thin copper wire, in front of Which there aro 
arranged other coils in perfect allgnn\ent.^ith tho 
former, wound with a-smaile't,auinber of-jturns oV 
thicker copper wire. The coil? of ■ thick wire, are at- 
tached to a frame resting on the ' ground so as to 
partake in. diiy earthquake motlqti. and as tho ctjUs 
fixed to the central mass, owing to tho in- 
ertia of the latter,, tend to remain at rest, the rela- 
tive distances between the two set.s of coils will bo 
alternately increased and reduced, thus setting up

he liauled them to the seaport himself. Willi tlie 
money he got he bought goods and broiiglit them 
home. All this has been changed. Evorywhoro 
tlinougrhoiit the graln-gvowing countries of the worjil 
there Is a network bt i-ailroads. The grain Is taken 
to the .stations, which are usually but- a short dis- 
tance from any farm. Then. cara are filled and the 
trains carry tho graiiv to' tho' seastdc or- to the head 
I'f navigation. On the' prairies the wheat Is stored 
iri very higli buildings called elevators to wait thorn 
till there are cur.s enough to carry it away. Xoar the 
flevators there i.s u.sually a steam mill, and the far- 
mi'r who brings in tlie grain buys his flour there. Of 
cour.?e, the railroad has to be paid tor carrying the 
fe'rain and tlie goods wliicli it brings l).-:>c!v from the 
seaport. In some places fruit is llie chief freight of 

1. the road. In others it is cotton, tol)acco or sugar. 

if . But whatever its load may be it is made up chiefly of 
the property of people who arc not wealthy and who 

1 ihust pay the price of part of the load for having It 

.' carrled' to the sea. 

• At coi^ts a great deal of money to build the roads, 
engines and .cars and to Uoop them In repair, as well 
as to pay the engineer.^ and other ijeople who .vort; 
on the ronds. Tlie men wlio furnisli tlie money to la.v 
tint on the roads are eallcd a eompany, and they most 
l)e paid interest for the money Llie,\' spend on the 
work. Tiiat Is oiil\- fair, and wlien there is a great 
(■■\il nt business du'ii'^ on a road, as llieri^ is, for in- 
^tanee, on tlie Canadian Paeilic railroad, the company 
mii)ves a great deal of money and by being careful 
and using its money wisely, becomes very rich. Some 
eoniiJimu's, however, charge their customers loo 
mach, and in other ways deceive and cheat those who 
cio buyiaesK with tl;%n. 
■ .In, the United States laws ha\ o been made: to 
i)iinl8h dishonest companies as well as other dis- 
• honest, men, and President Roosevelt lias used h:^ 
power to cause tho.se laws to be criforced. Soni'- of 
these eompantos Iiave boon found guilty and punlsii- 
od. Thev Iiave been forced to eliaiL-je their way of 
(hiiiig business, and this, so the eompanies and otlier 
lic'ople loo, sav, has lielped cans- liaril times in llie 
trnitod States. A short time ago s?nie of the eom- 
panies threatened to lower the wages of men eiv.- 
jiloyed bv them. There is, in the United States, a 
.sort of court called the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, part of whose business It Is to Inquire Into 
, any quarrels between companies and their servants, 
and settle them, tt possible, fairly. 

President Roosevelt has written a letter to the 
gentlemen of this commission. In which he asks 
them to' find out whether the lowering of wages is 
really caused by hard times, whether the laws are 
to blame or whether the companies are trying to 
■cheat the men In their employ. Tfe. says that neither 
the men nor the companies will be allowed to act 
so as to endanger life, property or public order. 
President Roosevelt is a very bold man. He has 
shown that ho is determined that tlie rleliest and 
most powerful companies will not be allowed to rol) 
•the people.' A later despatch says that the reduction 
In wages, will not be made.

U had been de- 
lennined to leave that to be settled by The Hague 
tiibuiial. .Vnibassador Bryce Is now In C.'anada try- 
ing to arrange some other dl.sputes, none of them 
serious. 

Mr. Reid made two otlier important statements. 
I'irst, that neither .Tapan nor the United States had 
the least reason foi- going to war or wish to do so. 
In spile of all tliat foolish people said, the coming 
of the /Vjiierican neet to the Pacific was not a sign 
of war. Even If they did. England's treaty with 
. Japan only bound her to help that country if any 
'■. other power tried to rob her of her possessions. Tlils 
'the United States had no intention of doing, and 
therefore Great Britain would never go to war witli 
the United States on .Japan's aeeoimt. 

It is greatly to bo hoped tlial Mr. Redd is riglil. 
Elderly peoiile in the United St.ates know the full 
meaning of wai'. In t^anada it is a much longer time 
since lleids vvere laid waste, homes destroyed and 
families left without f.athers or l)rothers. Kveii in 
.lapan, though thousands of men fell on the balile- 
floids of 'Korea, the war did not take place within 
.Tapan itself. I-"or centuries the battles of Great 
33rltain have been fought at sea or on distant soil. 
In a great" war cannon balls are fired into homes, 
crops arc trampled under foot, and the best and 
'bravest of men are killed, often within sight and 
sound of their wives and children. What all this 
means no reader of this page can even imagine, and 
we may well pray that they may never be called 
upon to isuffer from the terrible scourge of war. 

The Russian;: lia\'e .-ondemneil lo death the de- 
fender of Port .\rthur. General Stoessel. It is easy 
to see from the despatches that inany peo])jc think 
the sentence was unjust. While oycvy one knows / 
that Port Arthur would have been taken, it is s.aid 
that Stoessel bad botli men I'liou.gli to defitnd it ami 
food enough to snpid.v I hi- garrison f ir soiik' wer ks 
longer. The general who is unfortunate enough to 
b', beaten seldom receives justice either from ills 
countrymen or his Judges. There Is little chance 
Of forgiveness for the crime of failure. 

It Is hard for us in our comfort- 
able, peaceful homes to understand how 
men and women feel compelled to give 
up their lives to the planning and carrying out of 
the most terrible murders, yet that Is what a great 
many peoiile in Europe do. These murderers arc 
i.ot 111! men; there are man.v women among their 
number, and some of these are young, beautiful and 
jieh. They plan to kill the rulers of different e.nm 
tries. There ate a groat many of those aiuirehisls 
in Rus.da. The>' ha'.'- i-oiimiilled many terribli- 
i.riniis already. .Vet l.oig ;igo Un-y s.^iit the Vy.AY 
word that lie vvoiiid Iv- killrd, imt that plot was di.-:- 
cnvered In lime to prevent air, harm 'leijig done 
T.aKl week .a .-;till more terrible atlompi w.is dis- 
; ovsred just in time to prevent tlie crime ;Mid 'o 
save many lives, l>''lfty people and mori iiad as- 
.■-embled In St. Petersjburg, determined to kill Duke 
Nicholas Nlckolaiovltch, cousin of th*> C.zar and 
commander of the Impcrlul Guard. Part of this 
band carne from Finland, In tho north, and part 
from Moscow. 'When the police found lliom thoy 
I'.iui bnmb.s and other explosives. If they liad bee n 
sneces<ful not only the Grand Duke and the .Minls- 
f'-r rif .lustiee. whom tliey meant to assassinate, bnl 
hundreds of Iniioeeiit p'-oidi- wlio were ne.-ir niighi 
h.-'ve been l;ilh-ii. The straii:;e Ihimx is that people 
' V. ho, In their own llonK'^^. are lo\-ing and tender- 
l>-arteil. c-an eon\'inee Iheinseh-os thai they are (lo- 
1 ig riglit whi'ii lln-v take the lives of others in the 
iiiost ernel ;md terrible v,a>-. The.-e anarehisis 
l<iiow t!iat. they are lik;'ly to be fcnmd oul, and 
that when they iire discovered 11k-\- will suffer ilm 
most terrible nunlshments. Vet they do not sfnm 
to feel eilher fear for lliemseh e.c or pitvi for others, 
ft Is only in very badly eoverned countries that peo- 
rde can brine themselves to believe that such 
rrlme-«! are right. 

.i. About seventy years ago a boy was born on a 
farm In Prince ICdward Island. Like many boys In 
•j that little. iiro\inti-e, he loft liome when he was 
.. young. He settled in .Montreal, iind by iiard work 
nnd saving be(-ame rich. In a tobacco faetor.v he 
made a great fortune. He believed the text in the 
HIble 'vhlch sa.vs, ''Wi: broughl nothing into this 
v/orld and it Is certain we can carry iiolliing out of 
it," He si;t to work to .see how much good he could 
rio while lie was ali\'e with the milliims he had 
saved. 

He thougl'.t that if men were pi'opeii>- I'lliieated 
(he world would bo a great deal better oiV. .Mr. 
:Mncdonald, or .Sir AVlUlain Macdonald, as he is now 
called, thought that there , -was much knowledge 
which men could gain from tho world around them. 
In MoGIll college young men were learning to bo 
doctors and lawyer,?, tcuchcra and. clergymen. That 



was all Very well; but there wore railroads lo be 
built In Canada, minerals to be tulcen ironi tlic 
mines and purillcd afterwards. MaiuifaclureK were 
needed In this new country, and, above all, men 
needed to loaru how to farm In the very besl way. 
Canada had been sending abroad for engineers and 
other men who understood how to use the wonderful 
liowers of nature. Sir William .Macdonald .got 
teachers to come to McGill who know about -^elec- 
tricity, and chemistry and geology, and built .rpoms 
arid bought" appa.ra.tus where men could ^ study 
science. Then he thought it was as Important , that 
children should' learn to tiso 'their hands and eyes 
as to study from books. So all over Canada he-es- 
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tabllshed manual training schools. He sent teach- 
ers into the colleges In the provinces where most of 
the people were farmers, to teach agriculture. Xot 
satisfied that this was being done in the best way, 
he bought a big farm near Montreal and built a 
iiiagnlficent college, where men and women could 
learn all that has been discovered about farming, 
and have an oiiportunitv of putting into practice 
what thev learned. Altogether, Sir William .Mac- 
donald has spent $7,000,000 in Quebec alone. Few 
rich people have made a belter use of_ tlieir money 
than this unpretending old man lias Qono. • 

The judges have decided that the parliament of 
this province has no power to make a law that pre- 
vents the Japanese from coming into tho province, 
because the treaty with Japan, which Is now part of 
the law of Canada, gives the Japanese the right to 
live In any part of the King's dominions. 

It is not often that tiu.re Is so terrible a storm 
in England and Ireland as visited them last week. 
Shiiis were wrecked, buildings blown down and the' 
hurricane even blew a train from the track. 

Xineteen hundred years ago Roman ladies and 
gentlemen sat In the splendid amphitlicatres and 
watched the terrible fights between the Hons and 
the Christians. Kvcr since men have been taiight 
that human life Is jirecious and that men should 
love one another. Yet a few \days ago ten thousand 
men profcs.^ing to bo Christians, watched while 
maddened bulls gored men to death. This happened 
In Lima, in Peru, at an entertainment givon to the 
men of the United States fleet. Is there any heathen 
country where a more cruel spectacle could be seen? 

'I'lie Premier of .\uslralla, .-\lfred Uoakln, has 
writti'n a letter Inviting the United Stales fleet In 
visit that eoloiiy before il returns home. 'I'he fnited 
.Stales na^■y dep;irtnu-nt are muc-li i>leased with the 
invit.-ilion, liut sa>- that il cannot tell >ei just wlnil 
the lleet will do. It is .said, however, that the ships 
will probably return liy the Suez canal, thus making 
a voyage namd tiie world. This Will be a very ex- 
pensive undertaking. 

The negroes in ("ongo are suffering from the 
greed and cruelty of tho while men Who visit that 
part of the world to buy rubber and other tropical 
products. The country is under the control of Bel- 
gium, but England and tho United States are inter- 
fering to protect the natives of the Country. This 
I.s another ease where Christian misslonarlop are put 
to shame- by white traders who are more cruel and 
wicked than tlic hetithen themselves. 

England, as well as all other nations, is spend- 
ing an enormous sum for her army and navy. Tho 
time- has not yc-t come when nations believe It Is 
safe lo irUKl to the lionesly and good will of one 
anolli<-r. Ill ICnglaiul this year thousands of nu-n 
are at work forging cannon and manufacturing 
lilies and other weapons of war. Inventors and 
ehemisis are busv 'preparing explosives which shall 
deal death and destruction all around them, and 
from manv shipyards are being launched battleships 
far more terrible t:ian Xelson ever dreamed of. To 
use these weapons and to msin these ships, soldler.s 
and sailors are supported by money taken from tbe 
earnings of tho people. In Canada we spend no 
money for sliii)s and not much for soldiers. How 
tniuh' of run- safely is duo to the fact that England 
has il great army and navy ready to defend us It 
would be liard to tell.

ered us and half filled the balloon, -which was 
considerably affected by the extra weight thl'is 
thrown upon it. Subsequently we again found 
ourselves rising very rapidly, and after attain- 
ing an altitude of 8,000 feet we discovered that 
we were falling rapidly. The discharge of five 
bags of ballast in four minutes had no effect 
in checking the descent, and suddenly at a^ 
heigiit of 1,500 feet the bpttom of the car 
crashed down on something with greaf force. 
The trail rope then' l^egan catching in every- 
thing it could find, giving the car very violent 
jerks. We were dashing along at a terrific 
■speed, and the night was so dark that I could 
scarcely distinguish Mr. Pollock, the roaring 
of the wind combined with the heavy, snow 
making us extremely anxious, as tlie last bag 
of ballast had not the slightest effect on the 
balloon, and having cjnly three bags left Ave 
realized thcre.was no alternative but to make 
a descent and tjiance where we shc*ild land, 
as we were completely enveloped in darkness. 
So Mr. Pollock opened the valve while I 
crouched low down in the car, feeling rather 
thrilled at what might happen. Down we 
crashed with great force straight into some 
trees. i\Ir, Pollock ripped at once, but the 
wind carried us up again, and down we came 
with the basket overturned. Mr. Pollock 
.shouted out, "Are you in?" and I called back 
"Yes," for I was holding on for all I knew, 
the violent encounters with the ti^ees making 
it very difficult to avoid not being thrown out. 
At last a tree caught the envelope, causing a 
laige tear, which, combined with the rip, 
brought us to a standstill. After wc had col- 
lected our senses we got out and found wc 
were in a dense forest, far away from any 
habitation. Tliere was nothing lor it but lo 
wait till dawn, and conjecture what country 
we had descended in. At about 6 it became 
light, so wc started off to get out of the forest, 
and after half an hour's walking we found 
ourselves on a main road, along which avc 
walked for an hour. .\t last we discovered a 
man cutting trees, whom wc hailed, and dis- 
covered from him we had descended in the 
department of the Aleiise near the small vil- 
lage of 1 laudiomonl. We made him walk 
back with us to show him where we had de- 
scended, and he promised to return Avith a 
c;irt, which he did in three hours. In the 
meantime we had been discovered by more 
wood-cutters, who set to work to help us, and 
with their assistance we packed up the bal- 
loon. The envelope being high above u's on 
the trees it was with much difficulty we got 
it down,, and also the trail rope, which was 
stretched far away on the tree tops. We also had 
to collect various pieces of the balloon envelope, 
wiiich we discovered hanging from branches, 
oil one of which we found the feed pipe, which 
had been entirely torn off. Unluckily we 
smashed all our instruments, the first crash 
quite settling the statoscopc. The drive of ten 
kilometres to Verdun took eight hours, as the 
horses went at a snail's pace, and a remarkably 
cold drive it was in a bitterly co'd wind. If 
we could ])Ossibly have weathered the storm 
we could liave had a tremendously long run, 
but there was no alternative for us under the 
circumstances but to descend. A great deal 
was due to Mr. Pollock for his presence of 
mind and {|uick action when every minute.was 
of the utmost inii)ortauce, for it>takes a gbod 
deal of nerve to inakc a descent ni a pitch-dark 
night without the faintest idea' of what one 
will land on. It was a thrilling experience, 
and, though the distance accomplished "will, no 
doubt, soon be beaten, it was a very sporting 
run and one always to be remembered."

.. A, E. H, TUTTON, F. R. S„ writes 
in the London Times as follows: 

This prince among gems, the 
transparently crystalizcd form of the 
chemical element carbon, has been 
so nuich before the public during the 
la^t ^ fQwi^weeks, and exaggeration and ro- 
marice^^^^ beci^ so current concerning it, 
that it is well to remind ourselves of sucli facts 
as rest on the secure foundation of the re- 
searches of authoritative men of science, pub- 
lished in the archives of the responsible learned 
societies. When pruned of all 'romance it will 
be found indeed that 'truth is- .stranger than 
fiction," for the solid facts relating to this 
fascinating crystal form a continuous record 
of the superlative. ':. , 

The natural diamond exhibits the high 
symmetry of the cubic system of crystals, the 
niost commonly developed form being the oc- 
tahedron, parallel to whose faces good dia- 
monds of all forms readily cleave, a property 
which saves the diamond-cutter innnite labor 
by enabling him to chip rlway corners or flaAV- 
ed parts preparatory to facetting. The cubic 
-system, however, includes five classes of vary- 
ing degrees of symmetry consistent with the 
minimum high amount required by the system, 
and there is some evidence, in the occasional 
grooving of the octahedral edges and the find- 
ing of a few simple tetrahedra, that the dia- 
mond does not belong to the holohedral class 
possessing the maximum of crystal symmetry, 
the characteristic form of which is the 48-sided 
hexaki.soctahcdron, but to the second class 
characterized by the 24-si.ded hexakistetrahe- 
dron, and that the octahedron is really built 
u]) of two interpenetrating twin tetrahedra. 
The 4S-sided form has; however, been found 
developed on some notable diamonds of con- 
siderable size, and the octahedral cleavage, the 
etched-figures on the faces, and particularly 
the absence of any proof of electric polarity, 
are all consistent with holohedral symmetry, 
that is, with the highest of all the 32 classes :of 
crystal .symmetry. 

The natural faces arc frequently curved and 
dull, although the interior is perfectly limpid 
and transparent; but truly plane and brilliant- 
faced crystal?^ are not uncommon. There is no 
evidence that a diamond was ever attached to 
a support during growth ; for the face by which 
a crystal has been attached to the well or floor 
of the vessel or cavity containing the crys- 
tallizing liquid or solution is usually marked 
with contour lines, indicating a scries of shal- 
low steps leading to a central depression, form- 
ed as the crystal is pushed away from the sjli:-r 
face by predominating growth at the edges of 
the face. Moreover, drop-.shaped diamonds 
are frequently discovered. All these facts in- 
dicate that diamonds arc formed by the crys- 
talHzation of liquefied carbon in the midst of 
an environment of other fused material, such 
as molten iron or highly ferruginous rock, P'or 
a transparent .substance, the density of the 
diamond is very high, 3,5, a fact which has 
doubtless something to do with its ready 
floating in the midst of the, • molten 
magma during growth, rather than ris- 
ing and attaching itself to the rofo of the 
cavity. Moreover, although a cubic crystal 
should be isotropic, that is, should exhibit no 
double refraction or play of color when exam- 
ined in the dark field between the crossed 
Nicol-prisms of the polariscopc, many dia- 
monds do show birefringence and color in po- 
larized light ; but ami)le proof is afforded by 
the irregular and varying nature of tlic phen- 
omenon, and by the fact that some _ cRamonds 
with tntly plane faces do not exhibit it at all, 
that it is simply due to a state of internal 
strain, due to crystallization from the liquid 
state by relatively rapid cooling while under 
high i)ressurc. For carbon can only be liqui- 
fied at all by adding pressure to high tempera- 
ture. This 'condition of internal strain is not 
unfre(|ueniry so extreme that the diamond ex- 
j)lo(les soon after its removal from the envelop- 
ing matuix, the .so-called "blue ground," in 
v/iiich it was found. 

The hero of the iunir among diamonds is 
the ^reat "CuUinan," the largest yet discover- 
ed, found on January 25, 1905, in the Premier 
mine situated 20 miles from Pretoria. It was 
the half only of an enormous octahedron which 
had probably split owing to internal strain, 
and, although externally .somewhat distorted 
as usual, was internally wonderfully pure and 
limi)id and i)ractically colorless with the valued 
faint tinge of blue. Its recent presentation by 
the Transvaal Government to His Majesty the 
King was a graceful act which has evoked uni- 
versal pleasure among His Majesty's subjects 
and especially delighted those who value dia- 
monds for their scientific interest, and who re- 
joice that this monarch of crystals is to find its 
rightful place among the British Crown jewels. 
It measured before cutting, which it is under- 
stood is now in progress, 4 in. by 2 1-2 in. and 
■2 in., and weighed nearly a pound and a half 
(622'graninics). It was bounded by four na- 
tural octahedron faces and fqur- octahedral 
cleavage surfaces. The octahedron' faces ex- 
hibitetr striations parallel to the edges and lit- 
tle triangular etched depressions characteristic 
of the diamond. The pipe of "blue.groUj>d'':in 
which it was found, the Ijreccia hlat'erial in 
which the Transvaal diamonds occur, was over 
half a mile in cross-section, much larger than 
the pipes of the Kimberley region. The dia- 
monds were not formed in these pipes, but 
were ejected inlo.tliem along with the accom- 
panying now brccciated materials from consid- 
erable depths, where they had been formed in 
highly ferruginous molten magmas, under the 
influence of both high temperature and pres- 



sure. Quite recently blocks of one of the orig- 
inal rocks, an eclogite containing much iron, 
have been discovered in the blue ground of 
Kimberley, and they have been actually found 
to contain small diarhondsy thus affording the 
finial proof that siffch was the mode of origin of 
the diamond. 

The diamond is still the hardest material 
known to us, although carbide of silicon, co'm- 
nicrcially^ known as "carborundum," and the 
metal tantalum now replacing carbon filaments 
in electric glow lamps, approach it very close- 
ly. The saying "diamond cut diamond" is 
still, however, as a propos tt>:ithe tj*uth as,;eyer, 
although there are such variations in hardness 
among diamonds themselves that the powder- 
of a diamond from one locality, such as the 
Transvaal, will not always prove efficient on 
the diamond-cutter's wheel (really a grinding 
laj)) for the cutting of one from another part of 
the world, New South V«'ales for instance, and 
the speed of revolution of the wheel has some- 
times to be raised from the normal 2,400 revo- 
lutions per minute to over 3,000- before any 
impression is produced. The black opaque .y^ 
form of diamond known as "carbonado," al- 
though useless as a gem, is usually so hard — 'Vj^ 
much harder than the impure variety termed 
"boart" — that it is the most efficient substance r; 
known for rock-drilling, and has been of the ,' 
utmost service in all recent important tunnel- 
ling operations. -'-.iv-i '■ 

Although so hard, thc-diamond is very britr ,•- 
tie, so that a sharp blow will often fracttire it. 
But Sir William Crookes, who lias "^ devoted 
much time during many years to the scientific . 
study of the diamond, has shown that if a good 
one is placed between the steel jaws of a hy- 
draulic press, and the pressure is applied with- 
out a jerk so as to avoid fracture due to brittlc- 
ness, the jaws may be made to meet Avithout I 
the slightest injury to even the edges of the 
diamond, the hard stee^ closing.; roun^'it-'iand 
taking an impression brtheWuch hlrder .dia- • 
mond just like/ so much wax; 

The diamond possesses tire greatest poAver : 
of refracting light of all kuoAvn colorless sub- 
stances, its refractive index for sodium light 
being 2.4699. The index of the highly refrac- 
tive glass or "paste" used for imitation dia- 
monds rarely exceeds 1.8, The dispersion 
(0.063) or length of spectrum produced iS-.alsp ■ 
abnormally large, conferring on the diamond 
its peculiar "fire," It; is; -.moreover, pre-emin- 
ently reflective, and thisV ' coithbined with its 
powerful refraction, causes all light Avhich 
penetrates the crystal to be totally reflected 
internally again Avhcnevcr the angle ofinternal 
incidence on a face or artificial facet exceeds 
the small angle of 2J degrees 13 minutes. The 
diamond-cutter takes advantage of this in the 
cutting of a brilliant by arranging his facets in 
two pyramidal series inverted base to. base, so ,; 
that no light is transmitted except , a little' 
through the centre, through.the "table" or flat 
top of the upper pyramidal series and the par- 
allel smaller terminal plane or "culctte" of the 
lower inverse series. All the rest of the light 
is partly reflected from the exterior as Avhite 
light and partly repeatedly reflected internally, 
and eventually refracted outAvards as a blaze 
of spectrum colors. ' ' • 

One of the most interesting of all the aVoii- 
derful properties of the .diamond is'^ its^phos- 
phoresence in the dark after exposure 1:o " the 
sun or to friction. The phosphorescence is 
even greater, sometimes enough to read by, 
Avhen the diamond is subjected lo the high 
tension electric discharge in a vacuum tube. 
The color of the light emitted may be blue, red, 
or green, accordin.g to the locality from Avhich 
the diamond Avas derived. The proximity of 
radium naturally produces the same result, the 
phosphorescence being remarkablv brilliant; 
for the B-rays emanating from radium are. sim- 
ilar \to the negative electrons of the Crookes 
tube.' More singular still, if the action is pro- 
longed the diamond becomes colored bluish 
green under the influence of radium, but black- 
ens under the bombardment of the electrons of 
the Crookes tube. In the latter case, carried 
to the extreme. Parsons and SAvinton have just 
shoAvii (sec Engineering Supplement of Janu- 
ary 22nd) that Avith a .current,pf 11,200 vplts 
and 48 milliampercs the Siambhd is rapidly 
converted by the bombardment into graphitic 
colce, a temperature of 1,890 degrees C. being 
attained ancT th^ diamond swelling up in the 
process just as when it is placed in an electric 
arc. 

Besides its phosphorescence the diamond is 
distinguished from "paste" imitations by it.'? 
])erfect transparency to Rontgcn rays, highly 
refractive as well as ordinary glass being more , 
or less opaque to them, whilst.lt is almost..im|f j 
necessary to say that "paste"' does not gloAV un-f' ' 
der the influence either of radium or of the 
cathode rays. 

In the above description of the properties 
of the diamond, emphasis has been lafd on such 
as throw light on its mode of origin, at'S whiqhv 
are therefore highly su.ggestive as to the line dfi'; 
o])erations most likely to be successful in ■re- 
producing it in the laboratory. In a second 
article an account Avil! be given of the authori- 
tative researches Avhich have been carried out, 
and Avhich have been completely successful 
from ;thefpurely scientific point of-view.
